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GENTLEMEN OF THE CiTy COUNCIL: 

We come here to-day, on the opening of a new 
municipal year, under cheerful and favorable con- 
ditions. Prosperity smiles upon our industries and 
our people appear to be contented and happy. The 
public health is good and the public morals excellent 
for a community so diversified in the character, 
attributes and tastes of its population. 

Capital and labor are at peace. Adequate re- 
wards appear to be within the reach of those who give 
earnest and steady effort to their daily toil. A recent 
increase in wages to nearly twenty thousand of our 
city’s workers has added new stimulus to thous- 
ands of willing hands, and has awakened a spirit of 
fresh hope and independence that should make 
materially for greater prosperity. 

A commendable increase in public spirit is abroad. 
Our local affairs are thé subject of greater popular 
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interest and more general discussion. Besides better 
wages our people want better laws, better local con- 
ditions anda pure and true administration of their 
local government. Graft is becoming distasteful and 
scheming obnoxious. The cry is for honest hands 
and stout hearts; hands free from an itching for the 
public treasury, and hearts with the courage to say 
“No” when “No” should be the answer. 


The obligations of the solemn oath we have taken 
to perform our duty faithfully and impartially mean 
that the interests of the whole city and the whole 
people should be our standard. The man who trims 
his course in office to the hope of future political 
advancement is false to that standard, and he who 
places party allegiance above the public good is equally 
guilty. From now on it is our duty to serve the 
whole people and to safeguard the interests of the 
whole community. 

Strict and impartial justice to the welfare of our 
city will demand a close yet progressive economy. 
The public wants are many. The public purse is 
poor. Advanced ideas and modern civilization make 
demands upon the public treasury which are hard to 
meet, although popularly desired. The policy of load- 
ing obligations upon the future, lamentably and care- 
lessly pursued in many past years, happily is be- 
coming unpopular, aud the’ wiser aud more manly 
policy of enjoying only what we can pay for, and 
holding back extensive improvements until the ex- 
pense therefor can properly be met is having sway. 
Still the city should not be allowed to go backward or 
its departments to deteriorate. Judicious borrowing 
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where future results can be foreseen and the attendant 
advantages discounted is not to be discountenanced. 
The people will stand back of every proper loan where 
they ean see commensurate benefits to themselves and 
to their children. By this I do not wish to be 
recorded as in favor of indiscriminate loans, or 
“blanket-loans”’ so-called, the proceeds of which are to 
be used for the payment of current expenses. 

In touching upon the work and condition of 
several of the city departments I shall not attempt an 
extensive review, neither a forecast of the future, but 
will reserve proper recommendations for future com- 
munications as occasion may demand. 


STREETS. 


The standing, enterprise and progress of a city 
can be determined to a great extent by the quality and 
condition of its streets. Nothing so impresses the 
visitor to our city as the condition of the main 
thoroughfares. Without reflection upon any person 
or persons who may have had the making, the repair- 
ing and the care of the streets of our city during the 
past twenty-five years, I desire to call your attention 
to the fact that during this quarter of a century the 
sum of $4,628,043.79 has been expended upon our city 
streets, an annual average outlay of $185,121. The 
question arises whether you are satisfied with the con- 
dition of the streets after this expenditure of so large 
an amount of money, and whether we shall continue as 
in the past, or take a new departure and adopt new 
methods. If we do continue, will the results be satis- 
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factory? If we take a new departure, what shall it 
be? Large sums of money are expended annually in 
patching and repairing the same main streets. A 
great saving to the city would follow if such streets 
could be paved properly and permanently. I therefore 
recommend, in the interest of true economy, basing 
my judgment upon an experience of twenty years in 
city departments, that a sum of from $35,000 to 
$50,000 be expended annually for a term of ten years 
in laying a modern, noiseless and sanitary smooth 
pavement, one which competent authorities will agree 
upon as fitted for the climatic conditions of our city. 
This should bring about a much needed permanent 
improvement. In my opinion the annual saving in 
repairs would be sufficient to offset the interest 
charges on loans necessary for this permanent im- 
provement. ‘The rough stone pavement now upon the 
principal streets is noisy and expensive to keep clean 
and in repair, whereas a modern smooth pavement 
would be noiseless and sanitary with practically no 
expense for repairs for at least ten years and with a 
minimum of expense to keep clean. 


Such modern improvements in the condition of 
the streets would be not only a comfort to man and 
beast and an attraction to the eye of the citizen and 
stranger, but also an economy in the cost of team 
transportation,—a decided help to merchant and manu- 
facturer. The streets radiating from Merrimack 
square should be the first to receive this improvement 
and a comprehensive plan should be decided upon for 
the pursuance of this work with the idea of continuity 
rather than scattered improvement. 
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In the early part of last year the Street Depart- 
ment purchased for $3,830 about four and four tenths 
acres of land for a ledge, known as the Dracut Poor 
Farm Ledge. A new stone crusher has been bought, 
and the old crusher at the Fletcher Street Ledge has 
been repaired thoroughly and removed to this ledge, 
making two crushers in first-class condition, capable 
of crushing four hundred tons per day. This will fur- 
nish abundant material for macadamizing in Central- 
ville and the centre of the city; but, on account of the 
great distance of the ledge from several portions of the 
city, it may be cheaper to purchase trap rock that 
can be delivered where needed. Trap rock should 
be used also for surface material on streets that are 
very much travelled. 


More attention should be given to the main 
arteries of suburban travel. For instance: Middle- 
sex street from Black Brook to North Chelmsford 
should be widened and graded in many places. 
Rogers street from Nesmith street to Boylston street 
should be widened by the acquisition of land on the 
westerly side. This work should be done before the 
land necessary to be taken for widening increases 
further in value. 

I recommend also the laying of more edgestones 
for sidewalks, as streets where edgestones are laid can 
be kept in better repair at a reduced cost. 

In 1881 the population of the city was 59,485 and 
the expenditure of the street department $125,502.41. 
In 1906, twenty-five years later, the population is 
96,380 and the expenditure of the street department 
$239,457.17. 
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SEWERS. 


The sewer system of the main city is well-nigh 
complete, there being approximately 99% miles of 
sewers to 132 miles of accepted streets. During the 
past year the Oaklands district has received the bulk 
of attention. ‘There remains now as the main field for 
necessary sewer construction the newly acquired 
territory from Tewksbury. The drainage of this 
section presents a very difficult and costly problem, 
because of the nature of the country in its topograph- 
ical aspect, the high land unfortunately intervening 
between the low land most needing drainage, and the 
sewerage outlets now used by the city. A careful 
survey of the district is now being made by the 
engineering department, and a plan will be devised 
which will meet the demands of the whole territory as 
it grows in population. For this survey I recommend 
that a special appropriation be made. It cannot be 
stated now whether the plan will call for a gravity 
sewer or a pumping station with filter beds. The cost 
of introducing and maintaining a sewerage system is 
the chief drawback connected with the acquisition of 
the Tewksbury annex. 

As a safeguard to health the White street sewer 
in the bed of the Merrimack river, only half completed 
as designed, should be extended to a point in the river 
where its discharge will be taken care of properly. A 
main sewer should be laid in Merrimack street from 
the Concord river to Merrimack Sq., and in Bridge 
street from Merrimack Sq., to Central bridge, to take 
the place of the old corporation drains. 
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In planning new sewers it should be borne in 
mind that Lowell may soon have to face one of the 
gravest and costliest problems of her career, an entire 
change in the sewer system. A sentiment is increas- 
ing year by year that the use of water ways for the 
reception of sewerage from cities and towns along 
their banks must be abandoned, and other means be 
discovered or devised by such cities and towns for the 
disposal of their sewerage. ‘Stop the pollution of the 
inland rivers and streams!” isthe cry. If the state 
legislature should decree that the Merrimack river 
could be used no longer as a channel for sewerage, 
Lowell and the other cities and towns situated upon it 
would be put to enormous expense in finding and 
adopting other means for the disposal of sewer dis- 
charges. The consideration of this serious problem 
should furnish food for reflection to thoughtful 
citizens and city officials. 


SCHOOLS. 


Education is the handmaid of progress, and progress 
is the aim of every community in America. American 
civilization. demands the development and culture of 
the mind along with the practical and technical train- 
.ing of the hand. That a trained mind shall direct a 
skillful hand is the desire of every master and man 
engaged in textile or mechanical pursuits. Educa- 
tion isthe slogan of America. For the education of the 
young her people willingly sanction the expenditure 
of great sums from the public revenue. Nay more, 
the people themselves make great private sacrifices, 
for I believe there are many families in Lowell to-day 
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in which the parents deny themselves many luxuries 
and often necessities in order to keep their children in 
school for the time required for a prescribed course. 


The profession of teaching is one of the most 
honorable in the community and teachers are looked 
upon by both young and old with highest respect. 
In no other public department are the people so 
impatient with incompetent methods, or so quick to 
criticise poor results. 

Lowell is to be congratulated upon the excellence 
of its school system. Inthe standing of its schools our 
city rauks high among her sister cities of the com- 
monwealth, and the credit for this is due to the school 
committee, the superintendent and the corps of teachers. 


Geutlemen, the City Council has but little to say 
in regard to the amount or the method of the ex- 
penditure of the school moneys. The General Court 
in its wisdom has decreed that a school committee 
shall not be limited to a city council appropriation, 
but may be its own judge of the proper amount to be 
expended. In this city the expenditure for school 
purposes calls for one quarter of the whole revenue 
from taxation. Concerning the disposal of this great 
sum we can only urge upon the School Committee the 
same care and economy we purpose to have exercised 
in other departments. We may, however, recommend 
respectfully to the School Committee, what I believe 
to be the general wish of a practical public—that they 
shall instill into youthful minds a learning that is 
solid rather than superficial; that they compose the 
school cirriculum of studies that are broad and sub- 
stantial, without too many fads and trimmings. 
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The Evening Schools, besides, as in the cases of 
the evening high school and evening drawing schools, 
offering facilities for higher education, continue to 
be the mecca for the unlearned of our foreign popula- 
tion, by whom this free stepping stone in the climb 
to American citizenship and civilization must be ap- 
preciated. 

The School Department now controls 61 school 
buildings, valued at $1,790,000. It has an average of 
11,756 pupils belonging to its day schools, and 2,000 
to its evening schools.. It is now giving employment 
to 324 elected and 20 temporary teachers in day 
schools, and to 177 teachers in evening schools. 

The land has been purchased anda new school 
house will have to be built soon to provide much 
needed accommodations for the over-crowded High- 
lands school district. 


PUBLIC PARKS. 


The Park Department has been economical in the 
expenditure of its money, and conservative yet 
progressive in its management. ‘The Commissioners 
appear to have the confidence of the public. They 
have made a good beginning ; and it is expected that 
their further efforts to develop and beautify our parks 
will meet with success. As it is evident that the 
desire for park improvement is growing, it seems to 
me that some progress should be made towards in- 
creasing the park area of the city. Lowell is behind 
other cities as regards the proportion of her park area 
to her population. I believe that the purchase and 
improvement of parks and the laying out of boule- 
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vards and parkways are good investinents for- cities. 
They are educators of the people; they lift them to a 
higher life; they are full of inspiration and make life 
worth more to every man, woman and child who comes 
to enjoy them. The park system is incomplete, and, 
as our city is made up largely of working people who 
depend mainly upon the parks for recreation, we 
should endeavor to give them what they need. The 
opportunity still remains to preserve, for its own sake 
and the benefit of the public, the natural beauty along 
the banks of the rivers and canals. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


In this city to-day the importance of the office of 
Sealer of Weights and Measures seems scarcely to be 
realized and the practical administration of that office 
falls far short of its legal obligations and beneficial 
possibilities. ‘This is not the fault of the sealer himself, 
by whom the performance of his duties as regulated 
by previous custom has been looked upon asa side 
issue, the salary for the office being only $350 per 
annum. Nevertheless it is essential that the buying 
public should be protected by a strict insistence upon 
the use by sellers of the legal standard of measures 
and weights, especially as so much trading is done by 
itinerant street hawkers and pedlers. The state 
authorities regularly notify the municipal powers con- 
cerning their obligations in the matter and here the 
effort for the enforcement of salutary laws appears to 
end; for the city council makes no provision towards 
securing an improvement in existing conditions. I 
believe the office of sealer of weights and measures 
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should be conducted so as to secure the enforcement 
of the laws upon the statute books, and that every 
measure and every scale used in trading should be 
inspected and sealed at least once a year. This 
matter is one of prime importance not only to honest 
tradesinen, but to thousands of people to whom the 
saving even of pennies may mean a great deal. 

I urge, as did my predecessor, that this subject 
be a point of immediate consideration and action by 
the city council. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The recent addition of ten young and active men 
to the permanent force should increase materially the 
efficiency of the fire department. The force now con- 
sists of 100 permanent men and 86 call men. Sixty 
horses are kept. The engineers are experienced fire 
fighters and the apparatus is in the best condition. 
Five life nets have been purchased during the past 
year, aud the utility of the Babcock truck has been 
supplemented by the addition of the Dahill hoisting 
device, by the use of which one man can raise and 
lower the eighty-five foot ladder. A new engine will 
be needed soon.to take the place of Engine 1, which 
has been in service for thirty-six years. As the safety 
of life and property in a modern city depends greatly 
upon the worth and condition of its fire fighters and 
apparatus, the needs of the department should be 
sought for constantly and quickly supplied. 

The need of a new fire house to cover effectively 
the Centralville district is apparent and soon must be 
met. 
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Our public buildings generally are in a well-kept 
condition and in good repair. I desire to call your at- 
tention to the following exceptions : 

The Howard Street and Grand Street schools, both 
two-room buildings, are antiquated and badly in need 
of repairs. They are poorly ventilated, heated only 
by stoves, and in such a condition that to attempt to 
put them in shape seems to be a waste of money. AS 
the two buildings are but a few hundred yards 
apart, and as land appears to be available, I suggest 
that both be abandoned and sold, and a new primary 
school building be erected midway between the two. 

In the Ayers City district the one-room primary 
school on West London Street is a miserable 
structure, and is on leased land. I recommend that 
the building be disposed of, and that an addition be 
built to the London Street school; or that an entirely 
new building of six rooms be erected at a convenient 
point to accommodate the pupils of both schools. 

The Fayette Street school and the School Street 
school, both two-room buildings, are not used at 
present, and probably never will be used again. It 
would be a good plan to sell these pieces of property, 
and expend the money secured thereby for needed 
improvenients. 


BOARD OF CHARITIES. 


The constant public dissatisfaction with our 
municipal methods of dealing with the poor has been 
shown by the readiness and emphasis with which the 
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voters in the past few years have adopted changes 
affecting the membership and the method of election 
of boards having charge of this work. The acceptance 
of the act of rg05 creating the Board of Charities was 
expected to mark a departure from old and expensive 
methods of management and clear the way for 
economy and improved administration. The work of 
the Commissioners has received great public attention. 
Tangible results have been looked for. If, at this 
time, after a year’s effort, the work of the Board of 
Charities has not entirely satisfied public expectation, 
it should be remembered that the men and methods 
are new and the work intricate and burdensome. 

This department shall have my earnest attention 
during the coming year. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The demand of the public for a definite settle- 
ment of the grade crossing question should receive 
our early and careful attention. 

In neighboring cities, notably Haverhill, Worces- 
ter and Lynn, grade crossing conditions have received 
due attention from the proper authorities. The rail- 
road company and the state, county and city officials 
are working in harmony and most excellent results 
have been obtained. 

In Lowell, property owners upon streets that are 
near grade crossings and in danger of being disturbed 
by changes in them are in a more or less unsettled 
frame of mind as to improvements and values. It 
should be our aim to approach this entire subject in a 
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broad, practical and business-like manner, so that 
ultimate results will redound to the benefit and perma- 
nent improvement of the city. 


PUBLIC SANITARIES. 


I favor the establishment of a public sanitary 
near Merrimack square. This accommodation, which, 
properly conducted, could be maintained at a small 
cost, would prove to be a healthful convenience and 
benefit.to hundreds of people, especially women and 
children, for whom the limited facilities provided by 
the street railway companies in their waiting room are 
entirely inadequate. 


PUBLIC BURIAL GROUNDS. 


I have been informed by many of the lot owners 
of the Edson Cemietery that conditions there are not 
satisfactory. As the Mayor becomes ex-officio one of 
the trustees of Public Burial Grounds, it will be my 
duty to look into the affairs of that department and to 
do my best to remedy dissatisfaction should sufficient 
cause therefor be found to exist. 

From observation and report I am inclined to the 
opinion that it is a mistaken policy to compel the 
Mayor to become one of the active trustees of this 
department, binding him to the attendance of meetings 
and the participation in the details of management. 
It would be equally consistent for the Mayor to be a 
member of the Water Board, the Board of Health, 
the Board of Charities, the School Committee, or the 
Police Board. The tendency in the improvement of 
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municipal government is to give the Mayor broad 
executive authority especially in appointments and 
removals, making members of boards and commissions 
more directly responsible to him without trammeling 
him with the details of the management of any depart- 
ment. In the case of the public cemeteries, the Mayor 
as a trustee, must, on the one hand, give his con- 
tinuous attention, or, on the other, leave the control 
entirely to the other two trustees, thereby incurring 
the criticism of shirking a task. 

I suggest a change whereby there shall be five 
trustees, not including the Mayor, to be appointed for 
terms of five years, one to be appointed each year by 
the Mayor, two at least to be lot owners in the Edson 
Cemetery, and all subject to removal by the Mayor at 
his pleasure. By this plan while the Mayor can be 
held responsible for the condition of the department, 
he will be relieved from direct participation in the 
management, which appears to be unnecessary. This 
change would have to be’secured by legislative enact- 
ment. 


TEWKSBURY ANNEX. 


During the past year there has been annexed to 
the city a portion of the town of Tewksbury, a terri- 
tory consisting in area of 1.7 square miles, containing 
a population of 1,49r with 339 polls and having a 
taxable valuation of $865,400. The benefits accuring 
to Lowell by this addition of territory, population and 
wealth are to a great extent offset by the expense that 
must be incurred in fitting this former town territory 
with the facilities and accommodations expected and 
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required from cities, something a large portion of the 
new section has been sadly in need of, especially water 
and drainage. The water department already has ex- 
pended $39,151.13 in introducing water service. The 
matter of drainage is referred to under the head of 
sewers. 

The population that comes with this annexation 
is of a most desirable character, and it is to be hoped 
sincerely that future developments will: prove this 
addition to the city to be a blessing. 

Lowell is very contracted in area, comprising 
previously 12.4 square miles, an exceptionally small 
area for so large a population and so much business. 

Further acquisitions of territory from Chelmsford 
and Dracut must come soon in order to satisfy the 
natural expansion attendant upon a healthy growth. 
More people means more room. Who among us does 
not want to see a wider as well as a wiser and a 
wealthier Lowell ?

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FINANCES AND THE TAX RATE. 


During the past year the city debt has decreased 
$85,709.11. The distance from the debt limit is 
$232,730.50, an increase of $54,321.37. The valuation 
of the city has increased $1,814,657 outside of the 
increase of $865,400 brought to us by the acquisition 
of territory from ‘Tewksbury. ‘The tax-rate was 
$19.60. 

The figures of the tax-rate compose the magnet 
that attracts the eye of the tax-paying citizen, and by 
this criterion a municipal administration, justly or 
unjustly, is praised or condemned. 

Would that I could present before the eyes of the 
people a prospect that the tax-rate of the present year 
will be lowered ! 

On the contrary, the city is face to face with a 
situation which seems to me must unavoidably result 
in a tax-rate fully as large, if not larger than that of 
last year. In addition to the normal yearly increase, 
the ordinary running expense of the main depart- 
ments will be greater by an amount necessary to take 
care of the welfare of our new territory from Tewks- 
bury. The first cost of giving this section necessary 
permanent improvements must be borne during the 
next year or two and the revenue from its taxable 

_ property will not be sufficient to counter balance this 
outlay. 

We must meet this condition bravely, however, 
and endeavor to give to our new territory what it has 
the right to demand as a part of our city, hoping that 
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its future increase in wealth and population will even 
up the account. 

If the city was rich in revenue I could recom- 
mend a great many improvements and strongly urge 
their adoption. If we had the money to spend, I 
should delight to tell you where in my opinion it 
could be put to the best advantage. We are con- 
fronted, however, as is every man who comes into 
office in. the government of this city, with the stark 
fact, the naked proposition that the income of the city 
hardly suffices for its ordinary running expenses. 
Whatever improvements or alterations of an extensive 
nature are undertaken must be paid for by borrowing 
money. Borrow we may have to, but let us not 
borrow as much as we pay on the old debt. A Mayor 
and City Council working harmoniously to make the 
city save money can doso. Aim to reduce the city 
indebtedness somewhat. Don’t run further behind. 
To the City Council I should say “Cut out luxuries. 
Cut your appropriations down to a living point, but 
make them so that we can live decently.” To the 
heads of departments I say “Make your. money 
go just as far as possible. Demand good service 
from your employees, and see that you get it. The 
city pays good wages. It should receive in return 
a good day’s work.” 

Why should we burden posterity with our debts ? 
The excuse of precedent is no excuse at all. We are 
daily face to face with the folly of the past ;—its 
wastes and burdens, Conscience will commend us 
and those who come after will praise us for a policy of 
retrenchment aud denial. We must begin sometime. 
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Why not now? Both the patience and the pockets of 
our citizens have been taxed to the limit. A splendid 
opportunity exists for this city government to gain 
the confidence of the public by doing the city’s busi- 
ness openly and above board, by seemly and dignified 
behavior and by able discussion and fair settlement of, 
public questions. The public is sick of petty politics, 
schemes and trades. The people want straightforward 
government by straightforward men. I believe the 
public spirit, the public enterprise, the public feeling 
of hope and confidence in the future of the city will 
vastly increase if you can show to the people that they 
are getting a fair deal at city hall. 

I ask your co-operation, gentlemen, and I willing- 
ly pledge you mine to gain this end.

Each committce shall consist of two Aldermen and three 


members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
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Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members 
of the Common Council. 


2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may deter- 
mine, select its own members for any joint committee. 


3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman; on the Committee on Finance, the member first 
named in the Common Council shall be chairman; and in all 
joint special committees, the member first named in the 
board where the business originates shall be chairman, and 
shall call the committee together. 


4. Reports of committees shall be made to the board first 
meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 


5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and 
no report shall be received unless agreed to in committee act- 
ually assembled. 


6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee, (the 
Committee on Streets excepted) to whom -any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances ; 
the enacting clause of which shall be—Be it ordained by the 
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City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows: In all votes 
by which either or both branches of the City Council express 
anything by command, the form of expression shall be, Or- 
dered, and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
ions, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be, Re- 
solved. 


8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and 
shall be considered in three several stages. It shall first be 
read for information, and the question shall then be on order- 
ing it to the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances and 
Legislation, and then sent to the other branch for concur- 
rence. When reported back, the recommendations of the 
committee shall first be actedon. If it shall then be ordered 
to a second reading, it shall next be examined by a standing 
committee of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in 
proper form. When returned by such committee, the ques- 
tion shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it 
shall then be sent to the other board, where the same order 
of proceedings shall be observed. When it has been ordered 
by both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by the 
Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be by him sub- 
mitted to the proper committee of that board to ascertain if it 
has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, the question 
shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it 
shall be signed by the President of the Common Council, and 
be sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a like 
course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and sent 
to the Mayor for his approval. 
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g. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. Each board 
shall transmit to the other all papers on which any ordinance, 
joint resolution, or order shall be founded; and all papers 
on their passage between the two boards, shall be under the 
signature of their respective clerks, except ordinances and 
joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by 
the presiding officer. If papers come before either board 
which have been duly acted upon in the other board, the 
presiding officer shall so state without reading the endorse- 
ments of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 


io. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair 
and legible hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent rec- 
ord ribbon is used, without interlineations or erasures, and 
no enrolled ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 


11. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in 
which it is introduced, and the question shall be upon order- 
ing it to a second reading. Ifso ordered, the question shall 
then be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the 
other board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. 
When passed by both boards, the resolution shall be present- 
ed to the Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall 
be in force, shall be enrolled by the clerk of the Common 
Council, and when found correctly enrolled as provided in 
the case of an ordinance, it shall be signed by the President 
of the Common Council and the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and be presented to the Mayor for his signature if 
he approved the original. 
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12. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and 
when adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, 
except where they relate to a question of a convention of the 
two branches, or the election of any officer. 


13. When either board does not concur with the other 
in any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of 
such non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 


14. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may 
appoint a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall 
consist, in each case, of three members who support the vote 
of their own board. These two committees may meet jointly 
or separately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 


15. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, or typewritten, pro- 


vided a permanent record ribbon is used, without endorse- 
ment, except in case of the introduction of an order or resolu- 
tion. In such a case the member introducing an order or 
resolution shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back 
of the same. All other endorsements upon the back of 
papers shall be made by the clerk; and the clerks of the 
boards respectively, shall, on seasonable notice, make copies 
of any papers to be reported by committees, at the request 
of the respective chairmen thereof. i 


16. No business shall be transacted by the City Council 
in convention, except such as shall have been previously 
agreed on, unless by unanimous consent. 
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17. In balloting in joint convention, blanks shall be 
reported but not counted as votes. 


18. When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 


19. All petitions, reports, or other papers of whatever 
description, relating to business requiring the concurrent ac- 
tion of both boards of the City Council, skall be submitted 
by committees to the clerk of each board at least twenty-four 
hours before the time of meeting of either board, and the 
clerk of each board shall prepare a brief synopsis of all mat- 
ters to be acted upon, and place the same on the desk of each 
member of the City Council prior to the hour of opening the 
meeting. No reports or orders not previously furnished as 
herein described, shall be considered in either branch unless 
two-thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


20. These rules may be suspended for a specific pur- 
pose, or amended, whenever twenty-four members of a joint 
convention of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever 
a joint order to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six 
members of the Board of Aldermen and eighteen members of 
the Common Council. 


21. No resolution for the extension and laying out of 
any street or public highway shall be passed to a second 
reading by either branch of the City Council until the City 
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Civil Engineer shall certify to the council that said street or 
highway is fully completed, and graded to the grades named 
in the resolution, without expense to the city. 


22. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City 
Council shall be required to pass any order or vote involving 
the expenditure or the appropriation of the public moneys, 
or involving any debt or liability, and such vote shall be 
entered upon the records of each branch of the City Council. 


23. Less than a quorum of each branch of the City 
Council may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the regular 
meeting, and shall have power to compel the attendance of 
all absent members in such manner as the City Council may 
by ordinance provide. 


24. In the absence of rules governing both boards of 
the City Council, Cushing’s Manual shall decide the point. 





RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take 
the chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to 
business. 


2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

First.—At all regular meetings the journal of the last 
regular meeting and all intervening meetings of the board 
shall be approved without reading, unless the reading be 
called for by some member of the board. 


Second.—Petitions and similar papers. 


Third.—A ppointments, elections, etc. 


Fourth.—New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, 
will take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 


Fifth.—Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished busi- 
ness of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
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Council and such matters as have been introduced as new 
business. By a vote of six members, any matter in the Or- 
ders of the Day may at any time be taken up for immediate 
consideration. 


3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 
to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a 
vote; and on demand of two members shall take every vote 
by yeas and nays. 


4. When a question is under debate, the presiding offi- 
cer shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These 
several motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, 
and debate upon any of them shall be confined to the actual 
motion, and shall not go into the merits of the main ques- 
tion, except on amendment. 


5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or 
to lay on the table, any member voting with the majority 
may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same 
meeting. Any member voting with the minority may move 
a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting, 
which latter motion shall have priority, if made before the 
motion first mentioned shall have been decided. Provided, 
however, that no motion of reconsideration made by a mem- 
ber voting with the minority shall be received on any subsid- 
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iary or incidental question. No motion shall be twice recon- 
sidered. 


6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but 
by a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor 
shall there be any conversation among the members while a 
paper is being read, or a question stated from the chair. 


7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he 

. shall rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding 

officer, shall confine himself to the question under debate, 
and avoid personality. 


8. In the month of January the following committees 
shall be appointed :

The committees on Licenses, on Sewers, and on Electric 
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Wires shall consist of three members each; the other com- 
mittees shall be composed of two each. 


9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote 
on all questions, and not to leave without permission, if 
his presence is necessary to make a quorum. 


ro. The clerk shall prepare, for the use of the board, a 
copy of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be ‘added a list 


of matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 


11. Whena reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee 
of the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing 
committee, and last a joint special committee. 


12. These rules may be amended or suspended when- 
ever two-thirds of the members present may so vote; but a 
motion to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at 
the same meeting. 


13. All nominations shall lie on the table three days at 
least before action thereon by the board. 


14. All papers, of whatever description, which may re- 
quire action by the board, shall be presented to the City 
Clerk not later than the hour of noon on the day of each reg- 
ular meeting. Petitions, reports and other papers, presented 
after that hour on such day, will not be considered until the 
next meeting. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL 


1. Upon the arrival of the hour fixed upon for the meet- 
ing, the President shall call for order, and within ten min- 
utes (or sooner, if a quorum be present,) cause the clerk to 
call the roll and report to him the number present, and the 
number absent, which information he shall, in turn, announce 
to the body. In the absence of the President, the eldest sen- 
ior member shall call to order and preside until a President 


pro tempore is chosen. 


2. The President shall preserve order and decorum. 
He may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, rising for that purpose. He shall decide questions of 
order, subject to appeal, but shall entertain no discussion on 


the merits of his ruling. 


3. While addressing the hody the President shall stand, 
but he may read or put questions while sitting. 


4. The President shall declare all votes, and, if a vote 
be doubted, he shall, without permitting further debate require 
the members voting in the affirmative to rise and remain 


oN 
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standing until they are counted by the clerk; then he 
shall require the members voting in the negative to rise and 
remain standing until they are counted by the clerk, and he 
shall thereupon, on information from said clerk, declare the 
result. 


5. The President may call any member to the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, 
and when out of the chair he may express his opinion on any 
subject under debate, but he must not resume the chair while 
the same question is pending. 


6. All questions shall be propounded by the President 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion be previous in its nature. 


7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the body, unless the mover, (no ob- 
jection being offered) withdraws it before a decision or 


amendment. 


8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless 
the body is engaged in voting. . 


g. The previous question shall be in this form: ‘‘ Shall 
the main question be now put?’’ It shall only be admitted 
when demanded bya majority of members present, and until 
it is decided, shall preclude all amendment and debate of the 
main question. 
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10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question 
upon demand of one-third of the members present. 


11. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 


12. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member requires it. 


13. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previ- 
ous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are arranged ; 
and no motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice 
in the same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or 
proposition, nor shall a vote on any subsidiary or incidental 
motion be reconsidered, except a motion to that effect be 
made and be acted upon at the same meeting at which the 
vote was decided. 


14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the body, he shall rise and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confine himself to the question, 
and avoid personality. 


15. During debate no member ‘shall be mentioned by 
name, but he may be described by such other designation as 
may be intelligible and respectful, 
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16, No member, while speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but bya call to order or to correct a mistake. If 
any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules 
of the body, the President shall, or any member may, call 
him to order; in which case the member so called to or- | 
der shall immediately be seated until the question of order 
is decided. If the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he 
shall not proceed without leave of the body. 


17. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the body. 


18, Whilst the President is speaking, no member shall 
pass between him and the body, and while a member is 
speaking no person shall pass between him and the Presi- 
dent; nor shall any person rise in front of a speaking 
member except to raise a point of order. 


19 When a question has been decided, any member vot- 
ing with the majority may move a reconsideration to be acted 
upon at the same meeting. Any member voting with the 
minority may move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the 
next meeting; which latter motion shall have priority, if 
made before the motion first mentioned shall have been de- 
cided. No vote or question shall be twice reconsidered. 


20. Every member present when a question is put shall, 
unless for specific reasons, excused by a majority of the

members, give his vote. But in the election of any city offi- 
cer, he may decline to vote, as provided in Section 7, Chapter 
26 of the Revised Laws. And no member shall leave with- 
out permission, if his presence is necessary to make a quo- 
rum. 


21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different 
from that under consideration, shall be admitted under color 
of an amendment. 


22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the 
pleasure of the body. 


23. The division of a question may be called for when 
the sense will admit of it. 


24. A majority vote shall be necessary to sustain objec- 
tion to the reading of a paper. 


25. No standing order shall be suspended, except by a 
two-thirds .vote of the members present; nor shall any rule 
or order governing the body be repealed or amended without 
one day’s notice, nor unless fourteen members concur therein. 


26. ‘The order of business shall be as follows : 
1—Roll call. 


*a—Reading of records, 
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3-—Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 
4—Communications and reports from city officials. 


5—Presentation of petitions, remonstrances and memo- 


rials. 
6—Reports of Committees. 
7—Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 


8—Motions, orders or resolutions. 


The above order of business shall not be departed from, 
except by vote of a majority of the members present, but 
the body may appoint a committee of two to approve the 
records of the clerk during the year, and if such a committee 
is appointed, the reading of the records shall be omitted, 
unless called for by one-third of the members present. 


27. The seats of the Common Council shall be num- 
bered and determined by lot, and no member shall change his 
seat but by permission of the President. 


28. All committees, except such as the body determines 
to select by ballot, or such as may be required by statute to 
be voted for, shall be appointed by the President, and the 
political minority shall be represented by at least one member. 


29. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 


than one, 
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30. All memorials and other papers addressed to the 
body shall be presented by the President, or by a member in 
his place, who shall explain the subject thereof; and they 
shall be taken up in the order in which they were presented, 
unless the body shall otherwise direct. 


31. Standing committees shall be appointed on the 
following subjects : 


On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 
On Enrollment. 


On Elections and Returns. 


32. Nocommittee shall sit during a session of the body» 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on 
Enrollment. 


33- These rules shall be observed in the Committee of 
the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except Rule 17. 


34. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the 
person first named shall be chairman. In the election of 
committees, except on finance, when a chairman is not spec- 
ially chosen, the person having the highest number of votes 
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shall act as chairman; and in case of an equality in votes 
between two or more members of a committee, the members 
thereof shall choose a chairman. 


35. All committees shall consist of three members, unless 
otherwise specially provided for; and no report shall be 
received from any committee unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled; and reports shall be in writing, unless 
otherwise ordere . 


36. It sh ‘be the duty of every committee to whom 
any subject m be specially referred, to report thereon with- 
in five weeks unless further time is previously asked for 
and granted. 


37. Members of the body may attend any meeting of 
any of its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 


38. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two sev- 
eral readings before they shall be finally passed. See Joint 
Rules 7 and 8. 


39. All ordinances after being read a second time shall 
be referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills 
and Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said com- 
mittee, shall be again read, after which the question shall be 
on passing the same to be enrolled. 


40. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or 
authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more than 
one reading the same day.

4t. Any member offering a resolution or order shall 
write his name on the bottom of the back of such paper. 


42. All city officers shall be voted for in accordance 
with Section 7, Chapter 26, of the Revised Laws. 


43. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the body, entering thereon all accepted resolu- 
tions ; shall notice’ reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles or by a brief 
description of their purport. 


44, The clerk shall keep the record of committees that 
may require that service; and on the appointment of every 
standing committee, a book for records shall be provided 
by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have 
the custody of all minutes by him kept; and the records of 
the several committees shall be open to the inspection of 
members of the City Council. 


45. With the exception of an order for a joint conven- 
tion, any joint order or resolution originating in the Common 
Council, shall be copied, and shall, previous to the hour for 
calling the meeting to order, be posted by the clerk, in some 
prominent piace in the Common Council chamber or coat 
room, where it may be open to the inspection of members. 


46, All orders, resolutions, reports, petitions or other 
papers, (except communications) requiring concurrent action, 
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or action by this body only, shall be filed by members in the 
office of the City Clerk at least twenty-four hours before the 
time set for the meeting of the body ; also all reports or papers 
from committees. 


47. No paper entered in violation of the preceding rule 
shall be considered except by unanimous consent. 


48. The clerk shall, previous to each regular or special 
meeting, prepare, in the sequence of the order of business, a 
brief synopsis of all matters to be acted upon, and place, or 
cause to be placed, on the desk of each member, a copy of 
the same, prior to the hour designated for calling such meet- 
ing to order. 


49. ‘‘Cushing’s Manual’’ shall be authority on all 
questions of debate or parliamentary usage, when the same 
does not conflict with the rules and orders of this body. 


50. A copy of ‘‘ Cushing’s Manual”’ shall, at all times, 
during the sessions of this body, be on the desk of the Presi- 
dent.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS. ACTS OF 1896 


CHAP. 415. 
An ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CiTy OF LOWELL, 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section r. Allexecutive powers which are now by law vested in the 
City Council of the City of Lowell, or either branch thereof, shall here- 
after be vested in and exercised by the Mayor of said city except as 
hereinafter otherwise provided. 


Sect.2. The mayor may suspend or remove any executive or ad- 
ministrative officer except as hereinafter provided, for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient, and shall set forth in the order of suspension or re- 
moval his reasons therefor, provided that no removal shall be made upon 
partisan grounds. The order of suspension or removal shall not take 
effect until it is approved by the City Council yoting by yeas and nays. 
The City Council may, by a two-thirds vote in each branch, voting by 
yeas and nays, remove any of said officers without the consent of the 
Mayor; provided, however, that nothing contained in this section shall 
apply to any of the following departments, namely; the School Commit- 
tee, the Police Commission, the Water Board, the Overseers of the Poor, 
or the Trustees of the Public Library. 


_ Sect. 3. There shall be a department of supplies, and all material 
and supplies for the city shall be purchased by the chief or head of such 
department, subject to the approval of the Mayor. So far as is practicable, 
purchases shall be after public advertisement and under contract approv- 
ed by the Mayor. All bills for material and supplies shall show the 
date of purchase, date of delivery, the unit of price, the quality and 
quantity of articles purchased and received, the number and date of the 
order of purchase, and if the purchase is under contract, the number 
and date of the contract, and shall be entered in full in an invoice book, 
which shall always be open to public inspection. ‘The chief of this de- 
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partment shall be elected by the qualified voters of the city voting at the 
annual municipal election, and shall hold his office for the next munici- 
pal year thereafter, subject to the provisions of section two of this act. 


Sect. 4. The Mayor shall cause to be kept a record of all his official 
acts, and to aid him in his official duties may appoint one or more clerks. 


Sect 5. The heads of the several departments and officers shall have 
the power to appoint and employ and to discharge all subordinate officers 
and employees in their respective departments; and they shall keep a 
record, subject to inspection, of all so appointed and employed and of all 
discharged, and in all cases of discharge the grounds therefor; provided, 
however, that no removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 


Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments and offices shall have 
the general charge and management of all matters pertaining to their re- 
spective departments, and shall make and execute all contracts necessary 
therefor, except for the purchase of material and supplies; but every 
contract made as aforésaid in which the amount involved exceeds three 
hundred dollars shall be approved by the Mayor before going into effect; 
provided that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the 
City Council, by ordinance, from transferring any of the duties imposed 
upon an appointed head of a department by this act or by ordinance, ex- 
cepting the purchase of material and supplies, to another head of a 
department or board or commission. 


Sect. 7. Neither the City Council nor either branch thereof, nor any 
committee or member thereof, shall directly or indirectly take part in 
the employment of labor, the purchase of material, the construction, 
alteration or repair of any public works or other property, or in the care, 
custody or management of the same, or in general in the expenditure of 
public money, or in the conduct of the executive or administrative busi- 
ness of the city, except as may be necessary for defraying the contingent 
and incidental expenses of the City Council, or of either branch thereof; 
nor shall they or either of them take part in the making of contracts. 


Sect. 8. Nosum appropriated for a specific purpose shall be expended 
for any other purpose; and no expenditure shall be made and no liability 
shall be incurred by or on hehalf of the city until the City Council 
has duly voted an appropriation sufficient to meet such expenditure or 
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liability, together with all prior unpaid liabilities which are payable 
therefrom, except that after the expiration of the financial year and be- 
fore the making of the regular annual appropriations, liabilities payable 
out of the regular appropriations may be incurred toan amount not ex- 
ceeding one-sixth of the total of the appropriation made for similar pur- 
poses in the preceding year; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to restrict or limit the School Committee 
in any expenditure which it is now or may be hereafter authorized to 
make under any general law of the Commonwealth, or to restrict or 
limit payments on account of the permanent or temporary debt, or such 
as are required by law to be made to the Commonwealth. 


Sect.9 All revenues and all monies accruing to the City of Lowell 
from any source whatever, except trust funds and the revenues of the 
Water Department, shall, when collected or paid into the treasury, be 
carried to one general account, to be known as the General Treasury 
Fund ; and all appropriations by or on behalf of said city, except from 
trust funds and on account of the Water Department, shall be from such 
fund and as provided in section ten of this act. 


Sect. 10. All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified 
by the Auditor or paid, shall pass the inspection of a committee of the 
City Council on accounts. Said committee shall consist of one member 
of the Board of Aldermen and two members of the Common Council, to 
be elected annually by ballot by the body they respectively represent. 
Said committee may report any such bill or claim to the City Council, 
with their reasons therefor, and no bill or claim so reported shall be 
passed by the Auditor, or be paid without the consent of the Council. 
Said committee may require the opinion of the City Solicitor as to the 
legality of a bill or other claim. 


Sect. 11. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City Council 
shall be required to pass any order or vote involving the expenditure or 
appropriation of the public monies, or involving any debt or liability, 
and said vote shall be entered upon the records of each branch of the 
City Council. 


Sect 12. Lessthan a quorum of either branch of the City Council, 
or of the School Committee, or of the Board of Overseers of the Poor, 
may adjourn toa fixed day earlier than the next regular meeting, and 
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shall have power to compel the attendance of absent members in such 
manner as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 


Sect. 13. All acts or parts of acts and all ordinances of the City o 
Lowell inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed and annulled; pro- 
vided, that no act or ordinance heretofore repealed shall thereby be re- 
vived ; and provided, also, that nothing in this act shall be taken to 
prohibit the City Council from abolishing any department, board, office 
or commission created by ordinance. 


Sect. 14. The question of the acceptance of this act shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters of the City of Lowell at the annual State 
election in the present year, and the affirmative votes of a majority of the 
voters present and voting thereon shall be required for such acceptance. 
If so accepted, so much thereof as provides for the election of a Chief of 
the Deparment of Supplies shall take effect at the next annual munici- 
pal election, and the act shall take full effect on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. [Approved May 
16, 1896.] 


ACTS OF 1897 


[CHaP. 95-] 


An ACT RELATIVE TO THE DUTIES AND POWERS OF CERTAIN OFFICERS 


OF THE City OF LOWELL. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The City Council of the City of Lowell, and each branch 
thereof, shall have and exercise all the power and authority relative to 
the election or appointment of city officers, or the confirmation of ap- 
pointments to office, which were vested in them prior to the enactment of 
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section one of chapter four hundred and fifteen of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety six. 


Sect.2. The Chief of the Fire Department of said city shall be 
elected by concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council. 


Sect. 3. The City Council shall by ordinance determine what officers 
shall be the heads of the various departments of the City Government. 
The head of the department of supplies may sell or dispose of the per- 
sonal property of the city, upon the recommendation of the Mayor and 
of the head of the department to which such property belongs, except 
the products of the City Farm, which the superintendent of said farm 
shall have the right to dispose of. 


Sect. 4. All ordinances of said city inconsistent herewith are hereby 
annulled, and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Sect.5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
February 20, 1897. 


ACTS OF 1898 


[Cuar. 173.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO APPOINTMENTS IN THE FIRE DEPARTMENT OF 


vHE City oF LOWELL. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of the City 
of Lowell may, on the recommendation of the Board of Engineers, ap- 
poiut as members of the permanent force, or as call men, without civil 
service-examination, any person who has served as call or substitute call- 
man in said service for three or more successive years prior to the passage 
of this act. 
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Sect. 2. Said Chief Engineer shall have the power to discharge all 
subordinate officers and employees in the Fire Department of said city, 
except the members of said board, and with the approval of said board, 
to appoint and employ all such officers and employees. 


Sect. 3. Allacts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
March 15, 1898. 


SEc. 7, CHAP. 26, REVISED LAws. 


No election of a city officer by a municipal body or board shall be 
valid unless made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present 
answering to his name when it is called by the clerk or other proper offi- 
cer, stating the name of the person for whom he votes, or that he de- 
clines to vote. The clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. 


ACTS OF 1905 


[CHar. 337.] 


An ACT TO ABOLISH THE BOARD OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR AND TO 


CREATE A BOARD OF CHARITIES IN THE CiTy OF LOWELL. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The board of overseers of the poor in the City of Lowell 
shall be abolished as hereinafter provided, and all its powers, rights, 
duties and liabilities shall be transferred to a board of charities in the 
said city. Noexisting contracts, liabilities or suits shall be affected by this 
act except as hereinafter provided, but the board of charities hereinafter 
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created shall be in all respects the successor of said board of overseers of 
the poor. 


Sect. 2. Between the fifth day and the fifteenth day of January, nine- 
teen hundred and six, the mayor shall appoint a board of charities consist- 
ing of five persons, residents of the city, who shall hold office for terms of 
one, two, three, four and five years, respectively, from the fifteenth day of 
January, nineteen hundred and six, or until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified; and thereafter the mayor shall annually, before 
the fifteenth day of January, appoint one member of said board to serve 
for aterm of five years from said fifteenth day of January. A vacancy 
shall be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term, The mayor 
shall designate a member to be chairman. The mayor may remove any 
member at any time. 


Sect.3. No overseers of the poor shall be elected at the City elec- 
tion of nineteen hundred and five, but the overseers of the poor who were 
elected for terms ending on the first Monday in January, nineteen hun- 
dred and seven, shall constitute the beard of overseers of the poor from 
the first Monday in January, nineteen hundred and six, until the fifteenth 
day of January, nineteen hundred and six, when their terms shall expire. 
The term of office of all officers and employees of the overseers of the 
poor shall expire on the fifteenth day of January, nineteen hundred and 
six, or upon the appointment of their successors thereafter. 


Sect. 4. The board of charities shall appoint a superintendent of 
charities, who shall have general executive charge of the department of 
charities, and shall hold office during the pleasure of the said board. 
He shall receive such salary as the city council may determine. 


Sect.5. All other officers and employees of the department of 
charities shall be appointed by the superintendent of charities and shall 
hold their offices and positions at his pleasure. 


Sect.6, This actshall be submitted to the qualified voters of the 
City of Lowell at the annual state election in the present year and shall 
take effect upon its acceptance by a majority vote of those voting thereon. 
The question of acceptance shall be placed upon the official ballot 
directly after the list of candidates and in the following form :—Shall an 
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act passed by the general court in the year nineteen hundred and five, 
entitled “‘ An act to abolish the overseers of the poor and to create a 
board of charities in the City of Lowell,’’ be accepted? 


Sect. 7. So much of any act or of any ordinance of the City of 
Lowell as is inconsistent herewith is hereby repealed or annulled. 


Sect. 8. So much of this act as is contained in section six shall 
take effect upon its passage. [Approved April 26, 1905. 


ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL 


PASSED SINCE 1894 


AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE CITY TREASURER TO ISSUE REGIS- 
TERED CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS IN EXCHANGE FOR CERTIF- 


ICATES, NOTES OR BONDS PAYABLE TO BEARER. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


*The City Treasurer may, in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 5 of Chapter 77 of the Public Statutes, at the request of the owner 
or holder of any bond, promissory note or certificate of indebtedness of 
the City of Lowell, at any time while more than one year remains before 
the principal of such bond, note or certificate is payable, issue in ex- 
change therefor a bond, note or certificate of same effect, payable to the 
owner or holder by name. 


The City Treasurer may also, under like conditions, issue registered 
certificates, in substitution for any mutilated, defaced or endorsed bonds, 
notes ot certificates; and where a bond, note or certificate of any issue 
has been lost or destroyed, the City Treasurer, under the direction of the 
joint standing committee on finance, may issue in place thereof a new 
bond, note or certificate of the same effect. 


The City Auditor, as well as the City Treasurer, shall keep a register 
of the dates, numbers and amounts of all bonds, notes and certificates 
issued by the City Treasurer, showing to whom they were issued, when 
they are payable, and if issued in exchange, for what they were sub- 
stituted. [Approved May 12, 1896. 





*Now Sect. 4, Chapt. 73, Revised Laws, 
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AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION THIRTEEN OF CHAPTER ONE OF 
THE REVISED ORDINANCES SO AS TO PROVIDE THAT THE SALARIES 
AND COMPENSATION OF CITY OFFICERS WHEN ONCE ESTABLISHED 


SHALL CONTINUE UNTIL RE-ESTABLISHED OR CHANGED. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 13 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby amended 
by striking out between the word “year” in the third line of said 
section and the word “provided ”’ in the sixth line thereof, the following 
words: “‘for the year commencing on the first Monday of January next 
ensuing ; and uo change of salary shall be made to take effect during the 
time for which said salary was established,” and inserting in place there- 
of the following: ‘provided that when such salaries and ‘compensa- 
tion shall have been once established, they shall continue until re-estab- 
lished or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section; and” 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows: 


Section 13. The salaries and compensation of city officers shall be 
established in the month of December and after the annual municipal 
election shall have been held, in each year; provided, that when such 
salaries and compensation shall have been once established, they shall 
continue until re-established or changed in pursuance of the provisions 
of this section; and provided that in case any new oflice shall be created 
the salary of said newly created office may be fixed at any time; and the 
salaries or compensation fixed for the payment of said officers shall be in 
full for all services performed by them by virtue of their offices; and all 
sums of money received by them from any and every source, in discharge 
of said services, during any quarter of the fiscal year, shall at the expira- 
tion of said quarter be by them paid over or accounted for to the City 
Treasurer. [Approved May 12, 1896. 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE WEIGHING AND MEASURING OF CER- 
TAIN ARTICLES PURCIIASED BY THE CITY. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


All supplies of hay, grain, straw, coal and any other material pur- 
chased for the use of the city or any department thereof exceeding one 
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hnndred pounds in weight and usually weighed, shall be weighed on the 
city scales, and all wood purchased for said city shall be measured by the 
City Measurer of Wood, and no bills shall be paid by the City Treasurer 
or approved by any committee for such article so furnished the city, 
unless the certificate of said weigher or measurer shiall accompauy or be 
attached to said bill. [Approved May 12, 1896. 


AN ORDINANCE TO PREVENT THE PLACING OF ASHES, GLASS, CROCK- 


ERY, ETC., IN OR ON THE PUBLIC STREETS OR WAYS. 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Any person who shall put or place, or cause to be put or 
placed, in or upon any street, lane or alley, or other public place in this 
City, any ashes, glass, crockery, scrap iron, nails, tacks or any other arti- 
cle which would be liable to injure the feet of children or animals, or the 
tires of bicycles or other vehicles which have wheels with rubber or 
pneumiatic tires, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the precediug sec- 
tion or who is guilty of the misdemeanor therein described, shall be lia- 
ble to a fine of not less than two dollars or more than tweuty dollars for 
each offence. [Approved October 9, 1896. 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTIONS ONE AND NINE OF CHAPTER 


TWENTY OF THE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. That section 1, of Chapter 20 of the Ordinances of the 
City of Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “engineer” in the second line of said section, the words ‘‘a first 
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assistant engineer and three other,” and by striking out the word ‘four’ 
in the second line of said section, and by inserting after the word “‘re- 
moved” in the sixteenth line of said section, the words ‘‘the first assist- 
ant engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the 
month of March or April, or whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of 
May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term 
prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a term of three 
years from said first day of May, and until his successor is appointed, or 
he is removed ; and if appointed after the first day of May iu any year, 
he shall enter upon the duties of said office forthwith and shall continue 
therein until the expiration of the full term as existing at the time of 
said appointment, or until removed;’’ and by inserting between the 
words ‘‘said’’ and “assistant” in the seventeenth line of said section, the 
word ‘‘other;’’ and by inserting after the word ‘engineer’ in the 
twenty-eighth line of said section, and before the word ‘‘shall” in 
the twenty-ninth line of said section, the words ‘‘and first assistant 
engineer; ’’ so that said section shall read as follows : 


Section 1. The Fire Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer, 
a First Assistant Engineer, who shall perform such duties as may be 
required of him by the Chief Engineer, and three other assistant engin- 
eers and as many enginemen, hosemen, hook and laddermen and other 
persons, to be divided into companies, as the number of engines and other 
fire apparatus of the city shall from time to time require; the Chief En- 
gineer shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of 
March or April, or whenever a yacancy occurs, and he shall enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of said office on the first day of May of the 
year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term prior to May of any 
year, and he shall hold said office for the term of three years from said 
first day of May or until he is removed ; and if appointed after the first- 
day of May of any year, he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties 
of said office forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration of 
the full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, or until re- 
moved. The First Assistant Engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of March or April, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs, and he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office 
on the first day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for 
a full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a 
term of three years from said first day of May and until his successor is 
appointed or he is removed ; and if appointed after the first day of May 
jn any year, he shall enter upon the duties of said office forthwith, and 
shall continue therein until the expiration of the full term as existing at 
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the time of his said appointment, or until he is removed; and the ap- 
pointment of said other assistant engineers shall be made by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of March or April annually, and whenever a 
vacancy occurs, and they shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of one year from the first day of May succeeding their appointment, or 
until others are chosen; all other members of the Fire Department 
shall be nominated by the Board of Engineers, and their names sent to 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and when by them appointed they shall be 
members of the Fire Department; provided, that vacancies may be filled 
at any time, and that the Mayor and Aldermen, may at any time remove 
any and all of said officers or members ; except that the Chief Engineer 
and First Assistant Engineer shall not be removed without a hearing and 
cause shown thereat. No person shall be appointed a member of the 
Fire Department who does not sustain a good moral character and who 
is not a citizen of the City of Lowell. 


Sect. 2, This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved Noy. 27, 1896. 


AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO AN ORDINANCE ON OPENINGS AND 


EXCAVATIONS IN STREETS AND IMPOSING A PENALTY- 


(See Ord. 1898.) 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall dig up, make any 
excavation in, or in any manner change or interfere wlth the surface or 
grade of any street for the purpose of laying water, gas or sewer pipes or 
railway tracks, or for any other purpose, without first giving notice to 
the Superintendent of Streets, which notice shall state specifically the 
time when work will be commenced and the probable time within which 
it shall be completed. 


Sect.2. When any opening or excavation shall be made in any 
street in pursuance of Section 1, the Superintendent of Streets, by him- 
self or by a servant or agent appointed by him for that purpose, shall see 
that the surface of such street is left in good order and condition for 
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public travel thereon. The expense for labor and material used in clos- 
ing and covering such excavation shall in all cases be borne by the party 
causing the same to be made. 


Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall, when about to build a new sewer 
or repair an old one, notify all the abutters on that part of the line of 
said sewer when he proposes to do work, so that said abutters may enter 
said sewer. He shall notify all abutters, when about to construct a new 
street, at least four weeks before beginning work, and when about to 
make a new surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning 
work, shall notify the Superintendent of Iamps and Water Board and all 
persons authorized to place any obstructions in such street, and shall re- 
quire and see that all said departments or persons haying any work to be 
done in the street so designated, shall do all such work before the surface 
of such street is again prepared for and opened to public travel, and after 
the completion of the work then done in such street, shall not permit 
any department or person who shall have been so notified, for the space 
of two years, to again disturb the surface of such street or way within 
the area of such previous disturbance, except in case of obvious neces- 
sity, to be verified in writing to, and approved by the Mayor, and except 
in cases of tracks or leaks in pipes, sewers or wires. 


Sect. 4. Any person, firm or corporation who shall dig up, make 
any excavations, or in any way change or alter the grade or surface of 
any accepted street, without giving the notice mentioned in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Sect. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, resolutions or 
orders of the City Council inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 
Approved November 27, 1896. . 
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AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION FIFTEEN, CHAPTER THIRTY-NINE 
OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED 


AND NINETY-FOUR. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


That Section 15, Chapter 39, of the Revised Ordinances of the year 
1894, be, and is hereby amended by striking out of the seventh line the 
word ‘‘forty-third,”’ and inserting in place thereof the word ‘ forty- 
fifth.” [Approved July 21, 1897. 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1, No person shall hawk or peddle, sell or expose for sale 
within said city any of the articles enumerated in Section 1 of Chapter 
68* of the Public Statutes, until he has been duly licensed by and has 
recorded his name and residence with the Board of Police of the City of 
Lowell, and has been assigned a number by said board, to be worn in such 
manner as such board may prescribe. Provided, however, that the fore- 
going provisions shall not apply to any other person than the one named 
in the license. 


Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or exposing for 
sale any of the articles enumerated in Section 1 of Chapter 68* of the 
Public Statutes, shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace aud 
coinfort of the inhabitants of the city. 


Sect. 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any of the 
articles enumerated in Chapter 68* of the Public Statutes in any manner 
that will tend to injure the public health, or disturb the public peace or 
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comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which have printed 
onthem in letters and figures at least two inches in height the name 
of the person selling and the number given him by the Board of Police. 


Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the preceding 
sections of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of not more than 
twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 29, 1897. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION EIGHTEEN OF CHAPTER SIX OF 
THE CITY ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE HITCHING OF HORSES 


TO LAMP POSTS. 


Be it ordained, etc. as follows: 


Section 18 of Chapter 6 of the City Ordinances is hereby amended 
by striking out all after the word “‘any’’in the third line thereof and 
inserting instead thereofjthe words “lamp posts maintained by the city,’’ 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows: 


Sect. 18. No owner, driver or other person having the care or order- 
ing of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or horses attached thereto 
to any lamp post maintained by the city. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE CITY TREASURER TO PRESCRIBE 
THE SYSTEM OF BOOKKEEPING FOR CERTAIN DEPARTMENTS AND 
OFFICERS RECEIVING MONEY BELONGING TO THE CITY AND PRO- 
VIDING FOR MORE FREQUENT RETURNS OF SUCH MONEY TO THE 


CITY TREASURY. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: S 


Section 1. All departments and officers of the City Government ex- 
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cept the City Treasurer, whose official duty requires the receipt of money 
belonging to the city, shall keep such books and records relating to the 
same aS shall be prescribed by the City Treasurer. 


Sect. 2. The heads of each department and officers receiving money 
for the city shall remit to the Treasurer as often as once in each month 
any balance that may be in the possession of such department or officer 
belonging to the city, except in case when the time for such payment 
into the city treasury is prescribed by statute. 


Sect. 3. The Joint Committee on Accounts shall annually in con- 
nection with the annual examination of the accounts of the City Treas- 
urer, examine, investigate and audit the books and accounts of all depart- 
ments and officers receiving money for the city, and said comniittee shall 
make report of such examination to the City Council. 


Sect. 4. All heads of departments and officers whose official duty re- 
quires the rendering of bills to individuals, cities or towns for charges of 
any nature, shall hereafter deliver all such bills to the City Treasurer for 
collection through his office. 


Sect. 5. Section 9 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances and all 
ordinauces and parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR ESTIMATES FOR APPROPRIATIONS AND 
FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


Be it ordained, etc, as follows: 


Section 1. At the beginning of each municipal year and not later 
than the third Tuesday in January the mayor shall make and transmit to 
the City Council an estimate of the expenditures required for the year. 
Such estimate shall be framed and itemized so as to show separately : 
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Par.2. The amounts required by each department, office, board, 
commission or other sub-division of the executive brauch of the govern- 
ment, and so far as may be practicable for the sub-division of the work 
of each department. 


Par. 3. The salary or compensation of each officer, deputy, assist- 
ant, clerk, or employee of the city not classed as a laborer. The amounts 
required for labor shall, when practicable, be stated separately from 
those for materials and supplies. 


Par. 4. Such estimates shall be in such form as to show in parallel 
colums, opposite each item, the amount paid for the Previous year, and 
the amount unexpended at the close of such year. 


Sect. 2. The Mayor shall make, or cause to be made, and shall 


transmit to the City Council with the estimate required by the preceding 
section : 


Par, 2. An itemized estimate of the revenues of the year from all 
sources except taxation of real and personal property and polls. 


Par. 3. Astatement of the balance unpaid at the close of the previ- 
ous year on account of temporary loans, and the amount due by financial 
years, as unpaid taxes on real and personal property and polls. 


Par. 4. Anitemized statement of the debt, with interest becoming 
due during the year, and the margin available for loans within the debt 
limit for the year. 


ates. An itemized statement of all orders, etc-, of the City Coun- 
cil involving expenditures which have not been appropriated for. In all 
cases the finances of the water service shall be shown separately. 


Sect. 3. All regular annual appropriations shall be for and only ap- 
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plicable to the liabilities incurred during the year in which they are 
made, any form of phraseology in the order, resolution or vote providing 
for the same, to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Par. 2. It shall be the duty of the Auditor to close all regular 
annual appropriation accounts with the last secular day in December 
of the year for which the appropriations are made, and to credit the gen- 
eral treasury fund account or accounts with the water service, as the case 
may be, with the balance to the credit of such appropriations; and there- 
after no payment shall be made under such appropriations. He shall 
promptly report to the City Council the amount of each balance thus 
credited, and amount available in the general treasury fund, and the 
account with the water service, for the expenditures of the current year 
not otherwise appropriated. 


Par. 3. All claims, accounts and bills against the City of Lowell 
under such appropriations remaining unpaid at such date, shall be num- 
bered consecutively, and be entered by the Auditor in such order, ina 
permanent book of record, to be known as the register of.claims, so as to 
show the namie of the claimant, the amount claimed and allowed, the 
nature of the service and the action had thereon. The Auditor shall 
transmit to the City Council, on or before the first regular meeting night 
in February, of either branch of the City Council, a schedule of such 
claims with a condensed statement of the nature of each claim, and the 
action had thereon. 


Sect.4. The several estimates and statements called for by this 
ordinance shall on their receipt by either branch of the City Council be 
referred, without other action, to the Joint Committee on Appropriations. 


Par. 2. The Committee on Appropriations shall consist of the Chair- 
man and two additional members of the Board of Aldermen and the 
President and three additional members of the Common Council. 


Par. 3. Said committee shall meet monthly and examine all monthly 
financial reports. Suggestions pertaining to the improvement of any 
department, may be transmitted to the City Council whenever deemed 
advisible. (Amendment 1906.) 


Section 6 of Chapter1 of the Ordinances of the City of Lowell is 
hereby repealed. 
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Par. 3. Said committee shall have access to all or any of the records 
and official papers of the city, shall have power to require from any offi- 
cer or employee of the city such additional statement or statements relat- 
ing to the expenditures and revenues of the city as it may deem essential, 
and to summon any officer or employee of the city to be present at any 
designated meeting of said committee; and to remain in attendance until 
discharged by the committee ; and any officer or employee who shall fail 
or refuse to comply with such request, order or summons, may be re- 
ported to the City Council or either branch thereof, for such action as it 
may have the power to take and see fit to exercise. : 


Sect. 5. The Committee on appropriations shall make a final report 
in print, not exceeding two hundred copies, to the City Council or either 
branch thereof, on or before the fifteenth day of February of each year 
unless granted further time by the City Council. 


Sect. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances conflicting with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. [Approved January r, 1898. 


AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF AN INSPECTOR 
OF WIRES AND DEFINING THE DUTIES OF SUCH OFFICER, IN AC- 
CORDANCE WITH CHAPTER FOUR HUNDRED AND FOUR, ACTS OF 


1890.* 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of this Ordinance; 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen, an Inspector of Wires for the City of Lowell, who 
shall enter upon the duties of his office immediately, and shall hold said 
office, unless sooner removed, until the first day of February, 1got, and 
prior to the first day of February, rgor, and prior to the first day of Feb- 
ruary of every third year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like 
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manuer an Inspector of Wires who shall hold his office during a term of 
three years and until his successor is appointed, unless sooner removed 
in the manner prescribed by law. 


Sect. 2. Said Inspector of Wires shall perform the duties prescribed 
by Section 3, Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890,* and such other duties as 
are or may be hereafter prescribed by the laws of the Commonwealth or 
the ordinances of the city. He shall annually in the month of January 
make a report to the City Council of the business of his office for the 
year ending the thirty-first day of December next preceding. [Approved 
July 15, 1898.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE PERMANENT REPAIRS ON STREETS 
AND THE PLACING OF UNDERGROUND SERVICES THEREIN; ALSO 


TO THE NECESSARY REPAIRS OF SAME. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. That before any street is paved with granite, concrete or 
other paying, macadamized or otherwise put in permanent repair by the 
city, the owners of land abutting on such street shall be notified at least 
four weeks previous to the time when such permanent improvements are 
to be commenced, that all underground services, whether for sewer, 
water, gas, electrical or other connections, shall be constructed and 
Placed in said street previous to the date set for the making of said 
permanent improvements. 


Sect. 2. That all corporations or individuals having services laid in 
said street, or intending or desiring to construct the same, whether for 
gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, or for any service of whatsoever na- 
ture, or who shall desire to renew or repair services already constructed, 
shall be notified by the posting of a notice at the City Hall of the inten- 
tion of the city to so repair such street, and by a notice which shall be 
published for six consecutive days in one morning and one evening news- 
paper printed in the City of Lowell, the last publication of said notice to 
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be at least three weeks previous to the time stated for making said per- 
manent improvements, 


Sect. 3. That when any street has been so paved, macadamized, or 
otherwise put in permanent repair, it shall not be opened or torn up 
for the placing of any new underground construction of any nature what- 
soever during five years next succeeding the date in said published 
and posted notices stating the intention of the city to place said street in 
permanent repair: provided, however, that in case repairs to any service 
become necessary, the same may be made after a permit has been granted 
by the Board of Aldermen, and said repairs shall be made under the 
supervision of the Superintendent of Streets. In case of leakage of gas or 
water pipes, the same may be repaired at once by the Gas Company or 
Water Board, and the surface of the street placed in a condition satisfac- 
tory to the Superintendent of Streets. 


Sect. 4. Wherever on said street there may be unimproved land, 
and where no sewer, gas, water or other necessary services have been 
constructed, the same shall be laid and constructed, to a point at least 
two feet beyond the outside line of the sidewalk on said street, one each 
of the services mentioned for gas, water and sewer connections, for each 
fifty feet of frontage of the said land on said street, or at such distances 
as may be agreed upon by the owner of said land and the Superintendent 
of Streets. Incase of neglect of the owner or of a corporation or indi- 
vidual to construct the same, said service for sewer, water and gas con- 
nections may be constructed by the city, and shall be paid for by the 
parties to whom rightfully belongs the construction of the same. 


Sect. 5. Any violation of the foregoing conditions in regard to the 4 
digging up of streets shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
dollars ($20). 


Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. [Approved August 5, 1898. 
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AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF A SUPERINTEN- 


DENT AND ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF STATE AID. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of this ordinance 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation of the 
Board of Aldermen, a Superintendent of State Aid and an Assistant 
Superintendent of State Aid for the City of Lowell, who shall enter upon 
the duties of their offices immediately and shall hold said offices, unless 
sooner removed, until the first day of February, 1899; and prior to the 
first day of February, 1899, and prior to the first day of February of 
every year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like manner a Superin- 
tendent of State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of State Aid, who 
shall hold their offices during the term of one year and until their success- 
ors are appointed, unless sooner removed in the manner prescribed by 
law. 


Sect. 2, Said Superintendent of State Aid shall disburse state aid 
and city aid under the direction of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen as 
prescribed by *Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1893, *Chapters 279 and 3or of 
the Acts of 1894, *Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1896, *Chapter 561 of the 
Acts of 1898, or any other laws of the Commonwealth, or that may be 
hereafter prescribed by the ordinances of the city. He shall! annually, in 
the month of January, make a report to the City Council of the business 
of his office forthe year ending on the thirty-first of December next 
preceding. 


Sect. 3. Said Assistant Superintendent of State Aid shall perform 
such duties as may be prescribed by the Superintendent of State Aid. 
[Approved September 27, 1898. 
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AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION SIX OF CHAPTER NINE OF THE 


REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL: 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


That Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Lowell be 
amended by striking out Section 6 and substituting therefor the 


following : 


Sect. 6. The City Treasurer shall receive and have the care and cus- 
tody of all sums of money paid the city by persons for the perpetual care 
of lots in any of the city cemeteries, and give the vouchers of the city 
therefor, and money so received shall constitute a special fund to be 
known as the ‘‘Cemetery Fund for the perpetual care of lots.” The 
Treasurer shall not receive asum of money less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for the perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries or 
public burial grounds. The Treasurer shall notify the Superintendent of 
the cemetery of all such payments, together with the description of the 
lots and graves on account of which such, payments are made, and 
annually, at such time as the Trustees of Public Burial Grounds request, 
shall pay over to them four per centum as interest upon all sums so paid 
to and receipted by him. The Treasurer shall invest the moneys of this 
fund in securities in which by law the funds of savings banks may be 
invested, and pay the amount of interest realized thereon into the city 
treasury. [Approved October 11, 1898. 


AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ASSESSMENT OF TAXES IN THE CITY 


oF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1894 is hereby amended by 
striking out all after Section 1 of said chapter, and substituting in place 
thereof the following: 


Sect. 2. The Board of Assessors shall annually, in the month of 
January, or assoon as practicable thereafter, organize, by choosing one of. 
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their number to act as chairman; said chairman shall not receive extra 
compensation, and all members of the board shall devote their whole 
time to the service of the city. ” 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Assessors of Taxes to complete 
their assessments and place the list of taxes in the hands of the Collector 
of Taxes on or before the first day of September, annually ; and they 
shall, on or before the first day of September, annually, indicate on said 
list the residence of the several taxpayers for that year and the year 
next preceding. 


Sect. 4. When any tax shall be abated in whole or in part by the 
Assessors of Taxes, they shall make a record thereof in a book to be kept 
by them for that purpose, which record shall contain the names of all 
persons whose taxes may be so abated, and the reasons for such abate- 
ment ; and they shall also annually, in the month of January, make out 
and transmit to the City Council a full report of the work of their board, 
said report to show the total valuation of the city, amount of real estate, 
amount of personal estate, total corporation valuation in detail. total 
valuation in bank stock, street-watering assessment, number of polls, 
name, amount and reason of any abatement of taxes and such other 
items as may be of interest tothe public. Said figures to be in a column 
parallel to a column containing the figures of the preceding year, 


Sect. 5. The Assessors shall annually, on the thirty-first day of 
December, report to the Auditor, all abatement of taxes made by them 
during the year ending on said day distinguishing the abatements made 
on the different years’ taxes, and whether abated before or after col- 
lection. 


Sect. 6. The Assessors shall have full power to hire as many tempo- 
rary clerks, not to exceed six, as may be necessary to assist them in the 
performance of their duties, the compensation of said clerks not to exceed 
two dollars and fifty cents per day, and they shall only be employed dur- 
ing the months ot May to Septeniber inclusive. Provided, however, that 
permanent clerks, not to exceed two, one to be known as chief clerk, 
may be employed the whole year at such compensation as the board may 
determine. They shall also have the power to employ six temporary 
assistants during the months of May and June for the purpose of obtain- 
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ing the list of polls and incidental personal property, compensation not 
to exceed three dollars per day. Said Assistant Assessors shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to conformation by the Board of Alder- 
men and Common Council. 


Sect. 7. This ordinance shalltake effect upon its passage. [Approved 
February 28, 1899. 


AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING AN INSPECTION OF WIRES DEPARTMENT 


AND GOVERNING THE SAME. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. An Inspection of Wires Department is hereby estab- 
lished, of which the Inspector of Wires shall be the head. % 


Sect. 2. The Inspector of Wires shall have supervision of all electric 
and other wires erected upon, over or under any street, way or building, 
and of every wire within any building where such wire is designed to 
carry an electric current, and shall have authority over, and shall inspect 
such wires, their condition, attachments, insulation, supports and appli- 
ances ; he shall require all persons and corporations owning or operating 
wires to place and arrange all posts, arms, fixtures, insulating supports, 
attachments and appliances so as to secure safety to life and property, 
and shall see that the provisions of *Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890 and 
all other laws, ordinances and regulations relating to electric and other 
wires are strictly enforced, and shall give prompt notice to any person or 
corporation owning or operating any such wire, when in his judgment 
the same is unsafe, or is not placed, kept and maintained in accordance 
with the requirements of said chapter or the provisions of any other law, 
ordinance or regulation. 3 


Sect. 3. Said inspector shall, at least once in each year, inspect all 
posts supporting electric or other wires upon or over any street or build- 





*Now Chap. 122, Revised Laws, 
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ing, and all supports of such wires when attached to buildings, and ascer- 
tain if said posts and supports are kept in proper condition and not weak- 
ened by decay or other causes; and in case any person or corporation 
owning, leasing, or operating wires shall neglect or refuse to maintain 
said supports in proper condition for safety, the inspector shall cause said 
fixtures and supports to be put in proper condition at the expense of the 
person or corporation owning or operating the same, after first giving the 
person or corporation due notice in writing of his intended action. i 


Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the inspector to cause to be removed 
all dead wires of whatever nature, attached to buildings, if, in his judg- 
ment, they are ina dangerous condition or liable to become dangerous 
to life or property, and he shall notify in writing the person or corporation 
owning, leasing or operating such wires of his desire for the removal of 
any wire, and give them at least ten days in which to comply with the 
requirements, except in cases in which, in his judgment, there is immedi- 
ate liability of injury to person or property from the wire and in all 
such cases the notice shall require their removal forthwith. In the event 
of the refusal of any person or corporation to take proper action, the 
inspector may cause the work to be done and the expense to be charged 
to the owners. 


Sect. 5. No person or corporation shall allow any piece of wire to 
be left on the surface of any street or sidewalk, or to permit unused fix- 
tures, coils or loose ends of wire to remain attached to any cross-arm 
or post more than twenty-four hours without special permission. 


Sect. 6. Every person or corporation operating electric or other 
wires over or under any street, way or building in the city, upon request 
of the inspector shall furnish within fifteen days thereafter accurate lists 
of the posts, or other supports of their wires, the location of conduits and 
manholes, with information as to location, where, and what service is 
rendered, whether telegraphic, telephonic, power or electric lighting, 
and in the latter case, whether arc or incandescent current is used. 


Sect. 7. The said inspector, upon request, shall also be furnished 
by any person or corporation operating or owning electric wires with 
such information as to kind, size and tested strength of supporting 
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or service wires, the maximum volts used, together with such other 
information as may be necessary to the faithful and effectual discharge of 
his duties. 


Sect. 8. All wires, appliances aud apparatus in the interior of 
public buildings or on private premises which are intended for the trans- 
mission of electricity, either for isolated lighting or power, or to be con- 
nected with an outside circuit, shall be miade, placed and arranged, and 
at all times kept safe to the satisfaction of the inspector; and said 
inspector may at all proper and reasonable times have access to such 
wires and apparatus. 


Sect. 9. In no case shall a current of electricity be connected to any 
system of wiring or apparatus intended to be used for power or lighting, 
without permission first being obtained and a written permit granted by 
the Inspector of Wires; the jurisdiction of the inspector is intended to 
include all public and private electrical systems that are now and may 
hereafter be installed in the City of Lowell. 


This ordinance is not intended to govern or call for the inspection of 
electric bell systems, private or public telephones inside of public or 
private buildings, or the interior apparatus or boxes of the fire alarm or 
police system of the city. 


Sect. 10, No person or corporation shall change. the position or 
make additions to any wiring system, or install any new work or elec- 
trical apparatus without first notifying the inspector, and he given full 
opportunity to inspect the same before such work is completed; and 
when any electric wires designed to carry an electric light or power 
current are to be concealed, the inspector must be notified before work is 
commenced, and he shall give his permission and approval for all such 
work and connections immediately, unless in his judgment such apparatus 
or wiring endangers life or property or is not in accordance with the laws 
and ordinances, or in conformity with the established insurance rules. 


Sect. 11. The inspector shall require that the established rules and 
regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters shall be complied 
with, both for outside and interior construction.

Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the Inspector of Wires to carry out 
any order of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen on any matters referred 
to him by them, coming under the laws or ordinances, and all questions 
of right and authority shall be determined by the Mayor and Board ot 
Aldermen upon any appeal or refusal of any person or corporation to 
comply with the requirements of the inspector and the laws and 
ordinances. 


Sect. 13. The inspector of Wires shall keep a record of all inspec- 
tions and permits in a book provided for the purpose and this book shall 
be open to inspection (at all reasonable times) by any interested parties. 


The Inspector shall make monthly reports of his doings to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen, and an annual report to the City 
Council. 


Sect. 14. Whoever violates or fails to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance after being duly notified in writing. by the 
inspector shall forfeit and pay for each offence not less than ten or more 
than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 15. The Inspector of Wires shall be on duty eight hours per 
day, from 9 A.M. till 5 Pp. M. each regular working day, and at such 
other times as cases of emergency may require, and shall receive such 
compensation as may be determined by the City Council. Said inspector 
shall devote his whole time to the service of the city, and shall engage 
in no other business or calling. [Approved July '26, 1899. 


AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING HEAVY TEAMING AND TRUCKING UPON 
THE SPEEDWAY PORTION OF THE PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD. 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The driving or drawing of heavy wagous, carts, trucks or 
similar vehicles used for the purposes of transportation of stone, lumber, 
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coal, ice, express packages, groceries, or other merchandise requiring for 
the transportation of the same a vehicle exceeding in weight a family 
carriage, buggy, carry-all or similar vehicle used principally for pleasure 
driving or recreation, is hereby prohibited upon that portion of Pawtucket 
Boulevard commonly called the Speedway; provided, however, that this 
prohibition shall not apply to any vehicle used for the purpose of trans- 
porting any article or material necessary for the improvement or repair 
of said speedway, or of any portion of said boulevard, or of the structures 
connected with the water plant in said boulevard. 


Sect. 2. Any person who shall violate any provision of Section 1 of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offense. [Approved July 31, 1g00. 


AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING THE OFFICH OF CLERK OF COM- 
MITTEES. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be a Clerk of Committees, to be chosen by 
concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council as soon as may be 
after the enactment of this ordinance, who shall enter upon the duties of 
his office immediately after his election, and hold the same for a period 
of three years from and after January I, rgor, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. Thereafter the City Council shall, in the month of 
January following the expiration of each three-year term, choose a Clerk 
of Committees who shall hold office for three years. Such Clerk of 
Committees shall receive such compensation as the City Council shall 
determine. 


Sect. 2. He shall make a proper record in books kept for the pur- 
pose, of all proceedings and transactions, and keep a calendar of all 
meetings of the committees of which he is clerk. He shall perform such 
other duties and services, in making estimates and computations, drawing 
orders and reports, and rendering assistance, as such committees shall 
require,

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute or cause to 
be distributed in or upon any street, way, common or place within the 
limits of the City of Lowell, or post or cause to be posted on any bill- 
board, fence, wall or structure, or shown in windows, any card, circular, 
bill, lithograph, or advertisement whatsoever, containing any cut, photo- 
graph, painting or pictorial representation of any kind, for the purpose 
of advertising or calling attention to any show, circus, play or exhibition, 
whether given, or to be given, within or without the City of Lowell, 
without having first submitted the same to the Supt. of Police and 
obtaining his approval thereof, and of such distributing or posting. 
And no such card aforesaid, bill or advertisement shall be distributed or 
posted, as aforesaid, without having attached thereto or printed or pasted 
thereon, a statement that it has been approved by the Supt. of Police of 
Lowell, and the date of such approval. 


Sect. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of this ordinance, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished bya fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence.

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AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE APPROVAL OF BILLS AND CLAIMS 


PAYABLE FROM THE APPROPRIATION FOR INCIDENTALS.- 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1, Every bill and claim against the city which, if correct. 
would be chargeable to the Appropriation for Incidentals, shall, before 
being passed by the Committee on Accounts, be submitted to the Mayor, 
who shall examine the same and endorse thereon a statement that he does 
or does not object to the payment of the same or any of the items 
thereof. He shall then return such bill or claim to the City Auditor or 
the Committee on Accounts, and if he objects to the payment of said bill 
or claim, in whole or in part, he shall submit to said auditor or to said 
committee with said bill when so returned, a specific statement in writing 
signed by him of his objections thereto and his reasons for such objection 
Approved December 27, rgor. 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AN ORDINANCE ENTITLED ‘RELATING TO 


ADVERTISING BILLS AND POSTERS.’ 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


That the Ordinance entitled ‘Relating to advertising bills and 
posters,’ passed by the City Council and approved by the Mayor 
December 27, 1901, be and is hereby amended by striking out all after the 
enacting clause and inserting in place thereof, the following : — 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute, or cause 
to be distributed in or upon any street, way, common or place within the 
limits of the City of Lowell, or post or cause to be posted on any bill- 
board, fence, wall or structure, or shown in windows, any card, photo- 
graph, painting and pictorial representation of any kind for the purpose 
of advertising or calling attention to any burlesque show, whether given

or to be given within or without the limits of the City of Lowell; nor 
shall any person, firm or corporation distribute or cause to be distributed 
within the limits of the City of Lowell any pamphlet or circular contain- 
ing advertisements therein or aphrodisiac cures, without having first sub- 
mitted the same to the Superintendent of Police and obtaining his 
approval of such posting and distributing. And no such card, bill, 
pamphlet, circular or advertisement aforesaid shall be posted or dis- 
tributed without having attached thereto, or printed or pasted thereon, a 
statement that it has been approved by the Superintendent of Police of 
the City of Lowell, and the date of such approval. 


Sect. 2. No person, firm or corporation shall throw, deposit, drop 
or leave, nor cause to be thrown, deposited, dropped or left in any high- 
way or upon the doorsteps or within the hallway of any dwelling house 
within the limits of the City of Lowell, any sample of medicinal or toxic 
substance, either in package or bulk and shall leaye such sample of 
medicinal or toxic substance in a dwelling house only with the consent 
and approval and in the possession of an adult occupant. 


Sect. 3. Whoever violates the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
0n conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 


Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved 1902. 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE OPERATION OF MOTOR CYCLES IN 
THE CITY OF LOWELL. 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. No motor cycle shall be ridden upon the streets, avenues, 
boulevard, parks or commons of the City of Lowell, unless the motor of 
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such cycle shall be fully covered and provided with mufflers designed 
expressly to deaden the noise of a motor cycle. 


Sect. 2. Any person who violates the provisions of the preceding 
section, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each 
offence. 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved 1902. 


AN ORDINANCE OFFICIALLY DESIGNATING CITY INSTITUTION BUILDINGS 
IN CHELMSFORD STREET AS THE LOWELL CITY HOSPITAL AND 
ALMSHOUSE. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


That the City Institution buildings located in Chelmsford Street be 
designated and hereafter known as the Lowell City Hospital and Alms- 
house. 


This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved April 
10, 1903. 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTIONS [2 AND 16 OF CHAPTER 39 OF THE 


REVISED ORDINANCES. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


That Section 12 of Chapter 39 of the Revised Ordinances be amended 
by striking out the words “board of aldermen” in the fifth and sixth 
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‘lines of said section, and inserting instead thereof the words ‘‘ Superin- 
tendent of Streets;’’ and that Section 16 of said chapter be amended by 
striking out the words ‘‘Superintendent of Streets,’’ and by striking out 
the word ‘‘they”’ inthe fourth line and inserting instead thereof the 
words ‘‘ board of aldermen ;”’ so that said section shall read as follows : 


Sect. 12. No person shall break or dig up the ground in any street, 
townway, highway, or common and public passageway, in the city, nor 
erect any staging for building thereon, or pile or deposit thereon any 
earth, bricks, lumber or other building material, without a written license 
from the Superintendent of Streets, and without faithfully complying 
with the conditions of such license. 


Sect. 16. In all cases in which license may be given by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets to obstruct any highway, street, townway or passage- 
way as described in the twelfth section of this chapter, the Board of 
Aldermen may impose such reasonable conditions and limitations with 
regard to the erection of barricades, the maintaining of lights and the 
taking of other precautions for the security of travellers and passengers 
as they may consider necessary. 


This ordinance shall take effect uponits passage. [Approved Octo- 
ber 9, 1903. 


AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE TO 
PARTITION OFF STREETS, WAYS OR SIDEWALKS FOR THE PROTEC- 
TION OF THE PUBLIC. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. For the protection and safety of the public, the Superin- 
tendent of Police is authorized to partition off with rope, wire or other 
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material, any portion or portions of any street, way or sidewalk within 
the limits of the City of Lowell on the occasion of any public observance, 
celebration or procession, or upon any other occasion when, in the opin- 
ion of the said Superintendent of Police, it becomes necessary. 


Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approy- 
ed October 9, 1903. 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE KLECTION OF A CITY PHYSICIAN 
AND DEFINING HIS DUTIES. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. There shall be a City Physician, to be chosen by concur- 
rent vote of both branches of the City Council as soon as may be after 
the enactment of this ordinance, who shall enter upon the duties of his 
office upon December 1, 1905, and hold the same, unless sooner removed 
therefrom in the mianner provided by law, for a period of three years 
*from and after said December 1, 1905, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. Thereafter the City Council shall, in the month of Octo- 

ber or November immediately preceding the expiration of each three- 

year term, choose a City Physician who shall hold office for three years 

from the first day of December following and until his successor is chosen 

and qualified, unless sooner removed therefrom in the manner provided 

by law. Whenever a vacancy occurs the City Council shall choose a 

city physician who shall fill the remainder of the unexpired term, un- 

less sooner removed in the manner provided by law. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Physician to attend upon 
all patients under the care of the city authorities at the City Farm or 
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Police Station ; to make a report annually in April to the City Council 
covering the services rendered by him during the previous year. In case 
of an alarm by an infectious or contagious disease to give to either 
branch of the City Council or any committee thereof all such profession- 
al advice and counsel as they may request of him, and generally to per- 
form such other professional services as may be reasonably required of 
him by the Mayor or the City Council, or the Superintendent of the City 
Farm. 


Sect. 3. The ordinance approved June 27, tg00 entitled ‘‘ An Ordi- 
nance to provide for the election of a City Physician and defining his du- 
ties’’ is hereby repealed, said repeal to take effect December 1, 1905. 


Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 9, 1905. 


AN ORDINANCE TO CREATE A COMMISSION TO ACQUIRE A SITE AND TO 
RE-BUILD HUNTINGTON HALL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. There shall be chosen in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided, four citizens of Lowell who shall hold no other municipal office, 
who, together with the mayor for the time being, ex-officio, shall constitute 
acommission to be known as the Huntington Hall Commission. The 
menibers of said commission shall not receive any salary or emolument 
for their services, and shall, unless sooner removed in the manner pro- 
vided by law, hold their respective offices until the completion of the 
building hereinafter mentioned, and upon the declaration by the mayor 
in writing filed with the city clerk that the work contemplated by this 
ordinance has been fully completed, the authority of said commission 
shall cease and determine. 


Sect.2. Within thirty (30) days after the enactment of this ordi- 
nance, the Board of Aldermen and the Common Council shall meet in 
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joint convention and elect four persons as above specified to be members 
of said commission. If any member so elected shall decline to serve, or 
if by the death, resiguation or removal from office of any member of said 
commission a vacancy shall exist, the City Council shall, in joint con- 
vention, elect a new member to fill such vacancy. 


Sect. 3. Said commission shall have the general charge and manage- 
ment of all matters pertaining to the erection of a new public hall to 
take the place of Huntington Hall recently destroyed by fire ; shall se- 
lect and purchase or otherwise acquire a site therefor, and shall do, or 
cause to be done, all things necessary for the erection of a suitable and 
commodious public hall with such appurtenances and furnishings as they 
may deem proper. They shall make all contracts in relation thereto, ex- 
cept for the purchase of material and supplies, but no contract so made 
involving the expenditure of more than three hundred dollars ($300) shall 
be valid and binding upon the city until approved by the mayor in writ- 
ing; and no expenditure shall be made by said commission under the 
authority of this ordinance until the city council has duly voted an 
appropriation therefor. 


Sect. 4. The chairman o! the board of aldermen and the president 
of the common council shall constitute a committee to submit to said 
joint convention a list of four names as nominees for commissioners ; such 
names shall be voted on separately, and in case of failure to elect any 
one or more of the persons so named, new names shall be submitted by said 
committee until four persons shall have been elected, who, together with 
the mayor, shall constitute such commission. [Approved May 15, 1906. 


An ORDINANCE REQUIRING THE ASSESSORS OF TAXES TO PUBLISH 
CERTAIN INFORMATION. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. Beginning March 1, 1907, and every two years thereafter, 
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the Assessors of Taxes of the City of Lowell, shall cause to be printed at 
the expense of their department for general distribution ten thousand 
(10,000) copies of a list which shall contain the following information 
properly arranged: Names of all real and personal estate taxpayers in 
the City of Lowell; location of real estate ; valuation of land per foot ; 
buildings and personal property, and total tax assessed. [Approved 
December 15, 1906. 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING AN ORDINANCE ENTITLED, ‘‘TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE CREATION AND ORGANIZATION OF THE BUILDINGS DE- 
PARTMENT AND TO REGULATE THE CONSTRUCTION, ALTERATION, 
MAINTENANCE, REPAIR AND REMOVAL OF BUILDINGS WITHIN THE 
CITY OF LOWELL.” 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


That the ordinance entitled, ‘‘To provide for the creation and or- 
ganization of the Buildings Department and to regulate the construction, 
alteration, maintenance, repair and removal of buildings within the City 
of Lowell,”’ be and the same is hereby amended as follows: 


By adding at the end of section 34 the following: ‘‘ Buildings devoted 
to manufacturing purposes and equipped with automatic sprinklers shall 
- be exempt from the provisions of this section.” 


By adding after the fourth paragraph of section 51 the following - 
“Stairways in buildings devoted to manufacturing purposes and equipped 
with automatic sprinklers shall be constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of state authorities.”

Introduction 


In the first third of a century of Lowell’s schools the entire 
work of their supervision was performed by the school committee 
in person, and the annual report required by statute was made 
by the committee, usually through its chairman. At a later date, 
when the increasing size of the schools necessitated the employ- 
ment of a salaried representative, the duty of preparing the annual 
report was still retained by the committee, though statistics and 
details were relegated to the new official. In many cases com- 
mittees had very positive opinions, which they manifestly pre- 
ferred to express for themselves. This they did through their 
chairman, or later through special committees on reports, with 
great vigor and incisiveness. They could speak with authority, 
and they could, and frequently did, say some things which it 
would not have been proper for the superintendent to say in the 
same way. Usually superintendent and committee indorsed each 
other, the latter furnishing facts and statistics to back up the 
opinions and recommendations of the former, but occasionally 
they seem to have agreed to disagree, or, if no disagreement was 
expressed, one would be most noticeably silent on some point 
on which the other chose to say much. 

To the two reports, those of the school committee and of the 
superintendent, which began to be presented in the same volume 
a little more than forty years ago, there was added a few years 
later quite voluminous reports from standing committees, especi- 
ally those on evening schools, music, drawing, penmanship, etc. 
These reports also usually agreed with each other fairly well, 
but occasionally a standing committee which had not succeeded 
in getting the full board to adopt all its recommendations would 
“report in print” in a way quite out of accord with opinions of 
other members. In one case, indeed, the full board held a special 
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meeting in hot haste when something unsatisfactory to the ma- 
jority appeared in print, and voted to have the objectionable part 
“excised,” in other words torn out bodily, before the reports 
were distributed. All this was not, possibly, very dignified, but 
it certainly added interest and spice to the annual reports. 

In recent years, however, reports of standing committees 
have grown shorter and fewer until they have ceased altogether, 
and the report of the full board, written by the committee on 
reports, has grown correspondingly briefer and less aggressive. 
The same tendency has been shown elsewhere much more notice- 
ably than in Lowell. Reports by school committees of other 
cities have generally ceased altogether, or have become limited 
to a page or so of introduction to the report of the superintend- 
ent, which latter is often long enough to more than compensate 
for the lack or the brevity of the former. In Lowell the writing 
of such reports has ceased to be a joy to some wielder of a 
trenchant pen in defense or attack, possibly because there is no 
longer occasion for either, and the duty of writing something 
has been one that has gone a begging. When, therefore, the 
control of school house janitors fell to the school committee last 
May, and the need of a standing committee on janitors became 
apparent, it was decided to make a place for it by abolishing the 
committee on reports altogether. The law requiring school com- 
mittees to report is, of course, complied with by adopting as their 
own the report of the superintendent, and the self written report 
of the committee becomes from this date a thing of the past. 
Personally the present superintendent is very sorry.

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ScHooL Census AND ATTENDANCE 


The number of children between five and fifteen years of 
age in the city in September was 13,954, a number which includ- 
ed 324 who lived in territory annexed from Tewksbury. The 
number first mentioned is 704 less than that of the previous year, 
and would evidently have been 1028 less but for the addition 
from Tewksbury. Polls show a similar decrease, being 399 less 
in 1906 than in 1905, and this despite an addition of 348 by an- 
nexation. In school enrolment and attendance, on the other hand, 
there has been an increase, not large it is true, but very gratify- 
ing when made in the face of a large decrease in polls and of 
resident children. Enrolment in the school year ending June 
30, 1906, was 536 greater than in the previous year, and the 
average number belonging showed a gain of 460. In the last 
months of the year the gain has been even more marked, the 
number of pupils belonging to the schools in December, 11,646, 
being greater by 717 than the number at the end of 1905. 

In taking the census several school house janitors assisted 
the truant officers. Beginning September 1, the officers had their 
work practically completed by the time the schools were opened, 
September 10, and were thus able to give their full attention to 
their regular duties at a much earlier date than usual. The jani- 
tors were paid a little more than their regular salary as remun- 
eration for the extra service, the additional expense being only 
about thirty-five dollars, a very small sum in comparison with 
the advantage gained. 


Recerpts AND EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures of the school department in 1906 were 
$346,590.24. The estimates on which an appropriation was asked 
amounted to only $314,000, but the large excess of expenditures 
over estimates was due to conditions which could not have been 
anticipated, and for which the department was not responsible. 
April 1 the duty of paying school house janitors was transferred 
from the city council to the school department, adding $29,349.73 
to the expenses of the latter. May 1 a part of the town of Tewks- 
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bury was annexed, and the care of the schools in the annexed 
territory added over $2000 more. Coal for fuel cost $3,860 more 
than in 1905. A part of the increase was due to the opening of 
a new school on Ennell street, but a full allowance for this was 
made in the estimate. No one, however, could reasonably have 
been expected to anticipate that for summer delivery we should 
pay $5.75 per ton for soft coal and $8 for hard, and for winter 
delivery $6.75 for soft and $8.60 for hard, when the price the 
year before was $4.55 for soft and an average of about $6.25 for 
hard, summer and winter alike. But for these unforeseen addi- 
tions the department would have lived within its estimate with 
a little to spare. 

The estimate of expenses for the ensuing year which the 
school department is required to make to the mayor early in 
January, annually, is in large part a statement of facts rather 
than an estimate. In recent years the name and salary of every 
employe of the department, teacher, truant officer, janitor or what 
not, has been tabulated, and the total of the salaries has been the 
amount asked for. As more than five-sixths of the expenditures 
are for salaries it will be seen that the matter of estimate enters 
but slightly into this total. There is in fact no way to reduce 
it by one dollar except by discharging somebody already in ser- 
vice, or by reducing salaries. In 1906 the number of day school 
teachers was increased during the year, so that expenses for their 
salaries were greater than the sum asked for, but the number of 
teachers in evening schools decreased a little, and this fact, coup- 
led with some economies in supplies, enabled us, as before stated, 
to live within the requested appropriation. 

Expenditures for 1907 cannot well be estimated in advance. 
At the June meeting of the school committee it was voted unani- 
mously to recommend to the board of 1907 an increase of salary 
for all tenure of office teachers in the primary and grammar 
schools. This makes an increase of fifty dollars practically cer- 
tain, and an increase of twice that amount for teachers long in 
service very probable. Expenses, however, will certainly be 
larger in 1907 than in 1906, whether salaries are raised or not. 
Janitors must be paid for twelve months instead of nine, an in- 
crease, on last year’s rates, of $13,141.73. We shall begin the 
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year with twenty more elected teachers than were in service a 
year ago, and with two large school houses more to care for. 
For medical inspection $2500 will be asked, and altogether an 
appropriation of about $370,000 will be needed, without including 
anything for an increase in salaries which is uncertain as to 
amount though practically assured as to fact. 


In comparison with expenditures for the salaries of teachers, 
janitors, etc., or even with bills for fuel and light, the expense 
of text-books and supplies is a small matter. It is, however, an 
item on which economy is possible, as it is not on the others, and 
so attracts a disproportionate share of attention. In the report 
for 1905 mention was made of the fact that the city of New York 
has limited expenditures of this kind to $2.20 for each student 
in the high school and $1 for each pupil in the primary and 
grammar schools, and other cities naturally compare their own 
expenditures with that of New York, though that is much below 
what is usual elsewhere. In Lowell in 1906 the expenses of the 
high school for text-books alone was $2.08 per pupil, based on 
the average number belonging for the year, and considerably 
less than $2 based on the number in October, but the other ex- 
penses for supplies of lumber and metal for the manual training, 
of bookkeeping blanks, typewriters and other supplies for the 
commercial department, apparatus and supplies for laboratories, 
etc., etc., bring the total up to $3.24. This sum is less than that 
expended in 1905, and is the result of rigid economy. Indeed, I 
do not think it can be possible that all of the class of supplies 
just mentioned are included in the New York estimates. 


In primary and grammar schools where uniformity of sup- 
plies is much more likely to exist, or at least to be approximated, 
we actually go below the New York figures, the cost per pupil 
in 1905 being $1.02 and in 1906 but 85 cents. The new schools, 
the Riverside and Greenhalge, are not included in this average. 


In the report for 1905 there was given a statement of the 
value of the books and supplies which had been furnished to 
each school in 1904, with the average per pupil, based on the 
average number belonging. The following table gives similar 
statistics for 1905 and 1906:

As before, I am greatly surprised at the difference in the 
expenditures of the different schools, and in most cases I have 
never been able to see anything in the appearance, conduct or 
working of the school to account for it. Certainly some of the 
schools with a small expenditure are among those which seem 
the best equipped. Tables showing cost of supplies for only one 
or two years are, however, inconclusive, since a large expenditure 
one year may so stock a school that the expense of several suc- 
ceeding years will be small. If, however, a school continues for 
a considerable number of years to call for a much more than 
average amount of supplies the fact must be taken to prove ex- 
travagant stocking, or waste, or both. It is evident that such 
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records should have been kept in all the past, as they probably 
will be in all the future. The small cost, or lack of record of 
any expense, at the Bartlett and Lincoln primaries is, of course, 
due to receipts from the grammar department of the same schools. 


Scuoot Houses 


The school house on Ennell street which was begun in 1905 
was so far completed as to be occupied in September last. It is 
a fine building of ten rooms, with large assembly hall, office for 
the master, the best equipped store room in the city, teachers’ 
rooms, etc., etc. Its corridors are wide and spacious, and ample 
entrances on all its sides afford unusual facilities for clearing the 
building quickly in case of emergency, and for prompt and orderly 
dismissals in the regular routine of the school. Basements are 
large, well lighted and airy. The roof is flat, with drain pipe 
for rain or melted snow in the center. This is less pleasing archi- 
tecturally than the more common pitch roof, but is expected to 
have several compensating advantages. Its eaves will not drip, 
snow will not fall from it in masses to endanger life, and it is 
not expected to leak. It is true that slant roofs have not been 
expected to leak, but all have done so at one time or another, 
and some of them have done so many times. The comparative 
advantages, however, cannot be settled in a day nor a year, but 
I am very glad to have the experiment tried, and I expect it to 
be a complete success. 

The slate used for blackboards in this building is natural 
stone of the best quality that New England produces. The 
painted or “bathed” slate which has been used largely in Lowell 
for the last twenty years looked well, and was very satisfactory 
in use, at first, but after a time it became rough as to surface and 
gray as to color. Much that we now have is in very bad con- 
dition indeed. It is no wonder that builders were deceived by 
it, but the experience of the past ten years leaves no excuse for 
similar mistakes in the future. That which we now have at 
Ennell street is not so handsome today as some of the bathed 
slate would be, but we have great hopes of its permanence and 
wearing qualities. However, that, too, is one of the things for 
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which the verdict of time must be waited to make assurance sure. 

The Ennell street house was erected to relieve the Varnum 
and the Lakeview Avenue schools, and it was intended to occupy 
no more than seven of its ten rooms in September. The number 
of pupils to seek admission to it was so great, however, that all 
its rooms were filled, almost at once, good proof that it was erec- 
ted none too soon. It was at first intended to dismantle or sell 
the little temporary building of two rooms which had been erec- 
ted to relieve the Lakeview Avenue school, but the rush to Ennell 
street in September was so great as to make the further use of 
the temporary building probable in the near future, and it was 
accordingly moved from the rented ground on which it was first 
located to the rear of the Ennell street lot where it can be put in 
condition to use at any time on very short notice. 


The next need of relief from overcrowding is at the High- 
lands. Here the main building and the four room temporary 
building in the yard are both full, and two classes are again as- 
signed to the assembly hall. To erect a brick building of eight 
or more rooms always takes two years, and if the needed new 
building were being planned for today there would be no reason- 
able hope of its being ready for use before September, 1908. 
Conditions are bad now; they are likely to become intolerable 
before relief is secured. The committee on education recommen- 
ded a new building a half mile or so to the south of the High- 
land in October, 1906, but a resolve to this purport failed to pass 
the city council. It is greatly to be hoped that a similar recom- 
mendation in 1907 will secure a better result. 

At the building purchased last year to relieve the Lyon street 
school a partition has been removed so as to include the front 
hall in the school room. This has been quite an improvement, 
and has made intolerable conditions a little more endurable. I 
confess with shame that I said before the purchase of this build- 
ing that the room in it which was proposed for a school room 
would be endurable. It proved worse than J had thought, and 
I have always been more than sorry that I gave the purchase any 
encouragement whatever. A room ten times better could have 
been fitted up in the basement of the school at about one-tenth 
the expense. Better still the children could have gone to Carter 
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street where there is plenty of room for them in a new building 
of modern construction. However, the old residence building 
was purchased, one of its rooms was used for a school room. and 
I now record with gratitude that a succession of repairs, changes 
and improvements have at last made quarters for the pupils which 
are very much better than they were at first. 


For the last half dozen years, probably, the need of more 
yard room for the Butler, and of a new school house of eight 
rooms to take the place of the Lincoln primary, the Howard 
street school and the Grand street school of two rooms each, has 
been presented each year. With the more pressing need at the 
Highland to hold attention I have little hope of a new house on 
Chelmsford street, and only a little more expectation of more 
land for the Butler, but both needs are real and pressing, and 
it will be a matter of great regret to all who are interested in the 
schools just named if the year 1907 goes by with nothing done 
for them. 


The city owns unoccupied school houses on School street 
and Fayette street, with no prospect of needing to use them in 
the immediate future, if ever. It seems wrong to allow houses 
to stand empty, deteriorating each year, and there is good reason 
for recommending their sale. And yet it should be noted that 
both the Bartlett and the Pawtucket school houses, between which 
the School street house stands, have every room occupied, and 
that the number of their pupils increases every year. When either 
has a class of pupils which it cannot shelter the School street 
house offers the only means of relief possible without the erection 
of another building. For the Fayette street house there is less 
prospect of use, and I see no reason why it should not be sold. 
Sales in the past, however, have rarely proved wise. We sold 
the Moody school house, only to buy it back for more than it was 
sold for, and the old primary school house in Pawtucketville was. 
finally remodeled into a fine kindergarten room last year after 
remaining unused for school purposes for nearly thirty years. 
Regret has followed every sale of school house property ever 
made by the city so far as I remember, but the sale of such prop- 
erty now may have no such result, and the proposition is at. 
least worthy of serious and careful consideration. 
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ScHoot House Janitors 


As already stated the control of school house janitors was 
given to the school committee April 2, 1906. At that time 59 
men were in service, caring for 290 school rooms, on a daily pay 
roll of $135.55. While in charge of the lands and buildings de- 
partment janitors were paid by the day for all the working days 
of the year except the fourth of July, and for Sundays from 
December to March inclusive, or 330 days in all, and this arrange- 
ment has not since been changed. Pay per day varied from $1.50 
to $2.60, the average being $2.30. Only one man, the head jan- 
itor at the high school, received the maximum pay, and only one, 
the janitor at Lexington Avenue with but one room to care for, 
received as little as the minimum. Eighteen men received $2.50; 
24 received $2.25 ; 8, $2.00; 4, $2.40; and $2.20, $2.30 and $2.35 
were sums which were each received by one man. Difference 
in salary was due in part, apparently, to length of service, and 
in part to the responsibility of the position or the amount of work, 
but in many cases no reason for a difference was apparent. In 
many cities, like Boston and Worcester, the pay of janitors is 
graded very carefully on the amount of floor space or number of 
rooms cared for, but nothing of the sort appears to have been 
attempted in Lowell. In many cases, indeed, the equity of such 
an arrangement might well be doubted. The man with only a 
small house in the suburbs to care for must put in his whole time 
at his place of employment, and the man with a larger house is 
required to do no more. That the man with nine rooms to care 
for should receive more pay than the one with three is but just, 
but that the latter should receive only one third as much as the 
former would not be fair under the conditions which prevail in 
Lowell. So far the school committee has made no change in 
salaries, except to fix a uniform rate of $2.25 per day for new 
men employed where they have steam boilers to run, and $2 for 
helpers who do not hold a fireman’s license or are not responsible 
for heating by steam. 

Within a few days of the time of assuming charge of the 
janitors the school committee excused six from further service. 
Since that time it has become necessary to provide janitors for two 
new school houses, one of eight rooms and one of ten, and to 
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these three men haye been assigned. One of these, however, was 
provided by a transfer and doubling of work, and only two men 
have been added, making 55 in service December 31. This is 
seven men less than would be used on last year’s basis, and must 
result in a yearly saving of more than $5000. 

The annual pay roll of the janitors now in service, at present 
rates, is exactly $42,218. The number of rooms cared for is 300, 
an average cost per room of $140.73. This is, I think, consider- 
ably above the average in other cities, a condition which is not 
accounted for by higher salaries but by the fact that we have 
more small houses. Under state law a janitor may not leave a 
boiler for more than thirty minutes at any one time while schools 
are in session. While, therefore, a janitor can, and sometimes 
does, care for eight or more rooms in one building he can care, 
in most cases, for no more than the few which are in the building 
committed to his charge, even when that building has but one, 
two, three or four rooms. Janitors with us have been perfectly 
willing to do work in more than one building when circumstan- 
ces would permit them to do so, but usually circumstances will 
not permit, and our expense per room must remain high. The 
janitors transferred to the school department by the lands and 
buildings department are as a rule an exceptionally fine body of 
men, reliable, efficient, courteous in all their relations with teach- 
ers and pupils, and more than willing to respond heartily to every 
request or suggestion from Mr. Sturtevant, the truant officer and 
supply agent in whose charge they have been placed by the school 
committee. They deserve all the salary they get; my only regret 
is that in the interest of economy it is not possible to double up 
the work of some of those who have only small houses to care for. 

To the total salaries of janitors, $42,218 as just stated, a 
few dollars will be added for extra help in cleaning in the short 
vacations, and for extra compensation in census taking in Sep- 
tember, and the appropriation asked for will be $42,500. This 
could not well be less, and need not be more unless salaries are 
raised for I do not think it probable that there will be an oc- 
casion for any increase in the force in 1907. 

The appropriation for day janitors does not include that of 
janitors for evening schools, whose pay will amount to a little 
over $3000. 
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ScHoots AND TEACHERS 


Two new schools have been added in 1906, the Riverside 
from Tewksbury and the Greenhalge on Ennell street. The for- 
mer has six teachers and the latter ten. Additional rooms have 
also been opened and additional teachers employed at the High- 
land, Bartlett and Moody. Four rooms have been closed and 
four teachers transferred from the Varnum, two rooms have been 
closed and four teachers transferred from Lakeview, and one 
assembly hall room has been closed at the Butler. Net increase 
in rooms twelve, and of teachers employed ten. In pupils belong- 
ing, December, 1906, shows a gain of 717 over the same month 
in 1905, a number so large in comparison with the increase of 
teaching force as to show that no more teachers have been added 
than were needed. 


The high school gained 67 in average number belonging in 
the school year ending in June 1906, but made no addition to 
its teaching force. Since September it has not made as much 
gain relatively as have the elementary schools, but its attendance 
has been above the 1000 mark every month. The elementary 
schools, on the other hand, made less gain in the last school year, 
only 394, but have greatly increased their membership since Sep- 
tember, their December enrolment being larger than that of the 
same month in 1905 by 720. The December enrolment in Kinder- 
gartens is slightly less than in 1905. Pupils of the elementary 
schools in December, 1906, were divided as to grades as follows:

At the training school twelve young ladies completed the 
course and were given diplomas in June. Of these one was a 
graduate of Smith College, one of a Pennsylvania normal school, 
one of the Bridgewater, Mass., normal, and the other nine of 
the state normal school at Lowell. Their names will be found in 
the appendix, following the names of elected teachers. As the 
result of an examination in June a new practice class of twelve 
was received in September. Of these two were graduates of 
Wellesley, and the rest of the normal school at Lowell. In num- 
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ber of pupils belonging the report for December shows an in- 
crease of 93 over the report for the same month of 1905, a very 
encouraging fact. 

Of the graduates of the school only eighteen are available 
for substitute work, all others having been elected to permanent 
positions in which they are getting from $650 to $900 a year 
according to the time they have been in service and the schools 
to which they have been elected. Those doing substitute work 
receive $2.50 per day, and nearly all are already in places prac- 
tically permanent so that they lose no time.

32 i SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Of the teachers taken from the schools by death both were 
principals of primary schools, Miss Lamere having been from 
the date of her appointment in 1895 the youngest principal in the 
city. She was a faithful teacher, conscientious and painstaking 
to the last degree., eminently successful in her work, and loved 
by her pupils and by all those associated with her. Miss Hadley 
had been much longer in service, and had a wide reputation as 
a strong, energetic and forceful teacher. Few teachers in the city 
will be more greatly missed. 

Of those who resigned, Mr. Hunt and Misses Barrett, Goo- 
kin, Barnes and Bailey, did so to accept better positions else- 
where. The rest, with one exception, resigned to marry; and 
due congratulations go with them. All who resigned for either - 
cause were effective teachers, some of them quite exceptional for 
fidelity and success, and the standard they set in school work is 
a worthy object of emulation for those who follow them.

Medical Inspection 


Medical inspection of children at school has come from two 
sources, and has proceeded thus far along different though con- 
verging lines. 

The first to receive official sanction, though not the first in 
point of time, has been the insistence of boards of health, a con- 
siderable part of whose work is the never ending war on infec- 
tious and contagious diseases. The most cursory consideration 
of this subject made it evident from the start that any gathering 
of people, as in churches and theaters for instance, offered added 
opportunities for the spread of such diseases, and that the schools, 
in which one-seventh of the whole population is gathered five 
days in the week through the most of the year, needed medical 
inspection more than any other part of the community. Boards 
of health became, therefore, very desirous of doing this work, 
but nowhere in this country received the sought for permission 
until in Boston, in 1894, an epidemic of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria brought public opinion to the support of the board, and 
the desired permission was granted. Immediately forty-nine phy- 
sicians, approximately one to each ten thousand of population, 
were appointed as medical inspectors of schools, at a salary of 
$200 a year, and schools were visited daily in a search for dis- 
eases of a contagious nature. The result proved the wisdom of 
the action, for in the first month 437 sick children were found 
in school, of whom 37 were ill with diphtheria and 104 with scar- 
let fever. How many of these 437 children had their lives saved 
by the early discovery of their condition cannot be told, but it 
is only reasonable to suppose that the number was considerable ; 
how many healthy children were prevented from contracting 
dread diseases by the removal of sources of contagion from their 
side cannot be known, but it is more than probable that it was 
large, and since that time no intelligent and well informed man 
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anywhere has questioned the propriety or the value of the inspec- 
tion. It should be said, too, that Boston’s results have been 
paralleled in kind if not in degree in every city which has since 
adopted the same plan of work, an inspection which has now 
become a, part of the policy of all the large and many of the small 
cities and towns of the country. Even on a basis of dollars and 
cents the plan commends itself, for the chairman of the Boston 
board has shown that the saving of expense at the city hospital 
more than balances the cost of the irispection. 

Another illustration of the value of this method of dealing 
with these diseases is found nearer home. In Tewksbury a year 
or two ago a child in school had diphtheria. Immediately parents 
were frightened about sending children to the possibly infected 
house, and there was talk of closing the school. Instead a phy- 
sician was employed to visit it each day, making the children 
safer there than anywhere else. The school continued normal 
in point of attendance, and no other child became ill. Later in 
the year another case appeared, and with similar treatment the 
same result followed. In another school under the same super- 
intendent, however, nothing was done when one child had diph- 
theria until another became ill with the same disease. Then the 
school was closed and two deaths ensued. These two cases illus- 
trate perfectly the right and the wrong way of dealing with cases 
of contagious disease in school. 

Changes in Massachusetts’ school laws have always come 
about in one and the same way. The new has first been permit- 
ted, then approved, then adopted and made obligatory. So with 
medical inspection. It was tried for a dozen years, and worked 
well. It was approved and recommended by boards of health, by 
the state board of education and by superintendents of schools 
all over the state, the recommendation in Lowell in 1896 being 
one of the earliest. It finally secured practically unanimous ap- 
proval, and was made compulsory by statute June 20, 1906. Since 
that time nearly all the cities and many of the towns of the state 
have made arrangements for carrying out the provisions of the 
law. In Lowell an appropriation for this purpose was voted by 
the aldermen in November, 1906, but failed in the council. The 
city, however, cannot long afford to be out of accord with all the 
rest of the state, or to refuse obedience to a law so manifestly 
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wise and helpful, and an appropriation will doubtless be voted 
early in 1907. Experience elsewhere has shown that an expense 
of about $25 per thousand of population will answer, and on that 
basis the school committee asked in 1906 for $2500, and will pre- 
fer the same request again early in 1907. 

The second of the demands for medical inspection has come 
from teachers and physicians. Observing teachers have always 
noted that some pupils with intelligence apparently normal pro- 
gress but slowly, or possibly fail entirely in the, work of the 
school, and the more intelligent and conscientious of these teach- 
ers have been seeking earnestly for the cause. Occasionally they 
found it in some physical defect, but their lack of skill in medical 
diagnosis prevented the discovery of more than a small part of 
the harmful conditions. To their aid then came the physician, 
usually a specialist of eminence, and a public spirited man work- 
ing without pay, and his investigations revealed a whole world 
of harmful defects which were making education difficult in many 
cases and impossible in some. In every civilized nation in the 
world these investigations have been pushed for the last fifteen 
years with ever increasing frequency and zeal, and it is not too 
much to say that the discoveries made have been astounding. 
Defects which seriously affected school work, which were known 
to exist in cases supposedly rare, were found to be startlingly 
common, and teachers were sometimes shocked to find that with 
the best intentions they had been trying to force their pupils to 
do things which were physically impossible. Innocently they had 
been unjust, in some cases terribly so, and that they might be 
so no longer, and that the best interests of their pupils might be 
subserved, they, too, began to beg for some one skilled in mental 
and physical diagnosis to help them out. Their appeal had its 
effect, and the same law which provided for a search for con- 
tagious diseases provided also for tests for physical defects, 
though those tests were loaded upon the teacher rather than upon 
the doctor. In doubtful cases, though,—and the doubtful cases are 
many, the teacher will have the doctor to fall back upon, and 
this is a great relief. 

This second part of the law is, indeed, in my opinion, by far 
the most important part, for it affects at least a score of pupils 
where the first affects but one. When a manufacturer feeds a 
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pound of cotton to his machines he expects some small per cent. 
of waste, but he looks for a very large part of a pound of cloth 
at the end of the process to which he subjects his raw material. 
When, on the other hand, a school department puts a thousand 
children in school at the age of five it has been taught by sad 
experience to expect but a very small proportion of that number 
to appear as finished product,—in other words to graduate from 
the high school at the end of a nine years’ course. This com- 
parison is not quite fair I know, and I am very glad that it is 
not. The child who stays in school but a short time, who gets 
even a little education, is correspondingly benefitted thereby, and 
is not to be treated as a waste product because of failure to grad- 
uate, but there is real loss all the same when any one drops out. 
Some of this loss, a loss so great as to be absolutely unthinkable 
when applied by any manufacturer to his work, is doubtless in- 
evitable. Until recently, indeed, the most of it has been felt to 
be so, but now there is a certainty that a large part of it is easily 
preventable, an assurance which is big with promise for the future. 

In this connection it should be noted that few children, com- 
paratively, leave school when they wish to stay. The need and 
the greed of parents take away some, no doubt, but in a very 
large majority of cases parents, at whatever hardship to them- 
selves, will keep in school children who are doing well there, and 
who wish to stay—a fact that has recently been settled indis- 
putably by the state commission on industrial education. But 
why do children wish to leave school? In nineteen cases out of 
twenty because they are not doing well in school. But why are 
they failing in their studies? The answer of the teacher formerly 
was that it is a lack of gray matter in the brain, and this is doubt- 
less true in some cases. If true in any case the feeble minded 
child should be sent to the state school at Waverly where he can 
be made happy and useful, or if not bad enough to be sent there 
he should be put in a special school adapted to his needs at home, 
but in most cases it is not true at all. Only a small per cent. of 
children are really feeble minded, and the up-to-date teacher now 
looks elsewhere for the cause of failure, in most cases. 

To illustrate: A boy of fifteen tried to get at an optician’s 
recently a reading glass to help out bad eyes, with no good result. 
A little talk with the optician brought out the fact that the boy 
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had been a failure in school, that he had played truant much, 
that he had spent two years at the truant school, that he had 
afterwards “got a job” many times but had always been dis- 
charged in a short time as “no good,” that in seeking a living 
in evil ways he had fallen into the hands of the police, and was 
then out on probation. An examination of his eyes showed that 
he had never seen anything in its right place, that reading had 
always been a practical impossibility to him, and that clumsiness 
and inaccuracy in work were inevitable. Proper treatment re- 
stored him at once to the ranks of self respecting workers, and 
brought from the optician the remark that the parents, the teach- 
ers, the police and the judge who had dealt with this boy had all 
been guilty of crimes far worse than any ever committed by him. 
That boy began school ten years ago. His condition ought to 
have been discovered by his teacher at that time; today “ought” 
has changed to a stronger word, and I devoutly hope that lack of 
knowledge on such a point is no longer possible. 

Again: Ina school recently was a girl older than her mates, 
good and patient to the last degree, but very slow to learn. Her 
step was dragging, her cheeks hollow, and her lips without color. 
One day her head suddenly dropped upon her desk, and she 
began to cry. When her teacher asked the reason she raised her 
head and said: “Oh teacher, I can’t get my lesson, I can’t. 
I never can do very well, and today I can’t see the lines at all,” 
and her head went down again in an agony of despairing grief. 
An examination and proper glasses, provided by the teacher by 
the way, for the parents were very poor, gave her normal vision, 
and in two weeks the girl would scarcely have been recognized 
by one who had only known her while her sight was dim. Color 
had come back to her face, her step had become buoyant, her 
lessons were learned, and the girl’s face wore an expression of 
relief and joy to which no-words give adequate expression. 

Once more: A little girl of five entered school three years 
ago. She progressed slowly, and was not promoted at the end 
of the year. The next year she went to the next room, but at 
the end of the third year she again failed to advance. Sometimes 
she appeared to read fairly well, but again she seemed to have 
forgotten all that she had ever learned. When she failed of 
promotion the second time the mother came to the school, very 
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angry at what she regarded as a discrimination against her child. 
Convinced at last that the child was not ready for the next grade 
she took her in hand herself at home for a month, and then re- 
turned to thé school, despairing. “My child is not a fool,” she 
said with truth, “what is the matter? Is there no help? Must 
she grow to womanhood unable to read?” The teacher replied 
that in such cases generally she should suspect a fault with eyes, 
but she had not done so in this case because the child’s eyes gave 
no sign of defect, and she could certainly see at a distance, never 
needing to be moved nearer the blackboard as was the case with 
several others. However, as she could think of nothing else she 
suggested an examination of the eyes. This was given, and re- 
vealed the fact that the girl had never been able to see letters 
well enough to distinguish them. Her apparent “reading” had 
probably been pitiable efforts to do as others did by repeating 
what she had heard them say. Glasses remedied all this, and I 
have the testimony of the teacher that the girl learned more in 
the ensuing three weeks than in the previous three years. She 
read her book half through in that time, and the teacher expects 
to promote her to the next grade in three weeks more. 

Instances like the foregoing could be multiplied indefinitely, 
but space is lacking, and as samples those already given are as 
good as more. Physical defects which inhibit school work are 
of many kinds, but the most common are those of seeing, of hear- 
ing, and of breathing. The first is rarely curable, but can usually 
be mitigated by wearing glasses; the second is curable in about 
one-half the cases, and the third, in the form of adenoid growths 
in the throat, is always curable if taken in time. Such growths 
are quite common among children, some authorities insisting that 
they affect one child in every five. Often they are slight, so slight 
that they can be removed by the finger of the physician, and in 
such cases, provided they do not increase, they do little percept- 
ible harm. In more serious cases they cause mouth breathing, 
keep oxygen from the blood, “‘bathe the brains in poison,” to 
quote Dr. Bayard Holmes of Chicago, cause deafness, induce 
stupidity, and in extreme cases idiocy and death. Statistics from 
many cities throughout the country indicate that defects of vision 
serious enough to require attention afflict about 25 per cent. of 
the children examined; that defects of hearing are less numerous, 
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afflicting perhaps 10 per cent., and that fungoid growths in the 
throat bad enough to require an operation reach perhaps four or 
five per cent. The tests-of vision and of hearing made by teach- 
ers in Lowell this year in compliance with the new state law gave 
results as follows, parents not being notified in some cases where 
defects were slight:

In reference to what has been done by teachers in the mat- 
ter of physical defects in the last ten years, and especially to what 
has been done in the last few months, I think it fair to say that 
much good has been accomplished, and that no harm has been 
done directly in any case. Indirectly I fear that some harm has 
been done. Some parents have consulted quacks instead of ex- 
perts, and have purchased glasses because of cheapness instead 
of excellence. I hesitate to assert openly in any individual case 
that a child has been supplied with glasses which are doing harm 
instead of good, for obvious reasons, but that such has sometimes 
been the case I fear that ] have evidence all too conclusive. Pos- 
sibly the most ludicrous case, or the most pitiful as one chooses 
to regard it, is where a young girl, needing glasses, fell heir to 
those left behind by her recently deceased grandmother. Where 
parents have been too poor to purchase glasses the lack has been 
supplied by teachers, so that no child has lacked relief for want 
of money, and glasses thus supplied have been excellent in every 
case so far as I know. 

Far less good, too, has been accomplished than might have 
been on account of the indifference or opposition of parents. In 
the first school where I personally conducted tests I found a boy 
whose eyes were not only defective but were so different in see- 
ing power that it seemed impossible that they could work together. 
I wrote the father as nice and tactful a letter as I was capable of 
inditing, to receive a prompt reply that he (the father) “knew a 
great deal more about his boy than I did,” with the plain inference 
that he wished me to mind my own business, he being judge as 
to what my proper business might be. Worse still a teacher tells 
me of a boy who has been in her room nearly a year who can 
scarcely see to read at all. “Oh teacher, it’s all smoky,” he says 
every time he triés to read, and being unable to see he has to be 
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excused. Two letters to his mother, and one personal visit, have 
resulted only in the answer that “most all boys have such spells,” 
and that her boy ‘‘will come out all right if let alone.” Some 
time we shall have a law to prevent anybody, parent or not, from 
thus ruining a boy’s life, but we have no such law at present, and 
school authorities are helpless. Many parents, though, are ex- 
ceedingly grateful for information as to unsuspected defects, and 
their influence will, I doubt not, in time leaven the whole lump. 
From the foregoing statement of conditions the kind of medi- 
cal inspection needed in Lowell may easily be inferred. Four 
classes of children should receive attention, one in addition to 
those already mentioned. These are: 1—Those sick with conta- 
gious disease ; 2—moral perverts ; 3—feeble minded ; 4—physically 
defective. The first class is certain to receive adequate attention 
under almost any circumstances, and needs no further comment. 
Moral perverts are very few, so few indeed as to be, possibly, a 
negligible quantity, but they do appear sometimes, and for them 
the public school is no place. To decide on their condition and 
to advise wisely as to their disposal a physician and alienist of 
the best class is indispensable. The feeble minded are more num- 
erous. The teachers of the city, in answer to a circular letter 
sent them some years ago, reported twenty-eight as present in 
their schools at that time, and there were doubtless others in the 
city who did not attend school. Their proper classification and 
treatment are most puzzling questions, and ones on which expert 
advice is sadly needed. For this work also a physician skilled 
in mental as well as physical disease is a necessity if wise and 
just decisions are to be made. For the physically defective, teach- 
ers need only a man upon whose skill and wisdom they can rely 
for occasional consultations, for under the present law they must 
make the tests for themselves. Then there are a thousand and 
one questions as to the propriety of retaining in school children 
afflicted with various minor diseases, which may or may not be 
contagious, but, including all the questions already mentioned, 
and above and beyond the most of them, is the question which 
Superintendent Maxwell of New York declares to be the most 
important before the schoolmen of America, the problem of the 
unpromoted child, the problem of the fifty per cent. of pupils who 
leave school for causes which we have supposed to be irremedi- 
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able, but many of which we now know that it is possible to re- 
move. The ages have waited for the physician and alienist who 
can help the schoolman solve this question, and save boys and 
girls without number to health, sanity and education. . If the 
school committee of Lowell will find him, and will get him for a 
leader, a less high degree of qualification might, perhaps, be 
required of those who shall work with or under him. The gover- 
nor of the state has recently said that he considered the medical 
inspection law the most important and valuable that had been 
passed by the state in twenty years; whether or not it shall prove 
so must depend on the way in which it is carried out. 


No Scuoor Sicnat 


For many years a rule of the school committee has made it 
the duty of the superintendent of schools to suspend schools for 
one session when the weather is “extremely stormy,” the notice 
for such suspension being the ringing of a so-called “no school” 
signal on the bells of the fire department. This rule has never 
had universal approval by any means, and among those who have 
favored it there has naturally been much difference of opinion as 
to the degree of weather inclemency which made it proper to 
omit a session of the schools. Not always, indeed, has the person 
who made the decision been satisfied with the after results of his 
own conclusions. The signal must be given 45 minutes before 
the time for schools to begin, and in that time very decided 

. weather changes are possible. On one occasion the bell was rung 
during a heavy downpour of rain, and before the time for schools 
to open not only had the rain ceased, but the sun was shining 
brightly. On another occasion a slight drizzle at 1.15 o'clock, 
which did not seem to justify a closing of schools, had increased 
in a half hour to one of the heaviest rains ever seen in Lowell. 
The public was doubtless dissatisfied on both these occasions, and 
if it is any satisfaction to know that the superintendent was feel- 
ing a good deal worse than anybody else the public is welcome 
to the knowledge. So far, however, as personal complaint, or 
personal advice, has come to the superintendent the demand is 
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for more rather than less no school signals. But possibly, or 
probably, those who wish the bell to be rung oftener are the kind 
to make their opinions known with more vigor and insistence 
than those who do not wish for it. 

It happened last winter that two stormy days came near 
together, but one, being a little the worse, was made an occasion 
for ringing the bell, while the other was not. Both were fairly 
close to the dividing line of public opinion, so that there seemed 
a good chance that one half the public would be dissatisfied that 
the bell did not ring on one of the two days, and that the other 
half would be angry because it did ring on the other day. This 
was made the occasion of an appeal to public opinion through 
the press, and nearly a hundred letters were written by interested 
parties. Those who believe that no session should ever be omit- 
ted were represented, but a very gratifying majority not only 
believed that the no school signal should be rung at times, but 
were kind enough to say that the present method and plan was 
fairly satisfactory. 

In 1904 the bell was rung ten times for day schools, an aver- 
age of once each month, and a loss of five days, or the whole of 
one school week, was caused. In 1905 the bell was rung six 
times, and in the school year beginning with September, 1906, 
the bell has as yet been rung but once. 

In obedience to the general desire, therefore, as well as to 
the rule of the committee, the no school bell will continue to be 
rung in the future as in the past. Our schools cost fully one 
thousand dollars a session, and as expense goes on just the same 
when a session is suspended it is evident that the signal should 
be given only on conditions which are a compulsion. Nothing 
but the “extremely stormy” weather named in the rule can justify 
closing the schools, and the mercy of the public is craved on the 
many occasions when individual judgment does not agree with 
the opinion of the man who rings the bell. 


Brown-Tam Morus 


These moths reached Lowell first in the summer of 1904, 
and in autumn of that year great pains was taken to give the 
schools a good knowledge of the pest, and to encourage pupils 
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to destroy nests. It was presented to them in the light of an 
opportunity to be of service to the city, and some of them took 
great pride in giving the section assigned them by the teacher 
a most thorough cleaning. No record of nests destroyed was. 
kept, though one school alone, the Varnum, is known to have des- 
troyed over 12,000, but when the same battle had to be renewed 
last winter all nests were brought to school and counted before 
being destroyed, and the fine total of 123,297 was reached. As 
each nest contains from 200 to 600 caterpillars the total number 
of the latter destroyed affords a fine example in multiplication. 
One or two pairs of pruners or clippers were provided by the 
Women’s Club, and teachers bought a few others, but in most 
cases the boys, and in some cases the girls, had to buy their own 
or go without. To have destroyed the same number of nests by 
paid employes could hardly have cost the city less than $5000, 
and as the pupils of the schools did it for nothing it would seem 
to be not only fair to them but a very wise expenditure of the 
public money to provide all the schools with pruners in abun- 
dance. For systematic work which shall cover all parts of the 
city, neglecting none, and for work in tall foliage trees, the skilled 
workmen of the Park Department must be had, and so far they 
have done their work wonderfully well, but the schools were 
certainly of great assistance last winter, and they will continue 
to be so if encouraged and provided with proper appliances. 

When the children first began this work I thought, as I still 
think, that they deserved some encouragement in the way of pay 
in cash, but when I came to know more of the spirit in which they 
were working I concluded that they were getting out of it some- 
thing of more value than money. In many cases it was a work 
of unselfish patriotism, which was bringing its own reward, and 
at the same time they were getting a training in giving unselfish 
service to the city which is so contrary to some of the ways of 
those who are older that it can, as it seems to me, hardly receive 
too much commendation and encouragement. 

In the work of nest destruction the Pawtucket school led with 
24,308; the Lincoln came next with 16,442, and Billings street 
was third with 15,542. This was a wonderful showing for a 
three-room primary, and when the number and age of the child- 
ren is taken into consideration it certainly gives them a great 
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lead over anything else in the city. Others deserving of honor- 
able mention were the Varnum with 11,937, the Highland with 
10,952, the Eliot with 7,427 and the New Moody with 3,223. 


Evenine ScHoois 


Until January 1, 1906, children might legally be employed 
at the age of fourteen whether they were literate or not, but at 
that date a new law came into effect which raised the age limit 
to sixteen for those unable to read and write in English. Evening 
schools in Lowell have always contained many pupils whose at- 
tendance was voluntary, adults who were learning to read and 
write from choice and minors who could already read well in 
English who wished to carry their education further, but the 
basis of assured attendance in the elementary schools has always 
been of minors unable to read and write in English. All such 
must not only attend, but must be prompt and regular in that 
attendance in order to be legally employed. I hear that in other 
cities many large employers of labor obey this law unwillingly, 
and put all possible obstacles in the way of its enforcement, but 
in Lowell I have never known one agent or superintendent who 
did not give the law hearty and sympathetic support. The attend- 
ance of all their minor employes who could not read English was 
thus assured, and of these minors a very large proportion were 
between the ages of fourteen and sixteen. Under the new law 
these cannot be employed, and the number compelled to attend 
an evening school is very largely reduced. 

This law is having an excellent effect in many ways. Parents 
are making strenuous efforts in some cases to have their children 
taught to read in English before they are fourteen, and more 
would probably do the same thing if sufficiently well informed 
to understand their own best interests. Private schools which put 
their stress on a foreign language, teaching English but little in 
comparison, are giving more attention to English, and would ex- 
tend their English work still farther if they really considered the 
wishes and the welfare of the parents of their pupils. Children 
“just past fourteen are no longer compelled to add two hours of 
study in the evening to the wearisome labors of the day, and in 
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the case of many who are not strong physically this is a relief 
of no small importance. All are, of course, welcome at school 
if they choose to come, but until they are sixteen none are now 
compelled to do so, and none over that age who are literate in 
English. 

Before the law went into effect about three hundred illiterate 
children under sixteen years of age were at work in Lowell, and 
were in evening schools. When they could no longer be legally 
employed here many went to other places where no such re- 
strictions are put upon them. Others who were nearly sixteen 
simply waited until that age was reached. A few, probably, re- 
entered private schools, and a few others dropped into public 
schools here and there throughout the city. To care for others 
two special rooms were opened early in January. One at Worthen 
street had one teacher and the other at Cheever street had two. 
The latter was continued through the year; the former was given 
up for lack of pupils after a few months, but the teacher kept a 
few large boys and girls, all who cared to attend, through the 
year. To the pupils of these schools, all of whom were supposed 
to be more than fourteen years of age, only English reading, 
spelling, composition, and penmanship were taught, and such 
proficiency was soon attained in these subjects by some pupils 
that about seventy-five were able to obtain certificates of literacy 
and to go to work during the year. These schools will be con- 
tinued in 1907, and bid fair to be permanent. 

The effect of the law upon the evening schools, except the 
high school, was a large reduction in numbers, and it is not likely 
that evening schools in Lowell will soon, if ever, be as large as 
they have been in the past. This is a matter of regret to those 
who admire bigness, and to those who are seeking positions as 
teachers, but is really a matter for rejoicing rather than sorrow 
for those who consider the matter in all its aspects. A large 
number of illiterate minors is scarcely a matter of pride, or of 
civic well being in any city. We do not, of course, admit that 
any normal child has ever attended the public schools of Lowell 
through the years of legal school attendance, 7 to 14, without 
learning to read and write, and our efficient truant force has seen 
to it that few if any children have long dodged attendance at 
some school, public or private. Our illiterates, therefore, are not 
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long time residents of Lowell and products of the public schools ; 
they have come to us, and they are still coming, from lands where 
English is not taught, and from some where no letters have been 
taught to those who come to us, and upon us devolves the ex- 
pensive and never ending task of teaching them that which they 
most need if they are ever to become American citizens in fact 
as well as in name,—a task never ending because a new crop 
comes on as fast as the old one is cleared off. That such no longer 
come to us in large numbers until they are at least sixteen years 
old is scarcely a matter for regret. 

The average attendance in the elementary evening schools in 
the term of 1905-6 was 1528 as against 1698 in 1904-5 and 1854 
in 1903-4. In the last week of the present year it is but 1045, 
and that number is likely, I think, to decrease rather than increase 
in 1907. 

The evening high school holds its own better in point of 
attendance, and is, I think, doing better and more efficient work 
each year. The school is held in high honor throughout the city, 
but yet has, I think, less reputation than its merit deserves. Few 
schools anywhere have stronger teachers or more earnest students. 
Tt is customary to speak of the day high school as “the people’s 
college,” and it well deserves the name, but as a democratic in- 
stitution giving to the mass the training, culture, and standing of 
a high institution of learning the evening high school stands 
pre-eminent. It, if either, is the People’s College, with capitals. 

For any school, but especially for such a school, the best is 
none too good, and the school is undoubtedly strengthened im- 
mensely by the employment in it of the best specialists of the day 
high school. No other men in Lowell have had the experience 
these men have had in the work they are now doing, no others 
could possibly take their places without very great injury to the 
school. We should, indeed, undoubtedly strengthen our elemen- 
tary evening schools greatly if we were to employ day school 
teachers in them, as is done to a greater or less extent by every 
other city in the state. Lowell has, indeed, less day school teach- 
ers who are also teaching in evening schools than any city of even 
half its size in New England. That the best day school teachers 
are more capable than the average untrained applicant for a posi- 
tion as teacher in an evening school is obvious, and that their 
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employment anywhere in evening schools, and especially as prin- 
cipals, would strengthen these schools greatly is equally obvious. 
We have, however, some remarkably fine teachers in evening 
schools who have never taught elsewhere, and who have, I fear, 
never graduated from anything, and I should be sorry to see them 
displaced by any one, but in the evening high school I should be 
very glad indeed to see old teachers as they drop out one by one 
from choice replaced by the best teachers of the day school if the 
latter can possibly be persuaded to undertake the double work.

A readjustment of some departments of the evening draw- 
ing schools in October, 1905, reduced their expenses very largely, 
and yet, in some parts and in some respects, increased their ef- 
ficiency. The clay modeling had not been wholly satisfactory, 
and was at first dropped from the course, but it soon appeared 
that there was a considerable number of serious and earnest stu- 
dents who wished to take it for thoroughly practical purposes, 
and it was restored for their benefit. I believe that strong and 
honest work is being done in all departments, and the practical 
value of much of it has been demonstrated too often to be ques- 
tioned. I believe the school is well worthy the attention, and the 
attendance, of any who are interested in its objects. A gradua- 
tion exhibition was given, and graduation exercises were held at 
the close of the term in March, which were well attended by 
interested and appreciative friends, who were earnest in their 
commendation of the large amount of excellent work which was 
manifest in every department. 
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ENFORCEMENT oF Lazor Laws 


As was expected the law raising the legal employment age 
of minors who cannot read and write has caused a considerable 
decrease in the number of age and schooling certificates asked 
for and given, the number in 1906 being 1140 as against 1583 in 
1905. The difficulty in determining age, however, does not de- 
crease, and in the case of many newly arrived immigrants it is 
very great. No certificates are given without written proof of 
date of birth, but our confidence in some of the documents, even 
when most elaborately attested, is small. Some law should, I 
believe, cause the age of all minors to be accurately ascertained 
and carefully recorded when they land, or before they land, in 
this country. This record should be accompanied with careful 
and minute description and measurements. Until this is done 
school officers with greatest skill and utmost care will yet be 
deceived at times. As applicants for certificates must now pre- 
sent proof of being sixteen instead of fourteen, as formerly, there 
is less chance of very young children being put to work, which 
is good as far as it goes. Our truant officers care for absentees 
from evening schools with the same thoroughness as is accorded 
to the same class in day schools, and with the same good results. 

The report of the truant officers follows my own, and should 
be consulted for details. 

In conclusion I have again to return more than formal thanks 
to the school committee for continued confidence and support, and 
to all who have been associated with me in any way in the work 
of the department for continued courtesy and co-operation.

“An Act to Limit Municipal Debt of and the Rate of Taxation in Cities.” 
“ Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


“Section 1. The taxes assessed on property in any city, except the 
City of Boston, exclusive of State Tax, County Tax and sums required 
by law to be raised on account of the City Debt, shall not exceed in any 
year twelve dollars on every one thousand dollars of the average of the 
assessors’ valuation of the taxable property therein for the preceding 
three years, the valuation being first reduced by the amount of all abate. 
ments allowed thereon, previous to the thirty-first day of December in 
the year preceding said assessment, and any order or appropriation re 
quiring a larger assessment than is herein limited shall be void. 

“Sect. 2. The limit of indebtedness of cities shall hereafter be two 
and one-half per cent. on the average valuation prescribed in Section one 
of this act.”

[CHaP. 822.] 


An ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE AUDITING OF CERTAIN TRUST FUNDS 
AND ACCOUNTS 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of city and town auditors at least once 
every year, and so much oftener as they may deem it necessary, to audit 
the accounts of the trustees of any property the principal or income of 
which, in whole or in part, was bequeathed or given in trust for the benefit 
of the ctty or town or any part thereof, or for the benefit of the inhabitants 
of the city or town or of any part thereof, and to examine and estimate the 
funds, securities and evidences of property held by such trustees. City 
and town auditors shall include in their annual reports a report of such 
auditing and investigation; and it they discover any fraud or irregularity 
they shall immedialely report the same to the mayor and treasurer of the 
city or to the selectmen and treasurer of the town. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the trustees designated in section 
one hereof to give city and town auditors free access to their accounts, 
funds, securities and evidences of property; and any such trustee who 
refuses to exhibit his trust accounts, funds, securities and evidences as 
aforesaid shall be subject to a fine of not less than fifty nor more than two 
hundred dollars. 

SEcTION 8. This act shall be construed as applying only to property 
held in trust for public uses. [Approved Afay 9, 1904.)

Report of the Water Board.

Lowell, Mass., January 1, 1907. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the 
City of Lowell: 


Herewith is submitted the thirty- fourth annual re- 
port of the Lowell Water Board and the reports to the 
Water Board of the Superintendent and Engineer. 

The principal work performed was the extension of 
the city water service into the territory annexed from 
Tewksbury. Someone having discovered, after all these 
years, that the income of the Water Works, which by 
the Charter and Ordinances, belongs exclusively to this 
Department, must be “appropriated” to the use of the 
Department, or it could not be rightfully expended; and 
the Board was directed by the Committee on Appropri- 
ations to make an estimate of the expenses for 1906 and 
the Committee appropriated to the Water Works’ use 
$192,000.00 of its own funds. 

As soon as the annexation of the new territory be- 
came a fact, the residents of Andover Street petitioned 
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for water, soon followed by Wigginville and adjacent 
territory. We soon found that to comply with these 
petitions would cause us to overrun our ‘‘appropriation”’ 
for regular Water Works uses, so an estimate was pre- 
pared by the Superintendent and Engineer, of the expense 
of extending the water pipes into the annexed district as 
petitioned for, and a communication was sent to the 
Mayor and City Council, as follows: 


“Lowell, Mass., August 15th, 1906. 


“To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the 
“City of Lowell: 


“Gentlemen:— 


“Owing to the increased amount of work in 
providing that part of Tewksbury recently annexed to 
Lowell with water for domestic use and fire protection 
the. regular sum appropriated by Your Honorable Body 
will not be sufficient to carry the Department through 
the year 1906. Therefore, we respectfully ask that you 
make a further appropriation of Fifty-Eight Thousand 
Dollars ($58,000.00), the same being the estimated cost 
of laying pipe already called for in the annexed district; 
or such part of said amount as you, in your judgment, 
think wise and proper.

resulting in an additional “appropriation” of $20,000.00 to 
the Water Works to compensate for what had already 
been expended for Tewksbury Extension, and further 
transferring $11,000.00 from Water Works funds and 
with a loan of $27,000.00, creating a special appropriation 
of $38,000.00 for that purpose. ‘There has been expended 
from this fund $20,649.06, leaving a balance, January 1st. 
1907, of $17,350.94 to complete the work.

On March Ist, 1906, was approved an Act of the 
Legislature to establish the North Chelmsford Fire Dis- 
trict, in which is provided that, ‘The City of Lowell 
may extend its conduits, pipes, mains, or other works 
into the Town of Chelmsford, and may distribute water 
through the North Chelmsford Fire District or any part 
thereof, and may regulate the use of such water and 
fix and collect rates for the use of the same, and said 
fire district may make such contract with the City of 
Lowell for water for the extinguishment of fires and for . 
other purposes as may be agreed upon between said fire 
district and the said City”. 

Immediately thereafter there was presented to the ~ 
City Council a petition from the inhabitants of the North 
Chelmsford Fire District, asking for the extension of 
the City’s water supply to North Chelmsford, which 
petition was referred to the Water Board, April 5th. A 
hearing was granted on April 11th, with fifty persons 
present, and no remonstrants appeared. It was voted to 
“Recommend to the City Council that the petition of the 
citizens of North Chelmsford to be furnished with water, 
be granted; that the water be furnished through a meter 
at the City line, the cost of the construction of the plant 
in North Chelmsford be paid by the Fire District, the 
work to be under the supervision of the Superintendent 
of the Lowell Water Works” subsequently, it was voted, 
“That the charge for water so delivered shall be One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) per million gallons’. These 
terms appear not to have met with approval, as the Fire 
District has established its own plant with a supply of 
water from driven wells. 


150 tons of pipe, for which requisition was made in 
December, 1905, cost $29.70 per ton and 290 tons ordered 
in May, 1906, cost $32.70 per ton, and the price for 1907 
is still higher. 

For a good many years the Board has leased from 
the Proprietors of Locks & Canals a piece of land for a 
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pipe yard, situated side of canal off School Street, paying 
a rent therefor of $290.00 per year; and there has been 
under consideration for some time the advisability of es- 
tablishing a pipe yard on land belonging to the City ad- 
jacent to the Railroad tracks, with facilities for handling 
and caring for pipe. On November 21st it was voted to 
give the Props. Locks & Canals three months’ notice of 
intention to quit, and to remove all pipe to the ‘Cook 
Wells” Station, where there is plenty of room and con- 
nection may be had with the N. Y., N. H., & H. R. R. 

Early in March it was brought to the notice of the 
Board by Inspector of Wires, McElholm, that the Electric 
Light people were attaching their wires to the water 
pipes in buildings for the purpose of forming a ground 
connection. It was voted to request Mr. McElholm tq 
appear before the Board, together with Supt. Wilcox of 
the Electric Light Co., and Mr. L. A. Derby of the 
electrical firm of Derby & Morse. The subject was 
taken up at the meeting of March 20th, with the three 
gentlemen above named present, and thoroughly discussed. 
In the opinion of Messrs. Wilcox and Derby there was 
no danger whatsoever in the practice, while Mr. McElholm 
thought there was a possible chance for a shock under 
certain conditions. No action was taken. 

Mr. W. F. Sullivan, of the City Engineer’s force, who 
has performed the civil engineering work of this depart- 
ment for several years, and more particularly that re- 
lating to driven wells at the Boulevard, received an advan- 
tageous offer to become Superintendent of the Pennichuck 
Water Co. at Nashua, N. H., which he accepted, and the 
Water Board loses the services of a skillful and com- 
petent man; and while we regret the loss of Mr. Sullivan, 
we congratulate him upon his accession to this new 
position. 

For a number of years there has been apparent the 
need of an assistant to the Superintendent, in the work 
of the Department, and a competent man in authority in 





‘MAVd STU 
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his absence; the withdrawal of Mr. Sullivan made it a 
‘necessity, and Mr. Robert Gardner, an employee of this 
Department for twenty-three years, was elected Assistant 
Superintendent. This promotion was sanctioned by the 
Civil Service Commission without examination on account 
of Mr. Gardner’s long service in the Department. The 
vacancy in the Inspector’s force by Mr. Gardner’s pro- 
motion was filled by the election ef Mr. John F. Egan.

$16,600.00 and there was borrowed $27,000.00 for Tewks- 
bury Extension, increasing the Water Works debt by 
$10,400 00, making total debt $1,156,100.00 with Sinking 
Fund of $473,908.75. Perusal of the reports of the Sec- 
retary and Superintendent and Engineer will give the 
details of the financial and operative departments. 
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Again, has the Board lost a member by death. Mr. Z. 
W. Sturtevant, who took his seat as a member of this 
Board August 4th, 1905, died August 8th, 1906, and the 
following resolutions of respect to his memory were passed 
by the Board:

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lowell, Mass., January 1st, 1907. 
To the Lowell Water Board: 


Gentlemen :—As provided by the City Ordinances, I 
have the honor to herewith present to your Honorable 
Board the Annual Report of the Superintendent of Water 
Works for the year 1906. 

Most of the facts and figures contained in this report 
are as usual to be found in tabular form, arranged under 
appropriate headings, such as extension, new services, old 
services, hydrants, private hydrants, new meters and 
private meters. Probably the most noticeable fact, if not 
the most significant, in the work of the Department as 
shown by the Report, is the small daily consumption of 
water for 1906; it being the lowest, for seventeen years. 
Credit for this good showing is no doubt due in part to 
favorable temperature and weather, but it is mostly in 
consequence of the Board’s wise policy of general metering, 
and it means conservation of the City’s splendid water 
supply, besides increased economy in daily operation by 
saving of fuel. ‘To illustrate this point, I have prepared 
the following table, giving the average daily consumption 
of water and the total coal consumed each year from 1901 
to 1906, inclusive. According to this table, there has been a 
saving of coal between 1906 and 1905 of 221 tons and com- 
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paring 1906 with 1901, a saving of 1431 tons, which at 
$4.94 per ton, the price paid last year, amounts to $7,069.14 
for 1906.

Nobody ought to find fault with a saving of this kind, 
for the burning of fuel uselessly and unnecessarily helps 
no one and is merely the waste of a valuable commodity. 
The same can be said of the useless and ‘unnecessary 
running of water. That a greater saving in coal is not 
made by the reduction in consumption of water is due to 
the decreased efficiency of the pumping machinery, a 
consequence of many years’ wear. 


Bovutevarp WELL PLant. 


No depreciation in the quantity nor deterioration in the 
quality of the water from the Well supply has been ob- 
served as yet, nor does any indication exist of future trouble 
in that direction. Every well in this plant was cleaned 
and tested separately twice during the year, in the spring 
and fall, and each well put in perfect condition. At the 
two Pumping Stations no effort was spared to maintain 
the pumps and boilers in the best possible condition and 
each Station was rnn at times when the best results for 
economy could be obtained. The Upper Pumping Station 
was utilized as much as possible on account of its being 
able to pump more water with less coal than the Lower 
Station. In all the Upper Pumping Station ran from May 
1st to November 6th, about half the year. Both Stations 
were operated to the best advantage. In very cold weather 
the Lower Station has got to be run to keep the pipes 
from freezing and because the Upper Station pumps and

consumption of the winter months. \When either Station 
was stopped the opportunity was taken advantage of to 
overhaul the pumps and boilers in the other, so as to get 
the best results when the occasion arose to start them. 
Most of this overhauling consisted of minor repairs; 
notwithstanding the care and pains taken, the pumps at 
the Lower Station could not be maintained ia satisfactory 
working order any great length of time; the, valves and 
valve springs being an almost continual source of trouble. 
Fitter GaLtery AND CoNbuIT. 

Aside from cleaning the Gallery and Conduit, nothing 
was done in the way of repairs on them, excepting the 
rebuilding of the brick box enclosing the blow-off valve at 
Beaver Brook. Fels Park, and the other Parks over the 
Conduit line were kept looking as attractive and beautiful 
as usual. 





CENTRALVILLE Pumpinc STaTion. 


By constant and unremitting attention is the only way 
to keep the pumps at this Station available for anything like 
fair service. Considerable time and labor has been spent 
on the High Duty Worthington Pump so as to keep it in 
readiness for use, which becomes necessary when the 
daily consumption rises above five million gallons, the 
capacity of the other two pumps, or when for other 
reasons the other pumps are not available. It has been 
felt that the Morris Engine, although the oldest machine, 
was the best of the three for regular use and more work 
of permanent character and expensive repairs have been 
made on this than it was thought the others were worthy 
of. Following this policy, a new Begtrup Governer was 
procured and set in place of the old one which didn’t give 
the proper regulation. This has proved a decided improve- 
ment and although costing $607.95, will pay for itself. 
As with the Governer, so with the new High Pressure 
Piston and Piston Rod which became necessary owing to 
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the breaking of the old piston head April 14th; this was 
also designed with a view to its not giving trouble again; 
Both the Piston and Governer were furnished by the 
American and British Mfg. Co. of Providence. Owing to 
the time required to make the foregoing changes and 
improvements, the Morris Engine did not run as much as 
the previous year. It still, however, pumped more than 
either of the other pumps. At present and since the new 
Governer was installed October 22nd, the Morris engine 
has been running constantly with the exception of one 
-week in December, when a cold snap caused the consump- 
tion to increase beyond its capacity, when the High Duty 
Worthington was operated instead. Only when necessary 
is the Low Duty Worthington Pump started, owing as 
you know, to the great quantity of coal consumed. Dur-, 
ing the past year, however, it had to be rnn quite con-- 
siderable beacuse of the time taken for repairs on the 
Morris, etc. The Department has not made any repairs 
to mention on the Low Duty Worthington, feeling that it 
was only a matter of a short time when it would be 
replaced by a new pump. 

An accumulation of loose scale on No. 1 Boiler at this 
Station caused the bottom of the shell to bulge so that 
part of the front sheet had to be cut out and a patch 
inserted, in consequence of which the Fidelity and Casualty 
Co. who insure the boilers there, have limited the working 
steam pressure to 100 lbs. All four boilers at this station 
were equipped with Diamond Flue Blowers the past year, 


When new boilers are installed at this Station, which 
in the natural course of events will have to be within a 
few years, if not sooner, the smoke flue connecting the 
boilers and chimney should be changed and run from the 
top of the boilers direct instead of from below the floor 
into the bottom of the chimney, as now. This change 
would cost about $1,000.00, but would give better draught 
and more room in the rear of the boilers, which is 
needed. 
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RESERVOIR 

The slope and grounds in front of the Reservoir on 
Beacon Street, like the Centralville Pumping Station 
grounds, looked better than ever the past year. The 
stone walls supporting the Gate-house at the Reservoir 
were repointed and repaired during the year. Also the 
fence came in for more or less repairing, as well as the 
Keeper’s residence. 


EXTENSION oF Street MAINS 


Were it not for piping the annexed district from 
Tewksbury, the extension of distributing mains would 
have been comparatively small,—about 6,000 against 8,000 
ft. in round numbers the previous year. This is not 
surprising; in fact, it is expected that the demand for 
new street mains will naturally fall away from year to 
year. By including the Tewksbury extension of about 
four (4) miles, the extension of street mains has been 
naturally greater than for several years past and_brings 
the total of street mains now laid up to 140.55 miles. 
Next year, in addition to the work already voted, I be- 
lieve that East Merrimack Street should be extended to 
Plummer Avenue, thence through Plummer Avenue to 
Andover Street; a total distance of 1400 ft. thus making 
an extra connection with the latter street and obviating 
the necessity of depriving the residents of that street of 
water when any repairs are to be made to the pipe be- 
tween Park Street and Plummer Avenue. For a similar 
reason, the proposed 10” main on Boylston Street should 
be extended across the Lowell & Andover R.R. to the 
terminus of the 6” main now laid on Boylston Street. 
This connection would practically ensure a constant 
supply of water to Wigginville, South Lowell, and the 
Oaklands. 


Pusric Fire Service AND Hyprants. 


Forty additional hydrants were set the past year, 
making 1186 in all; 30 flush hydrants were replaced by 
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post hydrants. As soon as practicable after the annex- 
ation, hydrants were placed in the annexed district so as 
to give their property the benefit of the City’s fire ser- 
vice from a physical as well as an insurance standpoint. 
Referring to the fire service of the City,—few, if any, 
cities in New England are so well supplied with a plenti- 
ful supply of water under pressure, as Lowell. Sup- 
posing an accident should disable our regular service, we 
still have the Cook Well supply to fall back on, so that 
the City is doubly secured against a scarcity of water, a 
fact which not many cities in the country can claim. 
Then again, our distributing mains are larger than is 
found in the ordinary Water Works system, thereby 
guaranteeing a good supply with less friction than would 
be the case where small mains were the rule. 

The Beacon Street Reservoir with thirty million 
gallons storage is another advantage. As to our pumping 
equipment, that, of course, is not as efficient nor reliable 
as it should be. But the extraordinary increase in econ- 
omy to be derived by improvement in that respect will, 
it is to be hoped, prompt the City Council to take action 
looking to the erection and installation of two modern, 
up-to-date pumps, one at Centralville Pumping Station 
and one at Boulevard Lower Station.

Three additional private Fire Services were laid the 
past year, as follows: 

Colonial Bldg., Merrimack St., 53 ft. 6” pipe 

Federal Shoe Shop, Dix St., 31 ft., 6” pipe 

Lowell Weaving Co., Marginal St., 32 ft., 8” pipe 

Belvidere Woolen Mill, No. 1, Howe St., had 6” fire 
service extended to store house on extension of Chestnut 
Street, a distance of 108 ft. U.S. Bunting Co’s service 
of 4” pipe was replaced with 6” pipe, extended 40 ft. for 
anew post hydrant and old two-way hydrant replaced 
with modern post hydrant; U. S. Cartridge Co.’s 8” main 
was moved to make way for an enlargement of westerly 
section of their main building; this work is not yet fin- 
ished and will require considerable further alteration in 
the pipe lines in that yard. At present, the connection 
between the U.S: Cartridge Co.’s 8” main and the 6” 
main with Lowell Bleachery Co.’s Yard is cut off pend- 
ing the completion of the work in the yard of the former 
Company. One 8” and one 6” Hersey Detector meter 
have been placed on the American Hide & Leather Co.’s 
Tannery on Perry Street, and two 8” on the Lowell 
Bleachery and one 6” on the Federal Shoe Shop, Dix St.

METERS. 


From every point of view the increased and general 
use of meters has proven an advantage and benefit to the 
city. From a financial standpoint, because they prevent 
excessive waste of water, thereby saving fuel in pumping 
and enormous expenditures for enlarging plant to pro- 
vide for unnecessary consumption. From an equitable 
standpoint, because the people get a square deal; every 
one pays by meter measurement for what they use and 
if they are careless and waste water, they must bear the 
expense and not their neighbors; from a sanitary stand- 
point because, aside from the fact that a meter in the 
house means a better house and better plumbing, economy 
in the use of water makes it possible to supply a better 
quality of water, thereby safeguarding the public health. 
As a proof of what good water has done for Lowell, just 
consider these figures furnished by “the local Board of 
Health. 
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In 1890 typhoid fever cases, 454. Deaths from ty- 
phoid fever, 123. 
In 1906 typhoid fever cases, 30. Deaths from ty- 
phoid fever, 7. 
a truly remarkable showing. The death rate from all 
causes during the past year was 19.91, which is considered 
low for this city. 

The metering of fire services as well as domestic 
services has contributed to these good results. See dia- 
gram showing daily average consumption in relation to 
use of meters since their introduction.

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TEWKSBURY EXTENSION 


The annexation to the City of a part of Tewksbury 
including Wigginville and South Lowell, was the occasion 
of considerable extra work for the Department, but will, 
no doubt, pay for itself in time, and the money expended 
prove a good investment. To supply the houses applied 
for required about seven miles of main pipe and 263 
services and for an adequate fire protection, 50 hydrants. 
Of this work 21,466 ft. of main pipe and 128 services 
have been laid and 31 hydrants set the past year. 

For supplying this section, the mains laid are large, 
beginning with 12” on Lawrence as far as Morton and 
Woburn Sts. Beyond that point in Lawrence St. 10” and 
on Woburn and Billerica Sts. 8’. Excavating for this 
work on Warnock, Roper, and Epping Sts. was very ex- 
pensive on account of the amount of rock encountered. 
Roper St. trench was undoubtedly the worst in the 
history of the Department, as far as cost of excavation 
went. 


MAINTENANCE. 


Renewed during the year 204 curb boxes, 30 gate 
boxes, 10 wooden hydrant boxes, 26 top sections of valve 
boxes, 6 top sections of service boxes and 49 covers for 
curb boxes; also repaired 21 leaks in service pipes. Re- 
paired and repacked 104 gate valves, repaired 242 fire 
hydrants, cleaned or repaired drinking fountains 277 
times, the repairs including 25 new faucets and 50 ft. of 
new chain for drinking cups. Flushed 19 private sewers 
and blew out 82 hydrants in response to complaints of 
dirty water. Had a general blowing-off of the city mains 
twice; cleaned the Reservoir screens twice and the Central- 
ville Pump Well twice. Painted the Superintendent’s 
residence on the outside; whitewashed the engine room 
basement, boiler room, and coal shed, and scraped and 
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refinished the floor of the engine room at the Centralville 
Pumping Station. Painted the interior of the Boulevard 
Lower Pumping Station and the exterior of the Upper 
Station and the two houses belonging to the Department 
on the Boulevard. Also painted all the fire hydrants and 
drinking fountains. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Acting on the notification from the Mayor, and the 
Superintendent of moth work, requiring the destruction 
of the Gypsy and brown-tail moths, when the men at 
work in the different parks and grounds of the Depart- 
ment finished caring for the same in the fall, they were 
set at work removing the brown-tail moth nests from 
the trees on the land under the control of the Depart- 
ment; and during the early part of the year they were 
employed clearing the Cushing woods of the underbrush, 
dead wood, etc. having a tendency to interfere with the 
proper developement of the woods. About 20 cords of 
birch and hard pine wood was thus cut from the Cushing 
Woods, a great part of which was used by the Depart- 
ment for melting lead, starting fires under the boilers, 
etc. 

A new Flather Planer and a speed lathe. from the 
American Tool and Machine Co. was added to the equip- 
ment of the Department Repair Shop during the year. 
Besides the regular work of repairing meters, making 
service cocks, etc. several of the small pumps at the diff- 
erent Pumping Stations were repaired, two of the boiler 
feed pumps were practically rebuilt, as far as the moving 
parts went, making them far better than when new. 

A new eight inch drinking fountain was set on the 
east side of Fayette St. near Andover St. The combina- 
tion fountain voted to be placed at the junction of Rogers 
and Fairmount Streets was not set because of the fail- 
ure to secure the consent of the owners of property 
thereabouts to have it opposite their premises. 


. 
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All the pipe and special castings stored at the Pipe 
Yard on Western Avenue, for years leased by the De- 
partment from the Props.’ of the Locks & Canals, has 
been removed to the proposed new pipe yard on the land 


of the Department near the Cook Wells Pumping Station. 


CONCLUSION. 


Considerable more might be said of the work of the 
Department for the year 1906 were it necessary. Suffice 
it to say that the employees were, as usual, faithful in 
their work and everything was done for the best inter- 
ests of the water takers and the City, as far as it laid 
within our ability to do it. 

Speaking in behalf of myself, and all those who co- 
operated with me in carrying on the work of the De- 
partment, I wish to extend to the President and the 
individual members of the Board our thanks and appre- 
ciation for their kindness, fairness, and consideration.

REPORT 


OF THE 
COMMITTEE ON APPROPRIATIONS. 


City Hari, Lowett, Mass., March 5th, 1907. 


To THE Ciry Councit:— 
The Joint Committee on Appropriations to whom 


were referred the various estimates for the year 1907, 
have attended to the business committed to them and 


REPORT: 


Your Committee has held thirteen meetings and by 
reason of the fact that the estimates were not received 
as early as usual, was obliged to meet almost every 
night from the time the start was made. 

At the outset the Committee became aware that 
on account of the limited revenue at hand, its task 
would be even harder than in previous years. 


2 


By a combination of circumstances, the amount 
of money available for department appropriations 
was less than it has been for several years. 
The total revenue was less by $75,741.29 than 
it was last year and the amount necessary to cut was 
$285,802.66 or nearly $100,000 more than last year. 
The department estimates exceeded by $20,036.04 what 
they were in 1906.. The total amount available for 
jepartments this year was $1,229,687.40 against 


$1,305,428.69 last year. 





The estimated department revenue has dropped 
to $387,310.55. That was the largest estimate that 
could safely be made in view of the fact that last year’s 
actual revenue (determined only at the end of the year), 
fell short of the amount estimated early in the year 
$67,047.62, or from $447,036.42 to $379,988.80. This 
was the most astounding information that was pre- 
sented to the Committee, especially when it was 
considered that the actual department revenue has 
usually exceeded $400,000 annually. 


The result was a general treasury fund deficit of 
$46,396.49, for which the Committee had to make 
provision. No criticism is due to anyone for this 
predicament. The estimated revenue was, as it always 
is, based on the preceding year’s actual revenue, which 
was $467,037.43, and that it was later proven altogether 
too high, could not by anyone be foreseen. 


The General Treasury Fund has almost invariably 
shown a balance at the first of the year, running once 
recently as high as $29,876.42. Only twice before in 
recent years has it shown a deficit and then, the 
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amounts being $9,705.30 and $1,043.50, were com- 
paratively easily taken care of. All this goes to show 
that the City of Lowell this year is hard pressed for 
ready money, but its general financial condition as a 
whole is better than it was at the first of last year. The 
fact that the distance from the debt limit is $232,730.50 
against $178,409.13 last year is evidence of the truth 
of this statement. 

Your Committee was pleased to note that a sub- 
stantial increase in. valuation gave an additional 
$30,381.07.00 to be used for departments, but this is 
only a small crumb of comfort when the less encouraging 
things are considered. 

Your Committee was impressed by the evident 
ability and sincerity of a majority of the department 
heads and it was a pleasure to confer with them. 

We desire to voice the annual criticism of the 
conduct of the School Department. The Superin- 
tendent, being the servant of the Board, we believe is 
doing his best under the orders he receives. Last year’s 
expense of this Department was $346,194.69 and its 
estimate this year, including janitors, was $392,500.00. 
Under the law the School Board is given almost auto- 
cratic power, and it looks as though that power was 
stretched to the limit. Several members of the Board 
appeared before your Committee and, instead of 
attempting to justify its total expenditure as in former 
years, made admissions which showed that the cost of 
this Department could be reduced considerably without 
impairing the system. One of the admissions was that 
in the evening schools teachers had been kept at work 
when the number of pupils had fallen as low as four, 
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notwithstanding that a rule or custom of the Board 
provided for the removal of any evening school teacher 
when the number of pupils fell below 12. 


With the funds at hand it was impossible to 
recommend for the School Department an appropriation 
that would last the year, so we have recommended 
$179,000.00 with the expectation that a later additional 
appropriation will have to be made. 


A most regrettable condition of affairs was dis- 
closed by an examination of the Cemeteries Department. 
The appropriation given last year was $6,000.00 and 
to this was added $2,266.87 from perpetual care interest 
mcney and a later appropriation of $2,305.42. Even 
then a number of bills for labor and sundries were 
unpaid at the end of the year. 


Your Committee wishes to express its disapproval 
of the manner in which the Health Department is being 
conducted. One of its new additions is a yard clerk 
commonly called a swill clerk who sells swill and does 
other things which, in the opinion of the Board, make 
him a valuable adjunct to the department. On the 
pay roll is also a yard-foreman who has attended to all 
yard work for years without complaint. An additional 
inspector has been charged to the Health Office appro- 
priation and the Committee could not see the necessity 
of this. This department exceeded its appropriation 
by $7,258.25 last year. 


A number of requests for increases in clerk’s 
salaries were made, but your Committee could not see 
its way clear to approve them. 
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Believing that the election officers of the City of 
Lowell have been overpaid, your Committee has 
recommended that the principals be paid $5.00 a day 
instead of $8.00, and deputies nothing. This made 
quite a cut possible in that appropriation. 


Your Committee has seen fit to recommend a 
appropriation of $3,000.00 to Assessors’ Department 
for the publication of the tax book required by ordin- 
ance and while this amount is less than the estimated 
cost, we believe it is ample. 

One of the costliest items in department expenses 
was that of coal, the contract price of which in some 
cases was as high as $8.60 per ton. The contract 
started in May, 1906, and is still in force. The high 
price was explained by the statement that a strike was 
threatened. It would seem more businesslike to have 
called also for bids based on the absence of a strike. 


The Board of Charities has, in the first year of its 
existence, reduced the running expenses of the depart- 
ment $21,154.02 and without question, the affairs of the 
department have been administered in a manner never 
before equalled. We believe the people of Lowell will 
join with us in an expression of commendation for the 
Board and one of gratification for ourselves that the 
body known as Overseers of the Poor was legislated out 
of existence forever. 

We regret that we have been unable to recommend 
as much for some departments as we would wish, but in 
every case, School Department excepted, we believe 
the appropriation sufficient to last the entire year, 
barring unforeseen conditions. 
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Every head of department who has the interest 
of the City at heart, will live within the amount given. 
Others must be compelled to or suffer the consequences. 

In such cases it isfor the Mayortoact. To him we 
pledge our support in any corrective step he may take 
and we believe all other members of the City Council 
will join us.

REPORT. 


To the Chairman, and the Members of the Board of 
Charity, Lowell, Mass. 


GENTLEMEN :— 

I herewith present my annual report as General 
Superintendent of Charities, for the year, 1906. I 
fully appreciate the honor and privilege that is mine 
in being the first to occupy this honorabie position 
and to present the first annual report. The year that 
has just drawn to a close was a memorable one in the 
annals of the city’s poor department. It marked a 
distinct change in the former methods by the substitu- 
tion of a board of Charity Commissioners, who elect 
one General Superintendent to have executive charge 
over the entire department, for the board of Overseers 
of the Poor, who formerly elected two Superintendents, 
each having charge of one branch thereof. On this 
account I have deemed it advisable to submit a more 
detailed report at this time, than, perhaps an occasion 
of this kind really demands, believing, as I do, that 
the present is the acceptable time to explain the de- 
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tailed workings of every branch of the department so 
that the first report will be as comprehensible as pos- 
sible, besides cherishing the hope that the facts, 
figures and observations herein contained may be of 
value in the years to come. 

It is a statutory obligation, imposed upon each 
city and town, by the Commonwealth “to relieve and 
support all poor and indigent persons whenever they 
stand in need thereof.” This obligation is mandatory 
with established penalties of fines, or imprisonment, or 
both, to be meted out to the proper city or town 
officials who fail in the performance of all duties re- 
quired by the pauper laws. To see that those laws 
are lived up to the State Board of Charity is in con- 
stant touch with each and every poor department 
throughout the state. This board not only compels 
the filing of different reports throughout the year, but 
their representatives personally examine your records, 
your full support dependents and your almshouse. 
These representatives are very thorough in their ex- 
aminations and unsparing in their recommendations. 
They see to it that the people boarded out by you, both 
adult and minor, are well housed, well fed and well 
treated and that your almshouse is cleanly kept, right- 

_ fully managed and suitably appointed to provide for a 
complete separation of the sexes. They prevent the 
keeping of children in almshouses over a specified 
length of time and won’t allow tramps and inmates to 
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mingle. The state laws governing the poor depart- 
ments are many and far reaching, each with its penalty 
for any failure to live up to its requirement. 

While the state legislature nominally determines 
the make up of our governing boards of poor depart- 
ments, in reality each place decides for itself. That is 
to say, although legislative acts create and define the 
duties of those governing boards, as a matter of fact 
such acts are passed only at the solicitation of those 
who are to be governed. In that way each city and 
town is practically left to its own salvation, and, while 
the general business is the same throughout the state, 
the detailed workings are as various and varied as are 
the cities and towns and their inhabitants. 

In this city the problem of wisely distributing the 
annual appropriation for the care of the poor has al- 
ways been a complex one. The history of this depart- 
ment shows the names of many illustrious citizens as 
having been connected with its guidance; men whose 
fame has come down to us with an untarnished reputa- 
tion and a cherished memory. Still contemporary his- 
tory shows that each was, in his time, subjected to the 
same criticism that is yours today and which will be 
yours in the future. This is due primarily to two 
causes, namely, the nature of the work and the fact 
that those who fill public places aré the legitimate tar- 
gets for all the slings and arrows the irresponsible 
fault-finders in every community chooses to assail 
them with. 
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At the first meeting held by the citizens of the 
town of Lowell, in 1826, the sum “of $400.00 was voted 
to grant for the support of the town’s poor.” ‘This sum 
was expended by the board of selectmen, who per- 
formed the functions of overseers of the poor until 
1830 when a board of three overseers were chosen at 
the March meeting. To this board was entrusted the 
sum of $1,000.00 and at the last town meeting ever 
held in Lowell, April 1836, the sum of $3,000.00 was 
appropriated “for the support of paupers for the year.” 
As you will notice the per centage of increased cost 
was very healthy and would do credit even to our own 
times. From 1836 until January 15, 1906, the depart- 
ment was governed by successive boards of overseers 
of the poor. ‘The make up of the board changed from 
time to time, the duties having been performed by the 
Mayor and members of the Board of Aldermen, by the 
Mayor and representatives of both branches of the city 
government, by the Mayor and citizens chosen by the 
City Council, by the Mayor and citizens chosen by the 
people and finally by representatives, chosen by the 
voters, from each ward in the city. The constant 
changes in the last few years served to emphasize the 
dissatisfaction of the people. ‘The legislature of 1905 
passed an act, which became operative upon a favor- 
able vote of the people which called for the doing 
away with the overseers and the establishment of a 
board of Charity Commissioners to be appointed by 
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the Mayor, for a longer term of office than ever heard 
of before in connection with this department. The 
vote in favor of this law was so pronounced on its ac- 
ceptance that the wishes of the people could not be 
misunderstood. 

The board of Charity Commissioners met for the 
first time January r5th, 1906. Since that date they 
have held twenty-five other meetings. Each member 
has made many visits to the different branches of the 
department and has been unsparing of his time and 
energy in conducting its business. A more conscien- 
tious, personally disinterested board cannot be found. 
‘The same zeal and ability they give to their personal 
affairs they give to the city’s business, with but one 
object in view—to conduct the affairs of the depart- 
ment on a business basis so that the greatest good can 
be done to the greatest number at the least possible 
cost to the people. They have striven, and striven 
hard, to cut down expenses at the expense on the un- 
necessary and unworthy and to place the department 
in a position to merit public confidence and esteem. 
They have been generous to the worthy and are mak- 
ing the going hard for the unworthy. Their ef- 
forts have been rewarded with a good measure of 
success and the knowledge and experience they 
have acquired over a business that was entirely new to 
them one year ago, can’t be but beneficial in the 
future. 
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That their work does not meet the approval of all, 
nor get that appreciation from all the local press, 
which it so richly deserves, is not at all to be won- 
dered at. Every change brings its quota of dis- 
gruntled ones and it is hard for these to recognize any 
merit in the acts of those who are the cause of their dis- 
gruntleness. For such the only solace, is criticism. 
This they have chosen to enjoy to its fullest capacity, 
regardless entirely of such a thing as justice in their 
criticism. Concerning the attacks made by several of 
the local papers it may be well to bear this fact in 
mind: the Charity Commissioners are not the storm 
centre for sensational stories of their meetings that 
their predecessors were. They have eschewed cheap 
notoriety and have transacted what they had to do ina 
business like manner. They have been dictated by 
their judgement. and will continue so in the future. 
Some of the statements made against us, prompted in 
some instances by those who were in ignorance, and in 
some others by those who should know better, were so 
lacking in truth as to be ludicrous. Such silliness is 
clearly unworthy of notice and my only reason for men- 
tioning it here is to take this opportunity to inform 
all that the books and papers of this department are 
always open for the inspection of any one who cares to 
examine them, and that the public acts of the Com- 
missioners, and their employees, are public property 
to be had for the asking. 
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In the face of all the criticism this fact sticks out 
boldly and will not down: at the expiration of the first 
year’s work of the Charity Commissioners there has 
been a saving of $21,153.92 over the expenses of the 
previous year. I informed the committee on appro- 
priations last spring that I would consider it good 
work to go through the year on $100,000.00 and it is 
especially gratifying to me at this time to be able to 
congratulate you on having gone almost $4,000.00 
lower than that amount. This saving has been ac- 
complished by the business like methods adopted by the 
board and by their close attention to details. The as- 
sertions have been made that we saved money at the 
expense of the poor and that we found over $20,000.00 
worth of supplies on hand when we assumed control. 
Both statements are absolutely untrue and are the 
veriest rot. The worthy cases in the out-door relief 
department were never treated so generously and the 
fare at the almshouse was never better. The very 
first act of the Commissioners was to order an inven- 
tory of the board’s property and possessions. This 
inventory was taken by the employees of the depart- 
ment and the members subsequently personally visited 
each place and checked up the items on the inventory. 
Those lists are on file in the Superintendeut’s office. 
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OUT DOOR RELIEF. 


This branch of the department has had much at- 
tention from the former chairman and members of the 
board. The work done during the year has been very 
satisfactory and a comparison of the expenditures with 
those of last year and several years previous, is very 
gratifying. Under this branch is included all assist- 
ance given outside of the almshouse. In takes in the 
dispensary, ambulances, wood yard, provision sup- 
plies, medical aid, sick in local and out of town hos- 
pitals, care and board of children, Lowell’s poor in 
other cities and towns, care of epileptics, dipsomaniacs 
and crippled children, transportation expenses and 
burials. Last year the gross expense was $49,143.52 
against $41,321.46 this. 

In April last the board voted to create the position 
of Inspector of Out Door Relief, having previously 
passed a motion to this effect, that no family be aided 
from this office, except in emergency cases, until they 
have been visited by a representative who shall make 
a report of the condition of the family and such report 
will be passed upon by the Superintendent. In the 
giving of out door aid there always has been, and I 
presume there always will be, more or less imposition. 
In order to keep this imposition down to the minimum 
the position of inspector was created. His duties are 
not only to visit each family and to learn their condi- 
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tion and earning possibilities but also to keep in con- 
stant touch with all to determine, first that the assist- 
ance is really needed and second, that it is not wasted 
after having been received. The inspector began 
work on the 11th of May and since that day to the 
first of January he has visited 449 different families. 
A complete record of the condition of the family, both 
at the time of the first visit and at each subsequent 
visit, is made and such reports are daily adding to the 
records of the office. 

The yearly increase in the number of ambulance 
calls that succeeding years invariably show tends to 
give an idea of the place the service takes in the every 
day life of the city. When the Commissioners as- 
sumed control they found a force of six drivers with a 
pay roll of $90.00 per week. This force was reduced 
by two and the pay roll reduced $30.00 per week. 
Notwithstanding the fact that last year showed the 
greatest number of calls the ambulances ever responded 
to in single year there has been no complaint to speak 
of and general satisfaction prevails as to the service. 
The total number of calls last year was 1424 an in- 
crease of 132 over 1905. During the year I have had 
the ambulance surgeon deliver a series of talks to 
the drivers instructing them in the manner of treat- 
ing cases that are likely to become subjects. These 
talks have been productive of much good and each 
driver is well equipped to intelligently handle any 
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ordinary case or accident he may be called upon to 
care for. A 

The city dispensary, established in 1879, is an 
important and interesting branch of the charity 
department. From modest beginnings it has 
kept pace with the growth of the city and daily proves 
the widsom and beneficence of the founders, by meet- 
ing the demands and necessities of the poor. From 
the first it has been a success both from an economical 
and charitable standpoint and we cannot compute the 
inestimable benefits to the sick poor. The standard 
compares favorably with the best dispensaries any- 
where and the business has increased about 600 per 
cent. in the last twenty years. In 1906 there were 
3,945 people treated in the dispensary and 703 at their 
homes. ‘The number of prescriptions compounded was 
9,178 and this does not include the prescriptions put 
up for the city hospital. The card system in use 
shows abont 6000 names representing, it is safe to say, 
1500 families. The person being treated at the dis- 
pensary must first get a line from this office. The 
present dispensary staff deserve special commendation 
for faithful and efficient service. Early in the year 
the experiment of each physician holding clinics for 
one week at a time was tried and while the number of 
cases treated was somewhat less it was believed to be 
impracticable and was discontinued after six weeks 
trial. In March last the dispensary at the city farm 
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was discontinued and since then the work of com- 
pounding prescriptions and preparing medicines for 
that institution has been done here. This, of course, 
has added to the cost of the dispensary but in the work 
of the entire department has saved considerable. 
With ample medical supplies anda corps of trained 
nurses and resident physician at the hospital, the 
probability of an emergency wherein anybody would 
suffer is very remote. The transfer of the dispensary 
has added to the duties of the dispensary clerk at city 
hall and I would suggest improved facilities for the 
proper and convenient transaction of business. The 
tables hereto attached will give an intelligent idea of 
the work being done at the dispensary. 


Two of the most dangerous forms of public aid, 
namely the giving of cash and the giving of orders on 
grocery stores demanded the attention of the Com- 
missioners early inthe year. For many years it has 
been the custom to give provisions to recipients in one 
of two ways: either by an order from the almshouse, 
which comprised a list of staple necessities that figured 
up to $2.00 worth, or by an order on a grocery store 
for $3.00 worth of groceries. ‘The latter enabled the 
recipient to get what he fancied and the office had no con- 
trol of it after it was given. It was a form of aid that 
was always objectionable and the items the bills for 
such called for tended to create the belief in the minds 


of all that they were more of luxury than real neces- 
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sity. After giving the matter much attention the 
Commissioners voted to do away entirely with this 
form of aid. Asa substitute they increased the num- 
ber of articles on the list at the almshouse to twenty- 
one different varieties and gave each recipient the op- 
tion of making up the order from the revised list. 
The discontinuance of the store orders occasioned no 
inconvenience whatever, notwithstanding the fact that 
$3,656.83 was expended in this manner the year pre- 
vious. ‘Those who are really in want are as well satis- 
fied under the present system and those who were not, 
dropped out altogether. 

In the cash allowance cases each was taken up 
separatively. The recipient, or some one closely con- 
nected, appeared before a meeting of the board and ad- 
vanced reasons why they should be further aided in 
this manner. The Superintendent made a personal 
visit to the homes of each cash recipient and reported 
his findings to the members of the board. As a result 
the list was greatly reduced and the total amount ex- 
pended this year is $3,472.17 against $5,679.25 in 1905. 

For information relative to the other divisions of 
out door relief I recommend a thorough examination 
of the tabulated statistics included in this report. 
They furnish more forcibly than any words of mine 
the proofs of our work and are the living witnesses 
from whose testimony our efforts must be judged. 
Figures won’t lie and no amount of juggling will con- 
trovert the evidence they produce. 
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CITY HOSPITAL AND ALMSHOUSE. 


There is no other institution in the city that 
occupies the place in the public mind that this one 
does; nor is there another, in the city, of which so 
many people are so vitally interested. It is the haven 
of refuge for Lowell’s residents to which they can 
always turn when overcome by the adversities of life. 
It is, for the poor and afflicted, that place which is ever 
open for them, where they find a permanent homie, or a 
temporary resting place wherein their ailments can be 
attended to. When the doors of all other institutions 
are barred against the hopeless chronic or the repug- 
nantly afflicted the city hospital and almshouse is al- 
ways open to receive them. When the results of 
poverty and crime brings ruin and misery to homes and 
families, not only to the culpable but to many innocent 
ones, this institution is the beacon light that holds out 
hope for all such by supplying the knowledge that 
herein want is banished and trouble appeased. ‘This 
knowledge is a source of great consolation to all right 
thinking people and is the foundation stone on which 
rests their good wishes. There never has been any 
question of their generosity towards the institution 
nor will there be in the future provided that we can 
supply a wise and economic course of administration. 
Tam firmly of the opinion that the people of this city, 
want their poor and afflicted bountifully treated and

raise their voices in opposition only when possessed of 
the idea that the money so appropriated is not being 
expended in the manner it should be. When re- 
sults do not justify the large amounts annually ap- 
propriated and spent, dissatisfaction prevails and a 
righteous indignation is aroused. 

The proper course to persue in the solution of the 
vexed questions that arise in conducting the affairs of 
the institution, with its diversified workings, is worthy 
of our best efforts. ‘To the Commissioners and the 
Superintendent this was an entirely new line of work 
and last year can be properly designated as an experi- 
mental one. The same care and attention to details 
that was shown in out door work was shown here and 
the end of the first year finds us not only with a de- 
creased expense account but with a good idea of what 
is needed in the future. The statement has been 
made that while we may have saved some money this 
year, next year will be more costly than before our 
coming. I can’t agree with this. I fail to see the 
remotest possibility of such an occurrence. Barring 
unlooked for contingencies that are always liable to 
arise, I feel sure that next year will find us under the 
amount expended this year. 

Decreasing expenses, however, is not even a con- 
tributory cause for the creation of this board. Unless 
the decrease is wisely and judiciously made it would 
be better that it had not happened. To accomplish 
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a saving at the expense of the unfortunates with 
whom we have to deal or to cripple the work of the 
institution by parsimony or ill advised economy is not 
only unnecessary but is decidedly wrong. The real 
good work lies in improving the surroundings and 
bettering the condition of those who come under our 
care. In expending money for the real good of the 
department and in the cutting off all that is unneeded. 

This the Commissioners have endeavored to do. 
They have cut off some unnecessary help and have 
discontinued departments not of use. Further re- 
ductions in the same lines are planned for the future. 
They have kept the institution to its high standard 
of cleanliness and comfort and have attempted to im- 
prove the dietary by keeping a close watch on the 
quality of the goods purchased. 

When the Commissioners assumed control they 
found at the institution an established dispensary with 
a registered pharmacist, whose duties were confined to 
the institution altogether. Inasmuch as the physician 
who writes prescriptions is at the institution about an 
hour per day, and fully 90 per cent. of the patients he 
is called upon to administer to are chronics, the mem- 
bers could not see the necessity of maintaining this dis- 
peusary, at a heavy cost to the people, when they had 
one at the city hall where the work could be as satis- 
factorily done at considerably less cost. They ordered 
it closed, discontinued the service of the pharmacist 
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and removed the bulk of the medicine to city hall, 
leaving sufficient in the institution to meet any 
emergency that might arise. Notwithstanding the 
adverse criticism this removal occasioued, there has 
never been even one case of hardship occasioned by 
the change and the expenses of dispensaries have de- 
creased over $1,000. As there is a delivery from the 
farm to the office twice daily, necessitating two trips 
for a horse and man, it is hard to imagine where there 
should be any great delay in getting prescriptions 
filled. 

The work of carrying on the farm connected with 
the institution has been, and is today, a subject of 
much discussion. ‘The claim has been made by one of 
the Commissioners, that, as carried on at present, the 
farm is a source of great expense, and annually eats 
up much of the money that should rightfully go to 
the poor. Under present conditions, he claimed, it 
would be cheaper for us to stop raising farm produce 
entirely and purchase our supplies in open market at 
reigning market prices. By doing this we would not 
only get better goods at a greatly reduced cost, but 
would do away with three or four paid help and save 
the cost of keeping about one half the number of 
horses we have at present. He submitted his reasons 
for his conclusion and requested the members to give 
the matter consideration before acting on it. 

We employ to run the farm, one foreman at $14, 
per week and three helpers at $9.00 per week each. 
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Another attendant, at $9.00 per week, works part of 
the time on the farm. To this force is added a gang 
of inmates that will average a dozen men. The paid 
attendants get their keep in addition to their wages. 
We have eight farm horses, 16 to 18 cows, about 100 
hens and usually run between 100 and 200 pigs. At 
present the number of pigs is less than sixty, 83 hav- 
ing been killed for pork and 52 having been sold. Of 
the 83 that were killed, 25 were sold and the rest were 
used in the institution. We require about 18 cans of 
milk daily, 45 dozen eggs per week, over 100 pounds 
of pork per week, about five bushels of potatoes per 
day, five barrels of cabbage and the same amount of 


squash, per week, about 100 tons of hay per season be- 
sides corresponding amounts of onions, beets, corn, 


parsnips, turnips, and other farm products. 

In consequence of the remarks alluded to above 
I have given this subject considerable attention. 
Together with our former chairman, Mr. Cummings, 
I have visited many farms, talked with many farmers 
and have had several visit our farm. The whole busi- 
ness was entirely new to me and it was only after I 
had been somewhat enlightened that I realized the 
deplorable condition our place was in. This knowl- 
edge came to me too late in the season to be of any 
benefit for the crops of last year but early enough to 
make preparations for a good start for this year. I 
put in my entire time for two weeks, in the late fall, at 
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the farm and the improvements made in that short 
time was, to say the least, decidedly noticeable. 

There are many reasons why we have not obtained 
the results we would like to on the farm. In the first 
place there has been an entire absence of intelligent 
guidance and a lack of the proper interest in results. 
I was told that one could not get work out of the 
inmates but in my two weeks with them I found the 
contrary to be the case. They worked as cheerfully 
and as well as any gang of men in the land would, 
especially when they saw that their work was count- 
ing for something. The hours of labor, limited by 
law to eight hours per day, is not sufficient to carry on 
a farm with any profit. The average farmer works 
his hired men and his horses from sunrise to long 
after sunset and then has to do close figuring for 
profits. The conditions I found existing forced upon 
me the truth of the assertions made by the member 
alluded to. Still I am loathe to recommend the dis- 
continuing of farming there. I am of opinion that 
good results can be attained under the leadership of a 
man who understands the business of farming and who 
will have an interest in results. There is no reason in 
the world why such should not be the case. We have 
as good land as anybody has and we are never without 
some help, not always of the best, to work it. I would 
recommend planting on the two pieces on either side 
on the main entrance and letting the rest of the farm 
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run to grass. Asa matter of fact these were the only 
pieces that showed any yield to speak of last year. 
With but those two lots to care for we would not re- 
quire as much help as at present and we would always 
have a sufficient number of men available in the in- 
stitution. If under improved conditions, which I 
assure you will be instituted right off, it will be shown 
that farming cannot be made pay, then it will be the 
time to cut it off entirely. At present, with the in- 
formation relative to the business I now possess and 
with the hope of possessing more in the near future, I 
would respectfully request the members to accede to 
my suggestion so that we can have a fair trial under 
conditions of our own making. 

Considerable discussion has been aroused over the 
admittance of delirium tremens cases to the city 
hospital. Nobody regrets more than I the necessity 
of caring for this class, yet I fail to see any other way 
out of it. A man, or a woman, with delirium tremens 
is about as fit a case for intelligent care as I know of. 
They are entirely irresponsible for their acts when in 
that condition and public safety demands that they be 
cared for. There is no other place in the city where 
that care can be given with so little inconvenience to 
so few a number of persons than here. In this con- 
nection it may be well to remember that institutions 
such as ours are not for the wise and worthy alone. By 
their very character they must, of necessity, care for 
the uuwise and the unworthy oftentimes. 
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The exclusion of able bodied loafers who formerly 
hibernated at the almshouse during the winter months 
has been attempted with a good measure of success. 
At present the cellar contingent, i.e. the loafers, is 
made up entirely of men too old and feeble to do any 
work. The others have regular daily tasks and the 
following work was done by inmates entirely during 
the year: male hospital, walls, furniture and beds 
painted; male infirmary, halls and rooms on second 
floor, painted; female hospital, renovated and painted 
throughout; floor scraped and three coats of Jap-a-lac 
applied; female pauper wards, K and J, wood work 
painted, M and O, walls painted; ward H, female in- 
firmary, painted and repaired; nursery, new bath tub 
and new floor in bath room, new room made by pulling 
partitions down in three rooms and making one large 
sitting room, in which was put a hard wood floor ; 
officers quarters, halls, dining room, kitchen and pan- 
try painted; 500 feet of spruce lumber used laying 
walks on clothes’ shed; twelve bath tubs painted and 
enameled; 122 beds throughout the institution paint- 
ed, besides numerous other smaller inside repairs. 

The lands and buildings department has done good 
work for the institution and Supt. O’Connor is en- 
titled to considerable credit. He put in a new six feet 
boiler in place of two four feet boilers removed; a new 
piazza and three storied fire escape in connection with 
the women’s buildings; topped off all of the chimneys 
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in the front of the house besides many other smaller 
repairs during the year. 

The repairs that are badly needed at present and 
should occupy the attention of the members as soon as 
possible, are as follows: new concrete floor in laundry 
and new set tubs there; removal of walls between 
women’s hospital and infirmary so as to make a decent 
sitting and dining room for the old ladies; new steam 
piping throughout the building ; discontinuance of the 
single boiler that heats the nursery and attaching that 
building on to the main steam plant in the institution; 
new floor in old women’s ward and the substitution of 
shower for the bath tubs now in use. I fail to see any 
sense in maintaining the green house and would 
recommend its abolishment. The cost of maintaining 
it is out of all proportions to the benefits derived. 
The shed opposite the men’s hospital should either be 
roofed or removed. A new coal pocket wherein coal 
could be dumped from the cars should be built. 
Other minor improvements will be brought to your at- 
tention later on. 

The services and association of one of our valued 
members was lost to us during the year by the 
resignation of Chairman Cummings, in December, and 
tonight we lose Mr. Dursthoff, by expiration of term 
of office. I know that I am voicing the feelings of the 
other members in expressing regret at the separation. 
Both have been conscientious, painstaking officials, 
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who have given good service to the city and to the de- 
partment. They can carry with them into private life 
that supreme satisfaction that comes to all manly men 
who are satisfied within themselves of having per- 
formed their duties faithfully and honestly. 

In conclusion I have to thank the members of the 
board for their valued assistance to me during the 


year.

REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council of the 
City of Lowell :— 


The, Board of Health respectfully presents its 
29th annual report. 

The Board of Health consisting of Dr. Leonard 
Huntress, Dr. William B. Jackson and Mr. William 
C. Doherty effected organization on the 8th of 
February, 1906, by choosing Dr. Huntress, Chairman 
and Dr. Jackson, Secretary. 

On the 14th of September Dr. Jackson was 
retired from office by the appointment of Mr. 
Thomas J. Beane as his successor. 

We would like to call attention to the fact that 
Dr. Jackson throughout his whole term of service 
proved himself a valuable member of the board. A 
well grounded physician in the principles of hygiene 
and municipal sanitation, moreover a man of sound 
and conservative judgment he served the department 
with zeal and fidelity. 
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Mr. Horace H. Knapp was incapacitated by 
reason of ill health from performing the duties of 
agent last summer. 

We feel that his many years of faithful service 
merit a word of recognition. Mr. Knapp was ap- 
pointed agent of the Board of Health of Lowell, 
February 2nd, 1891, and he served in this capacity 
almost uninterruptedly from that time until the z2oth 
of last August. 

As executive officer of this department he dis- 
played a rugged honesty which nothing could shake, 
as well as an aptitude and a liking for sanitary work, 
and we believe that in losing him, the city of Lowell 
lost a good and faithful servant. 

Mr. Fred A. Bates who had served in this depart- 
ment either as agent or as inspector for twenty-three 
(23) years was chosen agent to succeed Mr. Knapp. 
The election of Mr. Bates as agent left us without an 
inspector of contagious diseases and Mr. Francis 
O’Hare was transferred from the position of general 
health inspector to this place. Mr. O’Hare had 
served the city as health inspector for fourteen (14) 
years and had had some experience in contagious 
work. 

By this transfer and by a change in the duties 
assigned to Mr. William H. Connors who since the 
i1th of last June has been working as plumbing 
inspector in conjuction with Mr. Stephen Garrity, 
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we were left without a general inspector, and Mr. 
John Kearney was elected health inspector Dec. 22d, 
1906. ' 

There has also been a change in the management 
of the yard. 

Heretofore the money paid by the purchasers of 
swill has been received by employees of the depart- 
ment and handed to the agent. On the 18th of 
October last Mr. Robert E. Foster was elected clerk of 
the yard and it is now his duty to collect this money, 
receipt for all goods received, and make returns daily. 

The health of the city for the past year has been 
good. There have been 1919 deaths (in a population 
of 96,380) as compared with 1899 in the previous year. 

Of preventable diseases there have been seven (7) 
deaths from Typhoid Fever against seventeen (17) in 
1905; forty (40) from Diphtheria as compared with 
twenty (20) in 1905; and one hundred and sixty-one 
(161) from Tuberculosis, there having been one hun- 
dred and seventy (170) deaths from this disease in 
1905. 

Last June the Board decided to allow the public 
to inspect the records of all cases of Tuberculosis, 
both those reported by physicians from clinical 
diagnosis and those in whose sputum the germ had 
been discovered by the bacteriologist. 

We recognize the fact that this city is not in a 
condition financially to assume any new obligations 
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not absolutely necessary. Nevertheless we wish to 
remind the City Council that the legislature of this 
State has within the last thirteen years enacted two 
separate bills REQUIRING cities to establish hos- 
pitals for patients afflicted with contagious diseases. 
Year after year the Lowell Board of Health have done 
their best to see that this city comply with the law, 
but invariably without result. We admit that it is 
true that thus far our contagious cases have been well 
cared for in the contagious ward of the Lowell 
(Corporation) Hospital and at a smaller expense than 
could have been done by a city hospital, but we desire 
to say that several times the contagious wards of the 
Lowell Hospital above referred to have been crowded 
to overflowing and that it is not impossible to conceive 
of an epidemic which would cause us all to regret that 
Lowell had not erected a hospital for treatment of con- 
tagious cases. 

Annual reports of Departments are largely statis- 
tical, and we present to you the following statistics 
which will show you what has been done by this de- 
partment, and what the work has cost the city. 

Included will be found reports from the Inspector 
of Provisions, the Plumbing Inspectors, the Plumbing 
Commission, the Inspector of Animals, and the 
Bacteriologist. 
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INSPECTOR OF PROVISIONS. 


Lowell, Mass., Jan. rst, 1907. 
To the Board of Health, Lowell, Mass. 
Gentlemen :— 

I take pleasure in rendering you a report as 
Inspector of Provisions for the year 1906. 

I have made a thorough inspection of all the whole- 
sale and retail meat and fish markets, as well as the 
wholesale produce stores, where perishable goods used 
as food are kept for sale. 

In that time I have spent one day each week, 

_making thirty (30) visits, taking a section each week 
up to November, when I spent two days each week, 
taking a section each day. 

In my visits I have destroyed and turned over to 
the Lowell Rendering Co., parts of veal, beef and 
poultry. As a whole I found a great improvement 
over last year. 

I pay strict attention to the condition in which 
refrigerators are kept. This one thing has a great 
deal to do with keeping meats in a wholesome condi- 
tion, and free from pathogenic germs.

Gentlemen :— 

I herewith submit my annual report for the year 
ending Dec. 31st, 1906. 

During the past year the City of Lowell has been 
very fortunate as regards contagious diseases of 
animals. As regards glanders in horses, we have been 
very free from it, only having had ten horses in quar- 
antine, besides having had several others brought to 
me for examination. Of these ten, after the State 
Cattle Bureau had made bacteriological tests, four 
were released and six were killed; the stables in which 
they were kept being disinfected. This good showing 
was in a great measure due to the new law, which 
makes it more difficult to sell glandered horses at 
auction. ‘This is amuch better record than for several 
years previous. 

I have made examination of the dimensions, 
locations and sanitary conditions, as regards air, light, 
water, cleanliness, etc., of fifty stables, in which I 
made a physical examination of three hundred and 
twenty (320) cows, four (4) bulls, two (2) oxen, fifteen (15) 
young cattle and one hundred and eighty six (186) 
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swine, and am very pleased to report that among these 
I have not found one badly enough diseased to quar- 
antine. 

I have had sixteen (16) cows to look up, reported 
by the Cattle Bureau, to see that they fulfilled all the 
requirements of the Board of Agriculture for cattle 
coming into this State from outside. 

I have identified and released two hundred and 
eighty-six (286) cows, which were brought into this 
State with papers of tuberculin test. 

In regard to rabies we have not been so fortunate. 
In the last few years there has been a gradual exten- 
sion of the districts infected by rabid dogs in this 
state, until at the present time it is pretty well estab- 
lished in most parts of the State, and a rabid dog will 
run so far and do so much damage that it has become 
a very serious condition. 

On Sept. 24th, I sent a dog’s head to Boston for 
microscopic examination and found, as I felt positive 
they would, that he had rabies. This dog had been 
running through the streets of Lowell for three days, 
biting every dog he came across. This made a very 
serious starting point, and on Oct. 9th rabid dogs 
began to appear very frequently. When any of these 
dogs bit any persons or dogs, the head was cut off and 
sent to Boston. Nine heads have been sent and it has 
been reported back that all were infected. 
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All dogs that were bitten by these were either 
killed by permission of the owners, or were put in 
quarantine. I have had seventeen dogs killed and 
the police have killed very many more, I have put in 
quarantine nine dogs, two of which were later killed, 
one developing symptoms of rabies. I have had nine 
other dogs killed which showed unmistakable symptoms 
of rabies, and have had reported to me by other 
Veterinary Surgeons and the police seven cases that I 
think there was no question as to their having this 
dread disease. How many other cases there have been 
in which the dog has gone off and died, there is no 
telling. 

There have been two cows which have died 
from rabies. The head of one was examined and 
proved positive, and in the other our diagnosis was con- 
firmed by the expert of the Cattle Bureau, who has 
charge of this branch of their work. There is at 
present one heifer in quarantine which has been bitten 
by a rabid dog. 

There have been nearly a score of people that have 
been bitten and most of these have gone to the Tewks- 
bury Hospital to take the Pasteur treatment for this 
disease. 

There are, at the present-time, without a doubt, 
many dogs in this city which have been bitten by rabid 
dogs, which will develop the disease and unless the 
owners are careful to prevent their running at large, 
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or keep them muzzled for some time to come, there 
will be much more trouble.

QUARANTINE PERIOD. 


In 320 cases, the average time of quarantine was 
23 days. The longest time lasted 88 days. 


During the year six families in which Diphtheria 
had appeared were referred to the Health Department 
for treatment. These families contained thirty in- 
dividuals, nine of whom were found to have the 
disease. In each family when consent could be ob- 
tained antitoxin was given to all exposed to the in- 
fection, as well as to those showing the presence of 
the disease. As a result only one patient was lost, a 
child of four years, sick five days before treatment. 

In the case of one family the mother first went for 
treatment for herself for sore throat to the Out Patient 
Department of an Hospital. A cuiture taken from her 
throat showed that she had diphtheria. She was im- 
mediately referred to the Health Department and was 
found to have six small children. Antitoxin was at 
once administered to the mother and all the children, 
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and all throats examined. Four of the children were 
found to have Diphtheria bacilli in their throats. The 
mother recovered and none of the children developed 
clinical symptoms. 

One milk route was investigated during the Fall 
on account of the appearance of a few cases of 
Diphtheria on it. Cultures were taken from nine 
workmen connected with it, one of which was found 
positive. The man from whom this was obtained was 
isolated and put under treatment. No other cases 
developed later.

GENTLEMEN :— In accordance with the requirements 
governing the Fire Department, it becomes my duty, as 
Chief Engineer, to present to you the annual report of the 
Fire Department of the City of Lowell for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1906. 

The report will be found to contain statements in de- 
tail embracing the amount of expenditures, a register of 
the department, with age, residence and occupation of 
each member, a record of all fires and alarms which have 
occurred during the year, and the cause thereof, with the 
names of the owners or occupants, the loss and insurance, 
as nearly as could be ascertained, and such information 
as is thought proper for your consideration.

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The apparatus is kept in the best possible condition, 
and consists at present of six Engines, eleven two-horse 
Hose Wagons, one Babcock Aerial Truck and three 
Trucks of other patterns, two Chemical Engines, one 
Hale Water Tower, one Patrol Wagon and Sleigh, fully 
equipped, six Hose Pungs, eight Fuel Wagons, two 
Wagons and one Sleigh for use on fire alarm, one Wagon 
and Sleigh for Chief’s use, one Wagon for Assistant 
Chief’s use, and nineteen Fire Extinguishers. In reserve 
there are three two-horse Hose Reels. 

A first size Engine should be purchased the present 
year to take the place of Engine 1 that has been in ser- 


vice thirty-six years. 


FIRE ALARM 


This branch of the service has been maintained in most 
excellent condition by the operator, Mr. H. C. Fernald. 

There have been one hundred and sixty-three alarms 
given from signal boxes, and the ‘*No School” signal 
has been given eleven times the past year. 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten-circuit 
non-interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cut-out and testing 
switchboard, one slate protector, twelve galvanometers, 
eleven bell-strikers, fifteen large gongs for engine houses, 
eight small gongs, seventeen indicators, sixteen electro- 
magnets and connections for opening stall doors, twenty- 
three electric light current protectors, one hundred and 
twenty-two public and twelve private signal boxes, one 
hundred miles of wire, the whole supplied with a storage 
battery of four hundred cups.

There is also one large gong and indicator combined 
in the Police Station, one large gong at Pumping Station, 
Merrimack Square, Tower’s Corner, corner of Bridge and 
First Streets, and near the Northern Depot. 

An additional appropriation will be needed this year 
to extend the placing of wires underground. 


TELEPHONE 


There are connected with this system twenty stations, 
consisting of transmitter, telephone bell and battery; there 
are also twenty-two tap bells for the rooms of the Engine 
Houses, and about forty miles of wire owned by the city, 
under the care of the Fire Alarm Operator, except the 
telephones and transmitters, which are leased from the 
Telephone Company. The ringing line is supplied by a 
storage battery of one hundred and ten cups. ‘ 


HORSES AND HARNESSES 


There are sixty horses in the service of the depart- 
ment. Nine new ones have been purchased the past year 
to take the place of nine that had passed their usefulness 
for this department. There are twelve sets of double, ten 
sets of three-horse hitch harnesses, and four single swing- 
ing harnesses of the Berry and Hale patents. 


PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT 


This department is maintained by the city and consists 
of seven permanent men. They responded to two hun- 
dred and two alarms; in service ten hundred and twenty- 
six and one-half hours; spread three hundred and nin 
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covers, and used one hundred and thirty-four extinguishers ; 
raised one hundred and twenty feet of ladders; seven hun 
dred and seventy hours inspection duty. 

Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, has used 
fifty-five tanks. Chemical B, attached to Truck 3, has 
used forty-five tanks. 


HOSE 


The department will need four thousand feet of new 


hose the present year. 


HYDRANTS 


Forty-two new hydrants have been added and one dis- 
continued the past year. The locations of the additions 
are as follows: Acton Street, 2; Andover Street, 4; Ap- 
ple Street, 1; Billerica Street, 3; Clark Road, 1; Denton 
Street, 1; Easton Street, 1; Eugene Street, 2; England 
Street, 1; Epping Street, 2; High Street, 1; Hoyte Ave- 
nue, 1;, Lawrence Street, 3; Linden Street, 1; Olney 
Street 1; Marginal Street, 2; Morton Street, 1; Mt. Hope 
Street, 1; Rogers Street, 2; Rockingham Street, 1; Roper 
Street, 1; Stackpole Street, 1; Stanley Street, 1; Stratham 
Street, 1; Willard Street, 1; Woburn Street, 4; Wyman 
Street, 1. The one discontinued was on Colburn Street, 


near Moody Street. 


FIRES AND LOSSES 


The whole number of alarms of fire during the year 
ending December 31, 1906, was five hundred and ninety- 


seven. One hundred and sixty-three were given from sig- 
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nal boxes (one general alarm included), one hundred and 
twenty-seven stills, one hundred and seventy-six telephones, 
sixteen automatics, and one hundred and ten reported 
alarms. The No School signal was given eleven times. 
There were two hundred and sixty-four fires extinguished 
by chemicals alone, and one hundred and six where water 
was used. The remaining number were extinguished by 
other means or had been put out before the arrival of the 
department. 

The whole amount of loss except the reported ones 
was $61,895.14; insurance, $811,919.61 ; paid, $59,624.43 ; 
loss above insurance, $2,270.71; valuation, $1,072,864.00. 
The reported loss was $5,370.51; insurance, 169,165.80; 
paid, $5,370.51; valuation, $9,996,150.00. 


There have been six alarms for fires out of the city to 
which some part of the department has responded the past 
year, for which no insurances are kept—Dracut, 2; 
Chelmsford, 4. 


There has been only one notable fire the past year. 
An alarm from box 72 at 1.53 a. m., followed by a gen- 
eral alarm at 1.59, January 27th, called the department to 
a fierce fire in the Richardson House. When the depart- 
ment arrived fire was rolling out of the rear windows in 
the third and fourth stories. One man was hanging out 
of his window on a rope escape. The rope had swelled 
and refused to work. He was taken down on the aerial 
ladder. Another was caught in the net. Another was 
taken down on a sixty-five foot extension ladder. A num- 
ber of other men came down on their rope escapes. One 


man and two women were smothered in their rooms before 
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the department arrived. A long delay before an alarm 
was given was caused by the parties in the room where 
the fire caught neglecting to give an alarm so they could 
escape without being known. The alarm was sent in by 
the watchman of the St. Charles Hotel after the fire had 
shown through the windows. This delay gave the side- 
walk critics a chance to roast the department, which they 
did in good shape. The investigation which followed 
proved that the department was not in any way to blame 
for the loss of life or delay in reaching the fire. The re- 
call was sent in at 8.30. The loss was $35,028.47. 

There were only five other fires where the loss was 
$1,000.00 and over.. 

March 20th, Mrs. N. D. Pratt’s dwelling on Hunt- 
ington Street. Loss $1,884.26. 

April 27th, T. H. Elliott’s dwelling and stable on 
Chelmsford Street. Loss $1,400.00. 


May sth, dwellings owned by O. F. Oulette, G. Pel- 
letier and Z. Perrusse on Acton Street. Loss $1,857.43. 

October 18th, Foundry owned by Robinson Bros. on 
St. Hyacinth Street. Loss $2,698.28. 

October 22d, W. E. Grady’s dwelling on Varnum 
Avenue. Loss $1,000.00. 

Making a total loss of $43,862.44 on the six fires. 

There has been seven incendiary and supposed in- 
cendiary fires during the year which were investigated by 
an aid of the Fire Marshal. There were only three false 
alarms.

REPORT 


LowELL, January 1, 1907. 
To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen, 


GENTLEMEN :— Herein is submitted the Annual Report of 
the Superintendent of Street Lights for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1906. 


The lighting of the streets is all done by contract with a re- 
bate for all lights not burning the designated time. In addition 
to the police, three permanent men from the fire department are 
detailed to look after all lights and see that they are kept in good 
order and giving the amount of light the city pays for. 


The Board of Aldermen ordered the past year the location 
of forty-one (41) gas, seventy (70) incandescent and three (3) 
arc lights; in addition, thirty-six (36) gas and seventeen (17) 
incandescent lights came with the part of Tewksbury annexed to 
this City. At present there are 1245 gas lights burning under a 
contract for five years from Oct. 13th, 1905, with the Lowell Gas 
Light Co., for $22.75 each light per year, to burn all and every 
night. There has been seventy-seven (77) new lights added and 
six (6) changed from gasolene, making a total of eighty-three 
(83) new lights, thirty-six (36) of which came with the Tewks- 
bury annex. The forty-seven new ones are located as follows: 
Ames Place one (1), Anderson Ave. one (1), Aberdeen one (1), 
Bertha one (1), Bodwell one (1), Bourne one (1), Bay State 
Court one (1), Browns Court one (1), Bodwell Ave. one (1), 
Boylston one (1), Chapel one (1), Corson one (1), Chase one 


(1), Dana one (1), Decatur Street Alley five (5), East Meadow 
Road one (1), Ellis Court two (2), Fourth Ave. two (2), Fair- 
mount one (1), First one (1), Foster one (1), Genoa one (1), 
High street extension one (1), Hurd one (1), Jacques one (1), 
Kirk Ave. one (1), Manchester one (1), Oxford one (1), Plain 
one (1), Parker two (2), Rogers one (1), Rhodora three (3), 
Seventh Ave. two (2), South Canton one (1), Third one (1), 
Wedge two (2). There were three (3) discontinued on account 
of electric lights. There are seventeen (17) lights owned by the 
different Corporations, the City paying for the gas. 


September Ist. a new contract was made with the Lowell 
Electric Light Co. for six years. The price of are lights was 
reduced from $120.45 to $100.00 per year. The incandescent 
lights taking the place of the gasolene lights cost $22.50 per 
year to burn all and every night—see contract with this report. 
At present there are five hundred and thirty-three (533) are 
lights, three (3) of which were added the past year and are loca- 
ted as follows: Hale, Moody, cor. Colburn, Beaulieu and Victor 
streets. One (1) was removed from Central street opposite G. 
H. Wood’s store, to Park Garden. In addition there are eight 
(8) lights on Fort Hill Park which burn four or five months 
each year, At present there are four hundred and eighty-seven 
(487) incandescent lights. Ninety-three (93) were added after 
the contract was made. Seventeen (17) of these came with the 
Tewksbury annex. The following are the locations of the seventy- 
six (76): Ayer one (1), Bishop two (2), Belmont Ave. one 
(1), Burnside Ave. one (1), Calvin one (1), Columbia one (1), 
East Meadow Road one (1), Fowler Road two (2), Glenwood 
one (1), Highland Ave. two (2), Mansur two (2), Old Ferry 
Road one (1), Penn Ave. one (1), Princeton Boulevard thirteen 
(13), Pawtucket Boulevard thirty-eight (38), Pawtucket Street 
three (3), Riverside Ave. one (1), Sprague Ave. two (2), Stew- 
art one (1), West Burnside Ave. one (1). 


The following is the contract with the Lowell Gas Light Co: 


THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered’into this 13th day of Octo- 
ber, A. D. 1905, by and between the CITY OF LOWELL, in the County 
of Middlesex and State of Massachusetts, party of the first part, and the 
LOWELL GAS LIGHT COMPANY, a corporation duly established by 
law and doing business in the City of Lowell, State of Massachusetts, 
party of the second part; 


WITNESSETH: That the said party of the second part for and in 
consideration of the covenants, articles and agreements hereinafter men- 
tioned, on the part of the said party of the first part and its successors to 
be observed and kept, hereby agrees to and with the said party of the 
first part to place the sixty Candle Power Improved Welsbach Street 
Lighting fixtures in street lanterns upon posts now standing, or which 
may hereafter be erected under this agreement, located along the lines of 
the gas mains of the party of the second part, at its own expense; furnish 
illuminant and mantles used in lighting; and employ labor, residents of 
the City of Lowell aforesaid, to light and keep the lanterns clean and to 
light all such lamps during the continuance of this agreement, in accord- 
ance with the following specifications, for the term of five (5) years from 
the date hereof. 


The party of the second part shall furnish the Improved Welsbach 
Boulevard Lanterns, and keep the same in good repair, in which the said 
party of the second part shall place the improved attachments for the 
Welsbach System of Street Lighting and street corner signs for corner 
lanterns, and attach to posts already erected and that may hereafter be 
erected, located along the lines of the gas mains of the said party of the 
second part. - 


- 
The said party of the second part agrees to furnish and erect stand- 

ard ornamental iron posts wherever necessary for additional lamps or- 

dered along the lines of the gas mains of said party of the second part. 


It is understood and agreed that all posts, lanterns and equipments 
furnished by the said party of the second part shall be and remain the 
property of the said party of the second part at the expiration of this 
contract or any continuance thereof, after which it shall have a right to 
remove the same within a reasonable time. 


The lamps to be lighted by the said party of the second part shall be 
lamps used in the streets of the City of Lowell, and not less than Eleven 
Hundred (1100) in number, and as many more as may be required and 
ordered by said party of the first part; all such additional lamps to be 
furnished by the party of the second part on the same terms and at the 
same rate of compensation as hereinafter provided for, and to be located 
along the lines of the gas mains of said party of the second part. 
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The lamps shall be lighted every night during the year and shall burn 
from dusk until dawn, a total of not exceeding 4000 hours per lamp in 
each year. . 

The party of the first part shall pay to the party of second part at 
the rate of twenty-two dollars and seventy-five cents ($22.75) per lamp 
per year for each and every lamp covered by the terms of this contract 
aforesaid, the same to be payable monthly as the service is performed. 

The lanterns shall be cleaned by said party of the second part to the 
acceptance of the party of the first part, during the term of this contract. 

This agreement shall continue in force for the period as hereinbefore 
stated, subject to appropriations being made for street lighting purposes. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the said City of Lowell, by its Super- 
intendent of Lamps, duly authorized, with the approval of the Mayor of 
said City, and the said Lowell Gas Light Company, by its proper officer, 
have hereunto set their hands and seals, the day and year first above 
mentioned.

The following is the contract with the Lowell Electric Light 
Corporation: 


THIS AGREEMENT made and entered into this day’ of 
1906, by and between The Lowell Electric Light Corporation, a corpora- 
tion duly established by law and doing business in Lowell in the county 
of Middlesex and Commonwealth of Massachusetts party of the first part, 
and the City of Lowell, a municipal corporation in said County and Com- 
monwealth, party of the second part, WITNESSETH: 


THAT the party of the first part in consideration of the agreements 
herein made by the party of the second part, agrees with the party of the 
second part: 


io THAT said party of the first part will furnish said city, subject 
to appropriations from year to year by said city, for a period of six 
years from September Ist, 1906, and thereafter until a new agreement 
is made or until after the expiration of three months after notice in 
writing by either party hereto of its election to terminate this con- 
tract, which notice may be given at any time after five years and nine 
months from said September tst, 1906, five hundred and thirty-eight 
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(538) electric arc lamps, as are now located in said City, and, subject 
to pole locations hereafter to be granted, as many more arc lamps as 
the Superintendent of Street Lamps or any officer, agent or servant 
of said city having proper authority to act in the premises shall order, 
such additional arc lamps to be located in said city at such points and 
places as may be designated in said order, and as the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen of said City shall approve, and said Company also 
shall furnish said city, subject to appropriations from year to year 
and subject to pole locations hereafter to be granted by said City, 
four hundred (400) forty candle power series incandescent lamps, 
said series lamps being intended to replace the four hundred gasolene 
lamps now in the streets of the City, but to be located where said 
Superintendent may direct and pole locations may be granted, and 
such additional number of said incandescent lights as the Superin- 
tendent of Street Lamps or any officer, agent or servant of said city 
having proper authority to act in the premises shall order, said addi- 
tional incandescent lights to be located in said city at such points and 
places as may be designated in said order, and as said Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen shall approve. 


2. THAT said arc lamps shall be of the enclosed arc type of seven 
and five-tenths (7.5) ampere capaci each and every such lamp in 
all the circuits of the lighting in the streets of said city by said Com- 
pany shall during the below stipulated hours of burning receive a 
current which will average during every period of three minutes 7% 
amperes, and shall be adjusted to maintain an average electric pres- 
sure during every period of five minutes of not less than sixty-eight 
(68) volts across the arc; said Company to maintain at all times a 
current of the amperes stated and an electric pressure of the voltage 
stated, except as follows: The current shall at no time for an appre- 
ciable period of time rise above 7 8-10 amperes or fall below 7 2-10 
amperes, and at no time shall an electric pressure across the are be 
greater than seventy-six (76) nor less than sixty-eight (68) volts. 
All are lamps shall be supplied by said Company at all times with the 
best high grade carbon and shall be encased in globes of clear or light 
opal glass (at option of the Superintendent of Street Lamps) free 
from spots and causing no rings when illuminated. Said globes to be 
kept clean and whole and free from dust and dirt and said ares to 
give a clear steady white light without undue flickering or hissing. 





3. THAT said are lamps and incandescent lights shall be operated 
and furnished with current and pressure as above stipulated contin- 
uously each and every night during the term of this contract from 
thirty (30) minutes after sunset until thirty (30) minutes before sun- 
rise, and in case of unusual darkness caused by storm or otherwise, 
said are lamps and incandescent lights shall be put in operation and 
lighted at sunset, time of sunrise and sunset to be determined by the 
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“Old Farmer’s Almanac.” Globes that may become broken shall be 
replaced by new ones, within a reasonable time. If said Superintend- 
ent of Street Lamps shall request any of the globes changed, such 
change shall be made at once and the positions and height above pave- 
ment shall be determined by said Superintendent of Street Lanips; 
all wires and other conductors shall be thoroughly insulated and so 
placed as not to endanger property and persons or to interfere un- 
necessarily with the work of the City Fire Department in case of fire. 


4. THAT in case the Superintendent of Streets of said City shall 
determine that any of the lamps, posts, supporting posts or apparatus 
connected therewith require repairing, owing to an unsightly or dan- 
gerous condition, the same shall be repaired at once or within twenty- 
four (24) hours after notice from said Superintendent; and if not so 
repaired, said Superintendent may make the repairs at the expense of 
said Company, and either deduct the cost thereof from any money 
due said Company or may recover the same by action in any court of 
competent jurisdiction as a debt due to the said City. 


5. THAT said Corporation will indemnify and save harmless said 
City from any and all loss, cost or damage that it may suffer by 
reason of any infringement suits, or by reason of any infringement 
of any patent right in the use of said lamps and lights, or the appa- 
ratus, fixtures, machinery or methods connected or used in connection 
therewith, and from all claims, liability or demands that shall be 
caused by the erection, maintenance or use of said lamps, or of the 
poles, wires, appliances or apparatus connected therewith, or from any 
defect therein, or by negligence or carelessness of said Corporation, 
its agents or servants, in the operation or management of said lamps. 
If the said city shall relocate any of the poles or lamps, the expense 
of the labor shall be paid by said city, but not the expense of the 
materials and other expense in making such change. 


6. THAT said Corporation may replace said arc lamps with a new 
and improved lamp, if it desires, provided that when properly tested 
by a standard General Electric luminometer the illumination produced 
by said new lamps shall be at least equal in quantity and quality to 
that of the lamps specified in this agreement; and provided also that 
such change is approved by said Superintendent of Street Lamps. 


7. THAT for each and every hour and for any portion of an hour 
amounting to fifteen (15) minutes or over (which portion of an hour 
shall be charged as one hour) that any public street light is unlighted 
when it should be lighted as herein provided said Corporation shall 
forfeit and pay to said City a sum equal to the amount of the average 
cost per hour of each light, based upon the annual rate payable under 
this contract, or such sum may be deducted from the amount payable 
from time to time to said Corporation. 


8 


8. THAT measurement of the power consumed and light given by 
said arc lamps and incandescent lights may be made from time to 
time by said Superintendent of Street Lamps or some person desig- 
nated by him. 


9. THAT said Corporation shall install at some suitable point in 
each circuit a proper device for inserting a plug and tap for connect- 
ing an ammeter into the circuit for the purpose of testing the current 
therein, and where the circuit runs near a Fire Department House, 
said device to be installed in the Fire House, so that the circuits may 
be tested while in operation. If the Superintendent of Street Lamps 
shall find that the current in any circuit is below the standard speci- 
fied, then he shall notify the Corporation of said deficiency, and same 
shall be corrected at once, or at least within twenty-four hours after 
receipt of notice at the office of The Lowell Electric Light Corpora- 
tion, and will when directed by said Superintendent furnish, erect and 
attend lamps and carbons for tests to be made at the engine houses 
or at the central stations or testing rooms of said Corporation offering 
all proper and necessary facilities for such tests. 


In case there is any dispute as to the accuracy of the instrument 
used, it is agreed that same shall be sent at once to the General Elec- 
tric Works in Lynn or to the Electrical Testing Laboratories in New 
York for recalibration and checking as to its accuracy. 


It is further agreed that the Superintendent of Street Lamps is 
hereby authorized to make such tests to determine the electric power 
furnished under this agreement as he shall deem necessary, and it is 
further understood and agreed that should any two consecutive tests 
made by the Superintendent of Street Lamps, in any one month show 
a less number of amperes or watts in any circuit in the service of 
said City than is herein provided, and, upon notification said shortage 
shall not be promptly corrected the said City may take a sum from 
the amount due to said Corporation for the lights in such circuit for 
the month in which said deficiency is found as shall be proportionate 
to the shortage in amperes or watts found by the said tests when com- 
pared with the standard amperes or watts herein provided. 


10. THAT said City shall have the right to place its fire alarm and 
police telegraph wires on any and all of the poles erected for said 
lighting service, free of charge to said City. 


11. THAT all poles, hoods, screens and lamp supports furnished by 
said Corporation must be painted, two coats of paint, in such color 
as may be directed by said Superintendent of Street Lamps, and such 
painting shall be done within thirty (30) days after said poles and 
lamp supports shall have been erected. All such poles or lamp sup- 
ports are to be numbered as directed by said Superintendent; no pole 
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shall be erected under this contract until the location of same has been 
approved by the Mayor and Aldermen of said City. No posters or 
advertisements of any kind shall be upon or attached to any such pole. 
If said Corporation shall fail to paint said lamps, posts, supporting 
posts or apparatus connected therewith, or to number said poles as 
herein required, said City shall be at liberty to do so at the expense 
of said Corporation, and either deduct the cost thereof from any 
money due the said Corporation, or may recover the same by action 
in any court of competent jurisdiction as a debt due to the said City. 
12. THAT said Corporation will apply for locations for subway and 
cable system for its wires in the following strects: 


Thorndike Street from Middlesex Street to Rock Street, 
Middlesex Street from Thorndike Street to Branch Street, 
Branch Street from Middlesex Street to Walker Street, 

Gorham Street from Appleton Street to Elm Street, 

East Merrimack Street from Merrimack Square to Fayette Street, 
Moody Street from Merrimack Street to Aiken Street, 


and within two years from the granting of locations for these sub- 
ways, said Corporation agrees to extend the underground system as 
above, and take down the overhead wires in said streets. 


13. Said party of the second part agrees to pay said Corporation, in 
the event that said Corporation furnishes according to the terms of 
this agreement the number of lights hereinbefore mentioned during 
the term of this agreement, the sum of not less than $5350. per month. 
No monthly bill in excess of this amount shall be paid unless the total 
number of arc and incandescent lamps furnished when billed at the 
rate of one-twelfth (1-12) of $100. ($8.33 1-3) monthly for each arc 
lamp and one-twelfth (1-12) of $22.50 ($1.8734) monthly for each 
incandescent lamp, shall together make a total monthly bill in excess 
of $5350; but in case that the total number of lamps required under 
this contract shall exceed the number above specified, then and in that 
case said City agrees to pay said Corporation for all excess lamps, at 
the rates above specified, namely:— $100. per annum for each arc 
lamp, and $22.50 per annum for each incandescent lamp, during the 
term of this contract, and to make payment on the tenth day of cach 
and every month of the sum due for the calendar month next preced- 
ing, when the bill therefor has been approved by said Superintendent. 
But if any of the lights fail to burn for any of the time they should 
be lighted, allowance in the manner set forth in paragraph 7 shall be 
made for such time as shall bé reported by the police or said Super- 
intendent, such sums to be deducted from the amount due said Cor- 
poration. 


14. It is further understood and agreed that of the 538 arc lamps 
referred to, eight (8) of said lamps, being those located at Fort Hill 
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Park, so called, may be discontinued during any portion of any year 
at the option of said Superintendent. 


15. It is also understood and agreed that if after September ist, 1908 
said Superintendent and the Mayor of said City deem that the price 
paid for lighting under this contract is excessive, then and in that 
case said Corporation shall submit the facts to the Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners of said Commonwealth so that said 
Board may make proper award as to the price that said City shall pay 
for said lighting, and said Corporation will be bound by said award. 
16. It is also understood and agreed that the contract for lighting 
now existing between said City and said Corporation, dated July 20, 
1902 on and after September 1st, 1906, shall become null and void.

Report of the Park Commissioners 


For the Year 1906 


The fourth annual report of the Park Commission 
to the City Council of the City of Lowell is herewith 
presented. 

The amount of the appropriation available for per- 
manent improvements this year was expended in all of 
the parks and commons instead of being expended as in 
recent years in one or two of the commons. For two or 
three years past the making of the malls and of athletic 
grounds on the South Common required the expenditure 
of a large sum of money; the completion of the larger 
part of this work permitted of improvements being 
made of 4 more general character than had been possi- 
bly hitherto. The report of the Superintendent to the 
Commission that accompanies this report will state in 
detail the work that has been done. In a general way 
it will suffice to state that the work consisted in making 
new walks and repairing old ones, in grading, filling, 
top and sub-dressing, and otherwise improving the land 
where the same. was needed, in laying a vitrified brick 
pavement at the entrance to the driveway to Fort Hill 
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Park, planting shrubbery, and making walks on the 
easterly border of the park in pursuance of the plan of 
’ Olmsted Bros., the landscape architects, in rebuilding 
the rockery at Tyler Park and in making other improve- 
ments therein. 

In pursuance of the policy of the Commission to 
bring the parks to the homes of the people, and to 
beautify the public squares and places adapted for the 
purpose, although the areas be small, the Water Works 
Square opposite the Pumping Station in Centralville, 
Mansur Square and Hovey Square in the Oaklands have 
been added to the Park areas and received appropriate 
treatment. There are many similar spaces in the City, 
especially in the residential parts, that as opportunity 
and means are afforded will be added to the neighbor- 
hood parks of the City. The expense incident to mak- 
ing these spaces attractive is not large and they certainly 
increase the attractiveness of the localities in which 
they are situated. By an order passed by the City 
Council this year the grounds situated in front of the 
City Hall have been put into the care of the Commission. 
It is the intention of the Commission to make changes 
in the Memorial lot opposite the City Hall grounds, and 
with that view, Mr. Olmsted, the landseape architect, 
has given suggestions as to the proper treatment of the 
lot; that the improvements contemplated may be thor- 
oughly done and conform to its surroundings, it will be 
necessary that changes be made in the grade of the 
walks about the lot, and it will be necessary that action 
be taken by the City Council to effect it. The Memorial 
lot by reason of its historical associations, and by reason 
of its proximity to the City [fall and the grounds ad- 
joining, located as it is in the heart of the City, should 
have the highest taste and skill bestowed upon it in any 
changes that may be made. 
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PLAY GROUNDS 


Early in the spring the apparatus for the play- 
ground on the South Common for children was set up. 
Tt consisted principally of swings and see-saws. The 
gymnasium was a success from the beginning, as de- 
termined by the number of children in attendance and 
using the apparatus. The playground was thronged 
with children and the apparatus was in constant use, 
when it was available for use, from the opening to the 
close of the season. There was no care-taker in charge, 
but the accidents were few in number and the injuries 
were not severe in any ease. The wear and tear of the 
apparatus, particularly of the swings and see-saws, due 
to rough and constant use, was very great. It was ne- 
cessary to bestow a great deal of time and labor to make 
repairs and to replace broken parts. 

The lessons taught by the experiment thus far are, 
that there is an important place for playgrounds, with 
apparatus thereon as an auxiliary to park use. The 
children enjoy it and it affords them health as well as 
enjoyment. During the long vacation season it keeps 
children off the street and serves to keep their minds 
and bodies engaged and interested in ‘‘the things that 
are more excellent.’’ In other cities in which outdoor 
gymnasia have been in use for many years there is 
abundant warrant for the view of the Commission, that 
it is desirable to continue the playground on the South 
Common and to make playgrounds in other parts of the 
City as means are afforded to do so. Next year a play- 
ground will be made and furnished with apparatns on 
the North Common. 

Another important lesson taught by the experience 
of this year is that the apparatus and appliances set up 
on the playgrounds should be of the strongest material 
possible to obtain. The expense of wear and tear is 


large and no pains should be spared to have the material 
of the most solid and substantial character possible to 
withstand the rough and constant usage to which it is 
subjected. 


NEW PARK LANDS 


The City has many spaces well adapted for park 
purposes within its borders. There is vacant land 
bordering on or near water-ways, rivers, canals and 
brooks that could be made attractive and accessible 
breathing places and resting places for the people. 
This is a work-shop city, and most of the inhabitants are 
workers. Their vacation season is very brief in dura- 
tion. The opportunities afforded to the adult citizen 
for study and rest under inviting and healthful condi- 
tions are limited. What is obtainable for the study of 
literature or art, the schools and the public library af- 
ford. The parks afford the means within the limits of 
the City for rest or recreation amid pleasant surround- 
ings, trees, flowers and grasses. In most of the cities of 
the union public spirited citizens of wealth by their gifts, 
or the City or the State have furnished extensive parks, 
well equipped, and in every way worthy to be the peo- 
ples’ pleasure grounds. ‘The Park systems of the cities 
are growing in importance and the highest skill ‘of land- 
scape architects is employed to make them attractive. 
There is a practical side that appeals to the taxpayer. 
In whatever part of a city a park is laid out and kept in 
good condition land in its vicinity increases in value and 
the city derives advantage from increased taxes. This 
year an unusual interest has been manifested by citizens 
in all parts of the city in the acquirement by purchase 
or lease of lands for park purposes, and in some in- 
stances action has been taken by petition or otherwise’ 
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requesting the City Council to take the action necessary 
to acquire such lands by the city. A petition numerously 
signed has been presented to the City Council asking 
that land be acquired in the Highlands for a public park 
and playground. This petition was referred to the Park 
Commission, and by it was referred to a sub-committee 
of the Commission that is making an investigation con- 
cerning the subject matter of the petition and a report 
embodying the information obtained by the Commission 
will be sent to the City Council. The land to which the 
petition relates was a part of the Livingston Estate. It 
is a large tract of land upon which are a large number 
of trees of different varieties; through a part of it runs 
a brook adapted for water effects, and it has a contour 
that permits of good park effects. There are citizens 
interested in the acquirement of land by the city for park 
purposes in Pawtucketville and Centralville; some of the 
land abutting on the Merrimack River has advantages 
in the location and otherwise for park use. The Com- 
mission is in sympathy with the efforts of citizens to 
inerease the Park system when it may be done to ad- 
vantage, and to improve the lands now used for the pur- 
pose, and will aid in obtaining information relative to 
the prices or terms upon which new lands may be ac- 
quired or other facts that may be pertinent. In making 
this statement concerning an increase of the parks in the 
City, it is fully realized that the expenditures in the fu- 
ture for the acquirement of land for park purposes must 
be considered with reference to other needs of the City. 
It is to be borne in mind that it is the City Council that 
must furnish the money necessary to obtain by purchase 
new lands, and that action cannot be taken by the Park 
Commission with respect to taking land without the 
means of payment therefor being supplied by the action 
of the City Council. 


ANNE STREET 


An effort is being made by the Commission to make 
some arrangement with the proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals on Merrimack River, to have the land on 
Anne street bordering on the easterly side of the canal 
utilized for park purposes. There have been several 
interviews concerning the matter between a committee 
of the Commission and Mr. Mills, the agent of the Com- 
pany, and as a result the City Solicitor has in prepara- 
tion legal papers designed to express the obligations of 
the parties in interest, the City of Lowell and the owners 
of the land, that are to be submitted to Mr. Mills, and 
when a definite understanding is reached a communica- 
tion will be sent to the City Council for such action as it 
may see fit to take. 


USE OF SOUTH COMMON 


For many years on the Fourth of July it has been 
the custom to set off a part of the South Common for the 
purpose of renting lots thereon for the erection of booths 
for the sale of goods, and for entertainments of various 
kinds; the revenue derived therefrom of late years was 
considerable in amount that was paid into the City 
Treasury, and it was an enjoyable feature of the celebra- 
tion of the day. A short time before the Fourth of July 
this year a proceeding in equity was begun to restrain 
the Commission from permitting the use of the Common 
for the purpose of renting lots. The injunction asked 
for in the form in which the petition was presented was 
refused and the lots were rented and occupied as had 
been done in previous years. It is not probable that the 
Commission will incur the risk of litigation by letting 
lots on the Common next year. 
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TREES 


There have been a great many applications to the 
Commission for the removal and the trimming of trees. 
In some of the streets of the city the trees are too thickly 
planted, in some instances causing an excess of shade 
and moisture detrimental to property or health, and in 
such cases where it has been clearly shown that such 
danger existed from a superfluity of shade, trees have 
been removed. It is the disposition of the Commission 
to save a live, well-shaped tree where it can be done, as 
it is the province of the Commission to save, and not. to 
destroy trees. This season 200 trees have been removed, 
most of them dead or decaying trees; of this number 35 
were killed by the escape of illuminating gas in Middle- 
sex street. Proceedings were begun against the Lowell 
Gas Light Company at the instance of the Commission 
to recover, under the Statute, a penalty for the loss of 
trees and injury to trees occasioned by the escape of gas 
from the pipes of the Lowell Gas Light Company, and 
a fine of nine hundred ninety dollars ($990.00) was im- 
posed by the Court that was paid by the Company. The 
money was paid into the City Treasury. 


MOTHS 


On the sixteenth day of October, last, the City Coun- 
cil of the city passed an order making the Park Commis- 
sion the agent of the city for the removal of the nests of 
brown tail moths. The Superintendent was instructed 
to purchase the materials and appliances necessary to 
remove the nests and to push the work vigorously in the 
season that the work can be done most effectively. Un- 
der the existing law the city, by its servants, may enter 
upon private lands to remove nests that have not been 
removed by the owners, after due notice, and a part of 


the expense of the removal shall be charged to the land 
owner and made a part of the taxes payable by him. 
This has caused some dissatisfaction on the part of per- 
sons who have made an effort to remove nests at their 
own expense who were assessed for the removal of nests 
by the city, but in many instances where this has occur- 
red the work was not thoroughly done in the first. in- 
stance by the owner, and it was necessary to complete 
the work. It is certain that the only course to take in 
dealing with the pests is to thoroughly remove the nests 
upon infested lands in all parts of the city. 

The Commission thanks the City Council for the 
liberal appropriation made by it for the Department of 
Parks. 

Mr. Whittet, the Superintendent, deserves credit 
for his efficient service during the year.

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General Superintendent’s Report 


Lowett, Mass., January 1, 1907. 
To tHE Park Commissioners. 


Gentlemen :— 


I herewith submit to you a report of the work done 
under your directions during the year 1906, together 
with a few suggestions and recommendations relating to 
the future need of improvements, and the general better- 
ment of the parks of our city. ° 

In presenting to you this report I regret to say that 
I have not been able to make the progress that I would 
have liked to have made, or would have accomplished 
had we had more funds at our disposal; the limited ap- 
propriations given compelled us to forego making many 
improvements which are already arranged for, and 
which are essential and necessary. 

I regret that more progress cannot be made towards 
improving our present parks and commons, as well as 
to increasing the same. The park department should 
be in a position where it could make additional purchases ~ 
of land yearly to be used for park purposes. 

Lowell is far in the rear in regard to her park sys- 
tem, and there is no reason why she should not be well 
up to the front. With a population of nearly one hun- 
dred thousand, and made up largely of working people 
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whose sole recreation is the parks, it is necessary that 
sufficient areas should be established in proportion to 
the population. 

I am anxious to see our city brought up to the front 
so that we can compare favorably with other cities of 
equal size and conditions, and if we can have sufficient 
funds, we can attain that place. Our parks are well 
patronized and I helieve they are appreciated. 

We have before us problems, not only of park im- 
provement, but of park development. We are not to 
forget, nor should we allow the people to forget, that our 
park system is but incomplete and rudimentary. We. 
have made admirable beginnings, which pledge and 
commit us to larger and more splendid undertakings. 
The opportunity exists for reserving country naturally 
beautiful; the banks along the rivers and canals should 
be preserved for the benefit of the public, and for their 
own beauty, which if once lost, cannot be restored for 
generations. 

The City of Lowell could have the finest river front 
parks in this country if the proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals would co-operate with the Park Board in beauti- 
fying the city. 

I would urge that at the earliest possible time, the 
Board acquire for park purposes all the property on the 
banks of the rivers and canals that it ean secure. Then 
we will have a waterway without an equal where pleas- 
ure seekers in row boats and launches will enjoy its 
charming and attractive seenery—a possession of which 
any city might well be proud. A river park with a 
pleasure drive along the crest of the river banks, con- 
necting Lowell with Lawrence is destined sooner or later 
to be the great boulevard of our park system. The 
banks of the Merrimack and Concord Rivers with its 
picturesque and beautiful scenery should be preserved 
forever. 

I trust that the itelkigoat and public spirited co- 
operation of the owners of “this favored soil needed for 
the extension of our park system will be forthcoming 
so that we can make our city more beautiful, and furnish 
open breathing spots for the people. 
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THE ROGERS FORT HILL PARK 


This is our largest park, and during the past year 
the usual care to keep this park up to its accustomed 
condition has been bestowed upon it, and its appearance 
has in no way lost its attractiveness. 

Several changes have been made towards the im- 
proving of the park during the past year; at the en- 
trance to the park there has been laid a crossing of 
vitrified brick which is of great convenience to the pub- 
lic; on the Hanks street side of the park a strip of 
ground from Rogers street to Park avenue has been 
prepared with loam, graded and turfed; several beds 
have been prepared on the same side of the park and 
planted with hardy shrubs in conformity with a plan 
prepared by Messrs. Olmsted of Brookline, Mass., a 
large strip of ground at the foot of the hill has been 
plowed, manured and the rocks removed, after which 
the ground was regraded and sown with grass seed. I 
would recommend that more lights be placed in this 
park. I would also call your attention to the condition 
of the walks on the main hill. 


BELVIDERE PARK 


The labor performed upon this park was about the 
same and of similar nature as in previous years, mostly 
in properly caring for the grounds. The concrete walk 
leading from Nesmith street to Park street and around 
the circle has been removed; the circle has been filled * 
with loam, graded and sown with grass seed. A broad 
walk of concrete has been laid in place of the old walk 
which was in a very dangerous condition. 


VARNUM PARK 


This park required only ordinary maintenance care. 
I would recommend that the seats and walk be removed 
from this enclosure, the gate placed back on, and the 
ground regraded and sown with grass seed, as at the 
present time it is impossible to keep the grass or the 
flower bed in good condition. 
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SQUARE

MT. VERNON PARK 


This park is in very fair condition, only ordinary 
maintenance care was given it during the past year. 


WATER WORKS SQUARE 


A large amount of work was done on this square 
during the past year; a curbing was placed around the 
lot, and it was filled in on an average of five feet to bring 
it up to the proper grade; the plot has heen neatly 
graded and sown with grass seed, a large flower bed 
laid out in the centre, which is greatly enjoyed by the 
residents in that vicinity. 


HOVEY SQUARE 


This is the smallest square under the control of the 
Department; it has been regraded, turfed, and a flower 
bed placed in the centre. 


LINCOLN SQUARE 


This square has been keep in the very best condition 
this year, only ordinary maintenance care being re- 
quired. 


MANSUR SQUARE 


This square is a recent addition to the park area of 
the city; it is at the junction of Parkview avenue and 
Mansur street. Loam has been carted to this square 
and it has been graded, turfed and a large flower bed 
placed in the centre, and it is a decided improvement to 
that locality. 


MONUMENT SQUARE 


Was kept in its usual good condition. It was made 
as attractive as could be with flowering bulbs and plants; 
we are in hopes of making it still more attractive during 
the coming year. It should be regraded and a new curb 
to match that in front of the City Hall, placed around 
it in place of the antiquated iron fence which now sur- 
rounds the plot. 
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CITY HALL AND MEMORIAL BUILDING 


On May twenty-ninth the following order was 
adopted by the City Council and approved by the Mayor 
June Ist, 1906. 

Ordered :— 

If the Common Council concur. That the Park 
Commissioners of the City of Lowell be and is hereby 
requested to take charge of and keep in proper condi- 
tion the grounds surrounding City Hall and Memorial 
Building. 

In accordance with the above order the grounds 
have been kept in order, and two large flower beds have 
been laid out in front of City Hall. The two lots of land 
can be further improved by the planting of shrubs, the 
lawn shou!d be manured, plowed, regraded and sown 
with grass seed. 


PENNIMAN SQUARE 


This square has been enlarged, a granite curbing 
now surrounds the lot, it has been regraded, manured 
and sown with grass seed. 


TYLER PARK 


A large amount of work has been done on this park 
during the past season; a large strip of ground has been 
plowed, manured and sown with grass seed; after having 
several trees which were too thick removed, the land 
being very poor and the loam not more than one inch 
in depth, it was necessary to team a large amount on to 
the ground; the walks, which have been very muddy, 
have been raised and a good foundation of cinders put 
in, which makes them high and dry; the rockery has been 
torn to pieces and in its place a more artistic rockery 
has been built which will be planted in the spring. 


SOUTH COMMON 


The entrance to this common has been improved by 
a new concrete walk from South street entrance to the 
junction of the Union street walk, which has been raised 
about eight inches higher than the old walk; an iron 
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grating has been placed around the drinking fountain 
and the fountain connected with the sewer; about 600 
yards of top dressing has been placed on the ball-field; 
new settees have been added. An important step has 
been taken in establishing a playground for the children, 
which has been started at the east end of the common. 
We have put in some see-saws, swings and sand courts, 
and they have been greatly enjoyed by the children. 
The new ball grounds were quite frequently patronized, 
as well as the athletic grounds. 


NORTH COMMON 


We have done considerable grading on this common 
which has greatly improved the looks of the ground; the 
material for that grading and filling were procured 
through the excavations for cellars in the neighborhood; 
a back stop has been erected on the ball field, and sev- 
eral of the walks which were in very bad shape have been 
raised and concreted. The number of settees has been 
increased, thereby accommodating a greater number of 
people during the band concerts and the warm summer 
evenings when so many congregate to enjoy the pleasure 
of being out of doors. « 


IN CONCLUSION 


The people of the Highlands are Jonging for a park, 
and I believe that it would be a wise move to secure in 
the near future a tract of land in this vicinity for a park; 
such a park embracing woodland and water, with drives, 
walks and picnic grounds in the woods would be a valua- 
ble and attractive addition to our city, and steps should 
be taken to secure such a tract while land is reasonable, 
even if it were not developed for some time to come. 

In the pioneer days of park work it was not an easy 
thing to interest the average citizen. It is a splendid 
tribute to our developing spirit of local and national 
beauty that it is now a difficult matter to find an intelli- 
gent and progressive citizen who is not taking more or 
less interest in the improvement of the parks in our city. 

To the people of wealth, and those who have fine 
grounds and estates, the parks mean only a development 
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of property, with fine drives where they may drive at 
their pleasure, but to the-poor laborer the parks mean 
a place of recreation, a place where they may go with 
their families for an outing, away from the crowded 
tenement or workshop, and breathe God’s fresh air. 
The parks are their places of recreation, and they should 
be made as pleasing as possible. 


The true purpose of a park is to provide for the 
dwellers in cities convenient opportunity to enjoy 
beautiful natural scenery and to obtain relief from the 
nervous strain of city life. Such relief is afforded in 
no way so agreeably and conveniently as by a ramble 
amid the natural scenery of a park and by the leisurely 
contemplation of the landscape. There are many work- 
ers in a city who suffer more or less from nervous strain, 
though often they are not fully aware of it, and to such 
a park with natural scenery affords untold benefits. 


Not as Superintendent of Parks, but as a plain 
citizen, with some civic pride, desiring the welfare of the 
people and looking forward to the time when the popula- 
tion of Lowell will number several hundred thousands, 
I wish that at least one or two vacant squares in each 
ward of the city might now be acquired, to be preserved 
for park purposes and improved as rapidly as the in- 
creasing wealth of the city would justify the expense. 

I would urge upon the members of the Park Com- 
mission the importance of providing interior parks that 
will beautify this city and prove a blessing to the people. 
Urban parks within easy walking distance of every home 
are greatly to be desired, and in no way can you make a 
city more attractive to visitors. The cost of land will 
now probably be many times less than it will be a genera- 
tion later. 

A great many people think a park is an extrava- 
gance, and that it takes a great deal of money to main- 
tain it, and that bonds have to be issued to maintain it. 
The experience of every city in this country proves the 
contrary—proves that parks are an asset; not only an 
asset, but a good investment, and that property con- 
tiguous to the park is very much enhanced in value. 
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Park lands are everywhere worth more than their 
cost; they are a good investment for the taxpayers; the 
expense of their improvement and maintenance will be 
returned to the city treasury in many ways. 

“‘Central Park in New York is two and three-fourths 
miles in length and about half a mile wide. It contains 
843 acres. The original cost of the land from Fifty- 
ninth street to One Hundred and Sixth street was $5,- 
444 369.90. Of this there was assessed on adjoining 
property $1,657,590, leaving to be paid by the corpora- 
tion $3,786,779.90. There was a piece of land bought 
between One Hundred and Sixth street and One Hundred 
and Tenth street at a cost of $1,400,000, making the total 
cost of the land $6,800,000. At the present real estate 
figures it is worth $225,000,000. 

With all the millions New York had previously ex- 
pended for park lands and improvements, only a few 
years ago large areas of additional park lands were se- 
eured at an expense of some $9,000,000 or $10,000,000 
and that municipality has again this year undertakings 
for additional parks at an authorized expenditure of sev- 
eral millions more. 

Philadelphia, with her city squares and beautiful 
Fairmount Park, is just undertaking at an estimated 
cost of $6,000,000 the construction of a boulevard from 
the new City Hall direct to Fairmount Park, much of 
the way through a densely built up part of the city. 
These are only instances of the movement going on 
everywhere and proves that parks are worth all they 
cost. 

The experience of other cities shows that park de- 
velopment has been materially assisted by liberal gifts 
of land and money, and in almost every community that 
park systems are a movement not only to the wise public 
policy but to private benefaction as well. 

Lands should be given; for any man owning a large 
tract of land can afford to give one-half of it for park 
purposes, because the other half will be worth from two 
to three times as much as the whole was worth. 

Springfield has had presented to her by public 
spirited citizens 350.70 acres out of a total of 474.48. 
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Lowell has had 31.81 acres given to her out of a total of 
72.62. Note the difference. 


In closing my report I wish to express to the mem- 
bers of the Board of Park Commissioners my fullest ap- 
preciation for their support and their good will, and 
wish to thank the employees of the department for the 
efficient service rendered, making it possible to accom- 
plish all that has been done.

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INSECTS 


An energetic warfare has been carried on against 
devastating insects such as the Brown-tail and Gypsy 
Moths. It is laborious, dangerous and expensive work, 
but it has resulted in successfully checking the devastat- 
ing progress and work of these insects, and therefore 
money and labor in that line is well spent. 

During the past year about 15,000 nests were re~ 
moved from the street trees and nearly 80,000 nests: 
from private property, the city receiving back from the 
owners of property about $1,200.00. 

Great credit is due the school children for their in- 
terest in destroying the pest, and especially to the pupils 
of the Billings Street School; this school having the 
honor of destroying more nests than any other school, 
and the pupils being the youngest. 


! THE GYPSY MOTH, 


The gypsy moth caterpillar will attack all fruit, 
shade and woodland trees. It shows a preference for 
the apple, white oak, red oak, willow and elm. It will 
devour on occasion nearly every useful grass, plant, 
flower, shrub, vine, bush, garden or field crop that grows 
in Massachusetts. 

“Where the gypsy moth abounds in residential dis- 
tricts, it not only eats everything green, but it swarms 
in caterpillar form upon houses, walks and verandas 
and often enters dwellings. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth are laid in July and 
August in a yellowish, hair-covered mass averaging 
about one and one-half inches long and about three- 
fourths of an inch wide. To the eye the egg mass re- 
sembles a small, tightly stuffed, oval, buff-colored cush- 
ion. During the winter the color often fades to a dingy 
white. In this mass the eggs, to the average number of 
about five hundred, are closely packed with yellowish 
hair from the body of the female moth. The eggs hatch 
about May 1, and each mass yields a swarm of small 
caterpillars, the bulk of which become fully grown by 
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mid-summer. Gypsy moth caterpillars of any age are 
decidedly hairy. The head of the caterpillar is large 
in proportion to its body. 

The mature caterpillar has a dusky or sooty-colored 
body. Along the back, counting from the head, which 
is marked with yellow, is a double row of blue spots fol- 
lowed by a double row of red spots. This double row of 
spots almost invariably may be seen very distinctly on 
the back of a gypsy moth caterpillar which has attained 
a length of one and a half inch or more. There are five 
pairs of blue spots and six pairs of red spots. No other 
New England larva has this double row of blue and red 
spots along its back. The mature gypsy moth cater- 
pillar not infrequently attains a length of three inches. 

‘When fully grown, usually in July, the caterpillar 
spins a few threads of silk as a supporting framework, 
casts its skin and changes into a pupa, or, as it is some- 
times called, a chrysalis. The pupa is dark reddish or 
chocolate in color and thinly sprinkled with light red- 
dish hairs. From July 15 to August 15 the winged 
moths emerge from the pupae, the date varying accord- 
ing to the season and time of pupation. The male moth 
is brownish-yellow, varying to greenish-brown in color, 
has a slender body and expands about one and one-half 
inches. It flies actively by day, with a peculiar zigzag 
flight. The female moth is nearly white, with numerous 
small black markings, heavy bodied and sluggish, and 
expands about two inches. The female does not fly. 
After mating the moths live but a short time. The fe- 
male dies after depositing her egg mass. In laying, the 
female moth chooses tree trunks, the under sides of 
limbs, sheltered crotches and holes in trees, hollow trees, 
crevices in or under rough bark, etc. The egg clusters 
are also found on shrubbery, buildings, scattered and 
heaped rubbish, barrels, boxes and similar objects stand- 
ing out of doors; wood piles, stone piles, fences, walls, 
boulders and the like. 

No single method of destruction against the gypsy 
moth is more effective than killing the eggs. The egg 
masses wherever accessible can be killed from August 
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to May by soaking them thoroughly with creosote mix- 
ture. The creosote may be applied with a small paint 
brush. 

Having made an exhaustive report of the Brown- 
tail Moth in my last year’s report to the members of the 
Commission, it is not necessary to repeat in this, as 
everybody is more or less familiar with the moth.

SHADE TREES 


Let the people who live in the city show their in- 
terest in the beautifying of the city and the streets of 
the city by planting a tree and by taking such precaution 
in its planting as will tend to insure its growth. Don’t 
plant the tree unless you do take such precautions as the 
surroundings require; the more dead trees there are the 
less will the general public be interested in the planting 
of others. 

An individual who improves his front yard, if he has 
one, or places window boxes at his windows, or small 
evergreens at his doors, or improves his side yard or 
back yard, if he does nothing else, is not altogether 
egotistic; he is giving pleasure to all who pass. If he 
undertakes in a quiet, tactful, but direct way a move- 
ment that will induce similar improvements of his block, 
he is acting in a way that is altruistic, but the improve- 
ment of his block will help him egotistically, because his 
own house will be more beautiful from its location on 
a beautiful street. To make a city beautiful we are un- 
questionably dependent upon the interaction of the in- 
dividuals that compose the city on the one hand, and the 
city in its corporate capacity on the other. The more 
individuals there are who show their interest in the em- 
bellishment of their city by proving that interest by their 
efforts, the greater will be their direct influence when 
appealing for better conditions generally, and far 
greater will be their indirect influence by the simple 
power of suggestions offered to all passers-by. 

The natural condition of forest trees is health; the 
natural condition of all things living is health. When 
there is disease and death there must be a cause. Life 
and death are antagonistic forces and cannot long exist 
side by side. The work that is fast extending through 
the country to the relief of suffering trees, is surgery, 
tree surgery, pure and simple. The decay is removed 
and life is preserved. To be a successful tree sturgeon

one must have a broad knowledge of horticulture, land- 
seaping and floriculture. The first thing of all is the 
love for all iife. Trees must be studied as individuals 
must be studied. People everywhere are awakening 
more and more to the fact that the growing of trees is 
a difficult art, and that a tree destroyed cannot be re- 
placed. The tree surgeon aims to help tree life exactly 
as the human surgeon aims to help human life. But he 
does more for the trees than the aborculturist; rather 
than grow them he aims to preserve them. ‘The tree 
surgeon has come to stay. The work is spreading 
rapidly. A school for teaching the new methods and 
training men for the work. has been successfully started 
in the West. 

The trees in all our large cities have too often suf- 
fered from the carelessness of the citizens; they have 
been outrageously injured by the telegraph, telephone 
and trolley companies that have lopped and hacked them 
at their own sweet will, and even used them, too, as 
posts for their wires. They have been neglected, allowed 
to dry in seasons of drought, when a drink of water 
at the roots and a spray from a lawn sprinkler among 
their leaves would have kept them fresh and green. In 
the destruction of our native birds they have suffered, 
because insects now prey on the leaves by millions, and 
many trees in this city have suffered from the devasta- 
tion of these insects. 

Drivers of carriages and wagons have tethered 
their horses to shade trees, and half-fed animals have 
gnawed their bark, and in some instances almost girdled 
them; destructive gamins have whittled the bark, broken 
twigs and branches, stoned horse-chestnuts to bring 
down the fruit, and they have been known to break the 
protections placed about the trunks. The spraying of 
leaves with poisons when the caterpillars are at their 
worst is undertaken by men employed for the purpose 
and by those who have trees before their homes they 
think are worthy of protection. The birds would have 
done the work better, but no bird except the sparrow 
will stay where he is not wanted. Trees are not merely 
beautiful—but their shade is cooling in the withering 
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heats of summer; they breathe the freshness from their 
leaves, they conserve moisture, and without them our 
streets would be deserts. Let them flourish everywhere. 

One of the important functions the people lose sight 
of is the fact that the leaves of a tree take from the air 
carbonic acid gas which is injurious to animal life, es- 
pecially to mankind; separate it into carbon and oxygen, 
fitting the carbon to be converted into wood of the tree 
and giving back to the air the life—sustaining, health- 
ful oxygen for the use of the animal kingdom. It is 
difficult to form an unprejudiced opinion about the 
relative value of trees for ornamental purposes. It is 
almost impossible for a single individual to acquire the 
experience necessary to enable him to judge correctly. 
To do this requires a long life of intelligence and activ- 
ity and residence in all latitudes and climes where trees 
grow. The study of trees is a matter worthy of the at- 
tention of the best people, and unless the people of the 
present intend to repeat and continue in the future the 
errors of the past, it is incumbent on them to call a halt 
and commence a diligent study of the trees. 

In the last part of the summer of 1905 my attention 
was called by the residents of Middlesex Village to the 
condition of the trees on both sides of Middlesex street; 
at that point, the condition of the trees appeared to 
grow worse rather than better. In September the resi- 
dents on the street petitioned the Park Board for a hear- 
ing in regard to the killing of the trees, and a hearing 
was granted Thursday evening, September 21, 1905. 
It was largely attended, and it was the opinion of those 
present that the trees were killed by gas. I was author- 
ized to make an investigation, and in my investigation 
I found that the roots of about 45 magnificent elm and 
maple trees would break off like a pipe stem, the bark 
fell away from the tree, and the leaves would droop and 
dry up on the tree and when touched would crumble like 
dust, all indications of gas poison. 

I made a report to the Board of all the facts in the 
ease after a visit to Springfield, Mass., where Commis- 
sioner Hall and myself went for information, they hav- 
ing had a similar case, it being plain that the Lowell 
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Gas Light Company was negligent by the forcing of gas 
through a leaky main. I was authorized to bring suit 
against the Lowell Gas Light Company under the Re- 
vised Laws, No. 208, Section 102, which provides among 
other things, that whoever negligently injures or de- 
stroys ornamental or shade trees in a public way or 
place ‘‘shall forfeit not less than five nor more than one 
hundred dollars, one-half to the use of the complainant 
and one-half to the use of the city or town in which said 
act is committed.’’ Suit for this penalty must be 
brought ‘‘within one year after the offense is commit- 
ted.’? The killing in question was not completed until 
this year, and the final injury has been done this year. 
A settlement satisfactory to the Board was made in be- 
half of the City by the Gas Company. ‘‘Awards’’ be- 
ing made on this basis :—Perfect condition as to health, 
open wounds and location, 100 points. Condition being 
more important, 60 per cent. As to location for shade 
or ornament 40 per cent. 

Tt is a fact worthy of remark that we have removed 
nearly all the dead and unsightly trees in this city dur- 
ing the past two years that we have had the care of the 
trees. This year we have removed the following kinds 
and numbers of each kind:

In addition to performing a vast amount of trim- 
ming at the request of numerous individuals, as well as 
that found actually necessary, there yet remains a large 
amount of work to be done on the trees in our city; we 
need to start on a systematic plan of trimming and re- 
moving dead wood from the trees as the dead wood is 
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liable to break off and do damage. Another thing I 
hope to see the city do in the near future, that is to plant 
trees on the streets in the residential sections of the 
city, and I herewith present six good reasons for the 
planting of trees: 
First. They increase the value of surrounding 
property. 
Second. They protect the pavement from the heat 
of the sun. 
Third. They add beauty and comfort to the city 
streets. 
Fourth. They cool the air in summer and radiate 
the warmth in winter. 
Fifth. They purify the air; the leaves inhale car- 
bonic acid gas and exhale oxygen. 
Sixth. They aid in counteracting the unnatural 
conditions of city life. n

6 LIBRARY TRUSTEES’ REPORT OF 1906 





It will be seen by the foregoing statement that the 
amount of money provided by the City hardly paid for the 
actual running expenses of the Library, the small amount 
available for books being more than offset by the deterioration 
in our books due to wear and tear. The inadequacy of the 
appropriation will be seen when it is known that the above 
figures do not include the charges for the Children’s Room 
and the Sunday opening of the Library. The expense for 
both of these has been charged to the John Dayis Fund.

We again beg to state our position in regard to the use 
we believe should be made of the income of this Fund, and to 
protest at the unfair treatment of the Library of the past two 
years in deducting from the usual annual appropriation the 
amount which we receive from a gift. This gift was un- 
questionably given to improve the Library, and to put the 
Trustees into a position to buy books and other things which 
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we might otherwise feel that we could not afford. This treat- 
ment made the City Treasury the beneficiary of the gift and 
left the Library no better off than before. 


As in the past, we have followed what we believe to be 
the intention of the donor of the gift, and have declined to 
spend the income from it for any excepting special purposes. 

A Children’s Room has been furnished, supplied with 
books, and the expense of the attendant paid for whoily from 
the Davis Fund, and, in addition to this, from the income 
from the same Fund, a room in the main Library has been 
fitted with cases and supplied with complete and attractive 
sets of the standard authors, these volumes being at all times 
accessible to the public. 

The Library has been opened on Sunday afternoons and 
evenings and the Reading Room all day and evening on Sun- 
day, the cost of the attendants and lighting being met from 
the Davis Fund, as the usual appropriation from the City has 
never been sufficient to permit of this service. 


CITY APPROPRIATIONS 


Although the demands on the Library have been con- 
stantly increasing by reason of the natural growth of the 
City and by the growing demands of its educational insti- 
tutions, the income of the Library from City appropriation 
has been decreased:

In no other department of the City is the annual income 
less than ten years ago. As was shown in our Report for 
1906, the amount appropriated for library use in Lowell is 
equalled only by cities of about one half the size of ouT 
City. 
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THE STANDARD LIBRARY 


In pursuance of our policy to devote the income of the 
Davis Fund to special objects, we have during the past year 
established the Standard Library. The room previously used 
as a Catalogue Room and, later, as an Exhibition Room, has 
been supplied with shelving, low enough so that the wall space 
above might still be used for exhibitions, and supplied with an 
attractive lot of sets of books of the best writers. 

We have aimed to give this room the character of a 
private library and to furnish it with such books as would be 
read for pure enjoyment, rather than books for study or such 
books as are to be found in the Reference Department. 

We hope to establish an Industrial Library, for the benefit 
of those interested in the textile and other interests of our 
City. Such a library would, we believe, exercise an important 
influence in the industrial development of our City.

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CHILDREN’S ROOM 


Libraries all over the country have been giving, in recent 
years, greater recognition to the needs of children. A desire 
to do more for them in our own Library has been felt for 
some time. The first step in this direction was taken when 
the Trustees, in January, 1901, voted to abolish the twelve- 
year age limit. This, of course, brought a great many more 
children to the Lies, and the need of a special room for 
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them became evident. On January 5, 1903, it was voted to 
fit up the room which had been used as an exhibition room for 
this purpose. The room was furnished with low shelving for 
books and with tables and chairs of various sizes and with 
suitable pictures. 

The room was opened September 14, 1903, and from the 
very first it became evident that here was an opportunity at 
least to do a work of the highest importance. Besides the 
entertainment which is furnished the children, we are con- 
stantly educating a class that will become the most intelligent 
users of the Library in the future. That the room is useful 
and needed may be seen by anyone who will visit it out of 
school hours. We believe that its importance will be more 
and more recognized and that it is capable of much greater 
development and usefulness. 


HEATING AND VENTILATION 


There has been need of radical changes in the method of 
heating and for ventilation. The chief objection to the heating 
is not because it is not powerful enough, but it is intermittent 
—we are alternately too hot and too cold. We have no control 
of the amount of heat which we should receive or when we 
shall receive it. We have it whenever they choose to send it 
over from City Hall. The manner of heating the Library for 
the evening is especially objectionable. In the latter part of 
the afternoon the blower fan, which drives the heated air over 
our building, is speeded up to its utmost capacity, and our 
rooms are quickly heated to 80 degrees. The fan is then 
stopped and, except in exceptional cases, not run again on that 
day. Weare expected to conserve the heat given us in the 
afternoon until we close, at nine o’clock. The overheating of 
the upper rooms is due in part to the difficulty found in heat- 
ing the lower Reading Room. If coils for direct steam were 
placed where they would do the most good in the lower rooms, 
a large part of the present difficulty would be obviated. 

There would still remain the crying need for some sort of 
ventilation. There is none whatever, and not only is this the 
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case, but a large part of the air supplied our building comes 
directly out of the cellar and is the basement air from both 
Memorial Hall and City Hall. This is a condition of things 
that would not be tolerated in any public school and demands 
an efficient remedy. 


NEEDS OF THE LIBRARY 


The great need of the Library, aside from books, is for 
more printing. Not since April, 1908, has the Library been 
able to issue any bulletin or catalogue to show the contents of 
the Library. A library should advertise its business as well as 
any other concern. 

Good bulletins, such as we once published, and Finding 
Lists, would greatly add to the use of the Library. The value 
of such library aids is universally recognized. So much print- 
ing is needed and so much material already prepared and 
awaiting publication, that we would be glad to see established 
at the Library a small printing plant sufficient to print fre- 
quent bulletins and finding lists of special subjects, as well as 
the general printing of the Library.

Gentlemen of the City Counctl: 


In compliance with the City Ordinances, I submit 
the following report of the Law Department for the 
year ending February 28, 1907. 


LITIGATION. 


10350. Frank B. Dow v. Fames B. Casey, Mayor. 
10351. Fisher H. Pearson v. Same. 
10352. Laforest Beales v. Same. 


Entered in Superior Court, 1906. 

These were petitions to the Superior Court, brought 
under section 4 of chapter too of the Revised Laws, 
for a review of the charges, of the evidence submitted 
thereunder, and of the findings thereon by the Mayor 
of Lowell, in a proceeding in which the several 
petitioners were removed from office, by said Mayor, 
as members of the Board of Police. 
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A hearing was had before Mr. Justice Hitchcock 
of the Superior Court, who affirmed the orders of the 
Mayor removing said petitioners fromr office. There- 
after, they filed bills of exceptions to the rulings of 
said Justice, which bills were disallowed by him on 
the ground that the decision of the Superior Court upon 
the matters raised in these proceedings was final and 
not subject to exception. The petitioners thereupon 
brought petitions to the Supreme Judicial Court for 
the Commonwealth to prove their exceptions, and they 
also filed appeals from the order of the Superior Court 
disallowing their exceptions. 

By order of said Supreme Judicial Court the six 
cases were heard and determined together. The cases 
were argued at the November sitting of the Full Court, 
and on January 8th, last, said Court ordered the several 
petitions and appeals dismissed, thus affirming the 
finding of the Justice of the Superior Court. 


497. Fames B. Casey v. Girard P. Madman, et al. 


This was a petition to the Supreme Judicial Court 
for a writ of certiorari by James B. Casey, Mayor of 
Lowell, seeking to have a certain joint order of the 
City Council, redistricting said city into a new division 
of wards, declared illegal. The petition was filed June 
7, 1905, I appeared for both branches of the City 
Council and the City Clerk, and a hearing was had 
before Mr. Justice Loring, who on June 24, 1905, 
ordered a decree dismissing the petition, and, at the 
request of the petitioner, reported the case to the Full 
Court. At the January 1906 sitting thereof the case 
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was submitted on briefs and on April 4, 1906, rescript 
was filed directing the following entry: ‘Petition 
Dismissed.” 


76. D. Maria Parker v. City’of Lowell. 


This case has been pending since 1894, and was a 
petition for a jury to assess damages for the taking of 
land of the petitioner for the Centralville main sewer. 
Settled for $500, which is substantially the amount 
originally awarded with interest thereon. 


1531. (Equity) Foseph F. Convery, et al, v. Fohn F. 
Pickman, et al. 


Entered in Superior Court, July, 1906. This was 
a petition for an injunction to restrain the City of 
Lowell from licensing the use of the South Common by 
private persons or corporations for amusement enter- 
prises, for the sale of goods for profit, and for the 
erection of tents, booths and other structures for said 
purposes. The case was heard before Mr. Justice 
Fessenden July 3, 1906. At the close of the hearing 
the petition was refused. 


11175. Gertrude Sheldon, et al, v. City of Lowell. 


This is an action to recover back a sum paid by 
the plaintiffs as an assessment for watering certain 
streets, on which plaintiffs’ property abutted. The 
writ is dated August 29, 1906, and returnable to the 
Superior Court the first Monday of October, 1906. 
Pending. 
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10175. Ellen O'Connor v. City of Lowell. 


This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by reason of a defect in 
the sidewalk on South Street opposite No. 198. The 
writ was dated February 3, 1906, and was returnable 
to the Superior Court on the first Monday of March, 
1906. An investigation showed that the defect actually 
existed. The liability of the city seemed reasonably 
certain and the injuries were severe. The case was 
settled by the payment of the sum of $150, without costs. 


10684. Peter Gilbert v. City of Lowell. 


This was an action of tort to recover the sum of 
$1,000 for injuries received to plaintiff's horse January 
23, 1905, by reason of an alleged defect in the bridge 
over the canal on Aiken Street. The writ was dated 
May 24, 1906, and was returnable to the Superior 
Court the first Monday of July, 1906. The case was 
fully prepared for trial and was expected to be tried at 
the October sitting of the Superior Court, but after 
conferences with the plaintiff's counsel the case was 
settled by the payment of $50, without costs, which 
was a less sum than it would have cost the city to try it. 


10806. Dennis E. Conners v. City of Lowell. 
10807. Thomas H. Kelly v. City of Lowell. 


These two cases were of the same nature, and were 
petitions to recover, under the statutes, certain sums 
of money paid to the City Treasurer for tax titles which 
were alleged to be. defective by reason of errors, 
omissions and informalities in the assessment and sale 
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of the land. The writs were dated June 6, 1906, and 
returnable to the Superior Court the first Monday of 
August, 1906. I made a very careful investigation of 
the facts in each case and being satisfied it was for the 
best interest of the city to avoid the recovery of larger 
amounts I allowed judgment for the plaintiff, Dennis 
E. Conners, in the sum of $20.12, with costs amounting 
to $16.71, and to the plaintiff Thomas H. Kelly, the 
sum of $683.49, with costs amounting to $16.71, all 
of which the city paid. 


9077. Fohn L. Douglass, et al, v. City of Lowell. 


This was an action of contract brought to recover 
the sum of $689, and interest thereon, alleged to be due 
the plaintiffs for having been to the expense of hiring 
necessary men and of purchasing necessary materials 
for the laying of waterproof covering for the floor of 
the Aiken Street bridge, on a contract dated November 
17, 1904, and an additional sum of $25.40 for materials 
sold to the defendant. The writ was dated June 15, 
tg05, and returnable to the Superior Court the first 
Monday of August, 1905. The case was heard before 
the jury at the April sitting of the Superior Court, 1906. 
At the close of the hearing; upon motion of defendant's 
counsel, the presiding Justice instructed the jury to 
render a verdict for the defendant. Exceptions to this 
ruling and to the rejection of certain evidence offered 
by the plaintiffs were taken by the plaintiffs to the 
Supreme Judicial Court. The case was argued before 
the Full Court in January, last, who on this date have 
filed a rescript directing the overruling of the plaintiffs’ 
exceptions.

General v. City of Lowell. 


This was an action of contract brought by the 
plaintiff to recover the sum of $119.78 for board and 
tuition of Kate Noyes and Henrietta Follensby at the 
Massachusetts School for the Feeble Minded. The 
writ was dated June 29, 1905, and returnable to the 
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Superior Court of Suffolk County. Hearing on an 
agreed statement of facts was had at the October, 1906 
sitting of said Court, and on October 2, 1906, the Court 
found for the plaintiff and ordered judgment for the 
sum of $128.79, from which judgment an appeal was 
taken by the defendant to the Supreme Judicial Court 
for the Commonwealth. Arguments were made before 
the Full Court January 21, 1907, and to-day said 
Court has entered a decision ordering the judgment of 
the Superior Court affirmed. 


8911. Charles Cowley v. City of Lowell. 


This case is explained on page 13 in my last report. 
Walter Adams, Esq., resigned as Auditor and Franklin

To His Honor the Mayor and Members of the City Council 
of the City of Lowell. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I herewith submit my Seventh Annual Report of the 
Department of Wires, as required by Ordinance, showing the 
work accomplished by this Department from February Ist, 
1905, to February Ist, 1906. 

At the outset, I would commend this report to the careful 
perusal of the members of the City Council, that they may 
get an accurate idea of the work and responsibilities of the 
Department. 

There has ever been a tendency on the part of some of 
the members of the City council to grossly misjudge the 
Department in its usefulness, through ignorance of its func- 
tions and duties on the part of its critics. It isan actual fact 
that one of the critics knew so little of the Department, that 
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in all seriousness he suggested that the City Council abolish 
the office of Inspector of Wires, when that office is established 
by statute and can only be abolished by legislative act. 


The duties of the Inspector of Wires and his Department 
are explained in the Act of the Legislature and City Ordinance, 
and how these duties have been carried out will appear in this 
Report. By reading both, one can readily understand that 
the duties are many and are of vital importance to the welfare 
of the community, and that they have been performed to as 
great an extent as was possible under the appropriations 
allowed. 

It is not my purpose to argue the importance of the office, 
as that has been done in the past and the conclusion reached, 
which caused the establishment of the Wire Department in 
all the cities of the State. I shall simply state that the argu- 
ment frequently used against the Department is, that the 
Insurance Inspectors do all the wire inspecting that is necess- 
ary. This is as ludicrous as it is untrue, for the Insurance 
Inspectors have not visited Lowell, to my knowledge, for 
several years, and the force is so limited that their inspections 
are confined to surface inspections of inside wiring. Inside 
wiring is only one of the duties of this Department. The 
work laid down for this office cannot be done by one man, 
hence the need of an assistant. The amount of electric wiring 
done in the city increases each year, and the need of more 
help for the Department becomes greater every year. 

I would again recommend that all electricians be licensed, 
as plumbers and other tradesmen are. By this means better 
work will be obtained and the danger to life and property 
reduced to a minimum, 

The work of the Department for the year appears below in 
its various sub-divisions.
